A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of The City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners!

The City Clerk presented An Or- 
dinance to amend an ordinance en- 
titled: "Zoning Ordinance of The City 
of Newark," adopted January 8, 1930, 
and stated that today was the time 
fixed for a further hearing, this being 
the adjourned date for same.

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance ?

No one appearing, Commissioner 
Byrne moved that the public hearing

Commissioner Byrne moved that 
the following ordinance be taken up 
on second reading: 


An Ordinance to amend an ordin- 
ance entitled “Zoning Ordinance of 
The City of Newark,” adopted Jarn- 
uary 8, 1930. 


The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


1. That an ordinance entitled “Zon- 
ing Ordinance of the City of New- 
ark," adopted anuary 8, 1980, be and 
the. same is hereby amended by ex- 
tending the Second Business District 
as shown on the Zoning Map so as to 
include the area described as follows: 


Bounded easterly by Meeker Ave- 
nue, northerly by the northerly line 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
property, westerly by the City and 
County Line, and southerly by the 
northerly line of State Highway 
Route No. 29. 


AND that the Zoning Map which 
accompanies the ordinance to which 
this ordinance is an amendment be 
and the same is hereby changed so as 
to include within the Second Business 
District the 2rea described above. 


2. All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances inconsisten:; herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

I have your letter of December 27. 
I return herewith the papers sent with 
the letter. 


I find that we passed upon the leg- 
ality of the $5,000 Storage Reservoir 
Bonds numbered from 1425 to 1429, 
inclusive, which are described in the 
papers. I also find that they were re- 
issued in July, 1936, pursuant to a 
resolution passed on July 8, 1936. 
There is, in my judgment, nothing to 
prevent the City from issuing new 
bonds in exchange for the old bond, 
provided the holder wiil pay all ex- 
penses, as required by Section 40:1-57 
of the Revised Statutes. 


I also enclose herewith a form of 
resolution which might be passed by 
the Board of Commissioners for the 
purpose of authorizing the reissuance 
of the bonds. The new bonds should 
be identical in form with those now 
held by The First Bank and Trust 
Company of Perth Amboy, except that 
appropriate changes should be made 
in the fourth paragraph of the bonds. 
to indicate that the new bonds are 
being issued in exchange for “defac- 
ed” bonds, and except that the cou- 
pons should be authorized by the sig- 
nature of the present City Comptrol- 
ler.

A regular meetirg of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners!

The minutes of the meeting of 
January 3rd, 1940 were read and ap- 
proved. 


Commissioner F-ankl:in introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance relating to the busi- 
ness of moving used goods and chat- 
tels consisting of either furniture, 
household goods, pianos, office furni- 
ture, store fixtures, etc. and provid- 
ing for licensing, regulating movers 
for hire and requi-ing permits to be 
obtained before such removal. 


The Board of Co.nmissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


Section 1. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall engage in, adver- 
tise for, or solicit the business of mov- 
ing used goods and chattels in bulk 
(as described in Section 2); in the 
City of Newark; or any person, firm 
or corporation, who as lessee, rentee 
or bailee of a motor truck or trucks 
shall engage in such business for hire 
in the City of Newark, is hereby de- 
clared to be a “Public Mover;" and no 
person, firm or co-poration shall en- 
gage in the business of "Public Mov- 
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er," except in pursuance to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 


Section 2: The words “used goods 
and chattels in bulk” is intended to 
cover the removal in bulk of used 
furniture, household goods, and per- 
sonal eifects, pianos, office furniture, 
institutional equipment, store fixtures, 
and stock of store, when moved in 
connection with the removal of store 
fixtures, and factory equipment and 
machinery and the stock of such fac- 
tory, when moved in connection with 
factory equipment and machinery. 


Section 3: Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to engage in, or con- 
tinue in the business of a “Public 
Mover” within the City of Newark, 
shall first make written application 


for a license to tne License Division 
of the Department of Public Safety of 
the City of Newark and shall pay the 
license fee and registration plate cost 
hereinafier provided for. Such ap- 
plication shall be in the form prescrib 
ed in this ordinance as prepared by 
the License Division and shall be fil 
ed at least ten (10) days prior to the 
time of granting such license. License 
period shall be from date of adoption 
to December 31, 1940, and thereafter 
from January first to December thir- 
ty-first of each year. 


Section 4. The applicant shall upon 
the filing of the application deposit 
therewith the yearly license fee as 
follows: 


For license certificate issued in 
the name of the applicant, the sum 
of Five ($5.00) Dollars, 


For registration plate for each 
truck or vehicle listed in the ap- 
plication, the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar. 


Section 5. Each application shall 
state the name of the person, firm or 
corporation, under which the business 
will be conducted, the address of the 
principal and all branch offices of the 
applicant; the make, motor number 
and description of each van or other 
vehicle to be used in the applicant’s 
business. All applications shall be 
signed bv the owners if the applicant 
is an individual or partnership, or by 
the proper officers of a corporation, 
and shall be sworn to and acknowledg- 
ed before any person properly au- 
thorized in New Jersey to take ack- 
nowledgments. 


Section 6: The License Division 
shall require each applicant to sub- 
mit satisfactory proof of compliance 
by the applicant with all state and 
iocal laws, relating to the regulation 
and control of vehicles, such as prop- 
er license plates, inspection approval 
tags ete. 


Section 7: After receipt of the ap- 
plication for a license, accompanied 
by the prescribed license fee, investi- 
gation shall be made by the License 
Division of the Department of Public 
Safety, and upon compliance with all 
the provisions of this ordinance by the 
applicant. 


Section 7: The City Clerk shall is- 
sue a license certificate and metal 
truck plates in a form to be provided 
by the Department of Public Safety, 
certifying that the applicant is en- 
titled to engage in the business of a 
“Public Mover” in the City of New- 
ark. The License certificate shall 
bear a consecutive number and shall 
certify the number of trucks regis- 
tered by the applicant. In addition 
to such License certificate, the City 
Clerk shall further issue to the ap- 
plicant a metal plate for each truck 
listed in the application, on which 
plate there shall be punched the num- 
ber of the applicant’s license and the 
plate number. The plate so issued 
may be used only on the truck for 
which it is issued and may not be 
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transferred to other trucks of the ap- 
plicant, except upon discontinuance of 
use of the truck for which it was is- 
sued, and this only upon proper appli 
cation for transfer to the License Di- 
vision. The City Clerk shall deposit 
all fees received in manner required 
by the City Ordinance. 


Section 8: It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
manage, control or operate a vehicle 
in the business of “Public Mover” 
without displaying at all times on the 
outside of the vehicle, on the right 
side near the driver’s seat, the metal 
registration plate issued to it by the 
License Division. 


Section 9: It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, re- 
ferred to in Section One (1) of this 
Ordinance, to operate, manage or con- 
trol a vehicle carrying ice, coal, dairy 
or food products, or any other prod- 
uct requiring permits under the 
health laws of the City of Newark, in 
the business of "Public Mover"; and 
it shall be unlawful for any vehicle 
registered under this Ordinance to 
carry any products requiring permits 
under the health laws of the City of 
Newark. 


Section 10. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration not licensed under this or- 
dinance as a “Public Mover" in the 
City of Newark, but who shall de- 
sire to remove “used goods and chat- 
tels in bulk" from any place in the 
City of Newark to points or places 
cutside of this City shall apply for 
and obtain a license to carry on said 
operations. Application for such li- 
cense shall be made to the License Di- 
vision of the Department of Public 
Safety at any time during regular 
business hours upon payment of $1.00 
license fee for a yearly license. The 
form of the application shall be pre- 
scribed by the License Division and 
shall require the name of the appli- 
cant and the address of its main of- 
fice and principal place of business. 
Upon the filing of such application 


ond the payment of the fee, the City 
Clerk is authorized and directed to is- 
sue a license certificate effective for 
the year of its issuence to cover all 
operation of all vekicles owned and 
operated by the applicant for removal 
of “used goods and chattels” from the 
City of Newark to points and places 
outside of the City of Newark. All 
vehicles operating under such license 
shall carry at all times the original, 
or a certified or photostatie copy of 
said license issued under this section. 


Section 11. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation, 
referred to in Sectior. One (1) of this 
Ordinance, to operate, manage or con- 
trol vehicles that shall be engaged in 
the removal of "used goods and chat- 
tels in bulk" on Sunday, and the fol- 
lowing legal holidays not falling on 
Sunday:—New Year's Day, Memorial 
Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Thanksgiving Day Christmas Day, ex- 
cept office furniture, institutional 
equipment, factory equipment and 
machinery, removals, in which ease 
special application may be made to 
the License Division who may grant 
special permits in writing for remov- 
als on Sundays and on the aforesaid 
legal holidays. In ezse of an emerg- 
ency involving the health of the own- 
er or the protection or safety of the 
commodities, moving may be made on 
Sundays or on the aforesaid legal 
holidays, without special permit, ex- 
cept that a report of such emergency 
removal shall be filed with the License 
Division of the Department of Public 
Safety within twenty-four (24) hours 
of such removal by the mover, and/ 
or owner. 


Section 12. The first eleven sections 
of this Crdinance shall not apply to 
merchants, either wholesale or retail, 
who shall in the regular course of 
business sell and deliver goods and 
chattels to a destination either with- 
in or without the City of Newark, or 
shall it £pply to merchants reclaim- 
ing “used goods and chattels” in de- 
fault of conditional sales agreements. 
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Section 13. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation licens- 
ed under this Ordinance, or any other 
person, firm or corporation, to move 
"used goods and chattels in bulk” 
from any private dwelling, tenement 
house, apartment house, boarding 
house, hotel, store, office, factory or 
institution within the City of New- 
ark, to a place either within or with- 
cut the City of Newark, unless he 
shall obtain a permit for such remov- 
alas hereinafter provided. 


Section 14: In order te obtain such 
permit, application shall be made in 
quadruplicate to the License Divis- 
ion of the Department of Publie Safe- 
ty of the City of Newark upon forms 
to be provided by it, which said forms 
shall contain the following informa- 
tion truly and correctly set forth, viz: 


(a) Name and address of the owner 
of the vehicle on which the goods 
are to be transported. 

(b) Name and address of the person, 

firm or corporation owning or 

claiming to own, the articles to 
be transported. 

(c) Street and house number of the 

premises from which the said 

goods and chattels are to be 

transported or removed, and a 

full and complete address of the 

place where said goods and chat- 
tels are to be removed to. 

(d) A general description of the com- 

modities and character of the ar- 

ticles to be transported or re- 
moved. 

(e) Respective dates of commence- 

ment and completion of moving 

operation for which permit is 
sought. 


Section 15: Said application shall 
be filed `n quadruplicate form by eith- 
er the owner or the mover with the 
License Division of the Department 
of Public Safety at least twenty-four 


hours before the time set for the 
commencement of such moving opera- 
tion. The License Division of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall imme- 
diately upon receipt thereof submit 
one copy of the application to the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance and 
no fee shall be required for the issu- 
ance of the removal permit in accord- 
ane with the application. 


Section 16: At the expiration of 
twenty-four hours the License Divis- 
ion of the Department of Public Safe- 
ty shall issue a permit by authority 
of The City Clerk in duplicate to the 
applicant, certifying that the said ap- 
plicant and mover are entitled to 
transport or remove *used goods and 
chattels in bulk" in accordance with 
the application. 


Section 17. Such written permit 
shall be kept at all times during the 
removal in the possession of the per- 
son or persons actually engaged in 
the remeval operation and shall be 
promptly exhibited for the inspection 
of any volice officer wlio shall so re- 
quest. 


Section 18: When an emergency ex- 
ists, excepting as heertofore set forth 
in Section 11, the License Division ot 
the Department of Public Safety and 
the Department of Revenue and Fin- 
ance, may waive the twenty-four 
hour period for filing of application 
for removal and may grant a permit 
immediately. Such emergency permit 
issued on authority of the City Clerk 
to be signed by both the License Di- 
vision of the Department of Public 
Safety and the Department of Rev- 
nue and Finance. In such case to 
compensate for this special service 
the applicant shall pay a fee of $2.00 
before said permit may be issued. 


Section 19: Any mover licened un- 
der the provisions of this Ordinance, 
who, after the issuance of the permit, 
shall be called upon or ordered by the 
owner to make delivery of the goods 
and chattels to a point or destination 
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differinz from the one set forth in 
the permit, shall, within forty-eight 
hours after the delivery to such 
changed address, notify the License 
Division of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety in writing of the change, 
giving the actual address to which the 
‘goods were removed at the request of 
the owner. 


Section 20: It shall be considered a 
violation of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance for any licensed mover, own- 
er, or representative thereof, to 
knowingly or wilfully give false in- 
formaticn in the application for the 
permit, or for any mover knowinglp 
and wilfully aid or abet any owner of 
goods covered by this Ordinance, to 
evade the provisions thereof. 


Section 21: A complete record of 
the applications and permits issued 
under this Ordinance shall be kept in 
the office of the License Division of 
the Department of Public Safety. Al 
“Public Movers" shall keep a full and 
permanent record of all removals per- 
formed by them for a period of two 
years after such removal, and all in- 
formation contained in such records 
shall be open for inspection of the 
Police Department of the City of 
Newark upon request. 


Section 22: The enforcement of this 
erdinance shall be placed in the hands 
of the Police Department and every 
Police Officer is charged with the duty 
of investigating removals of “used 
goods and chattels.” Upon failure or 
refusal of the operator to complv 
with the request of a Police Officer. 
to show the removal permit, the Po- 
lice Officer shall prevent the removai 
and arrest the offending operator. 


Section 23: Every person, firm or 
corporation, who shall be found guilty 
of a violation of the terms of this or- 
dinance, or who shall be found guilty 
of giving false information on ang 
zpplication filed under this ordinance, 
shall for the first offense be fined not 
more than $25.00 or imprisonment in 


the County Jail for not more than 
thirty days, or both; and for the sec- 
ond offense shall be fined not more 
than $100.00 or imprisoned in the 
County Jail for not more than ninety 
days, or both. 


Section 24. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be, and 
the same are hereby repealed, and 
this ordinance shall take effect imme- 
diately upon final passage and pub- 
lication as required by law. 


Section 25: If any section or part 
of any section or provisions of this 
ordinance shall be held by any court 
to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not be held to affect any 
other section or any other part of any 
section or provision or provisions of 
this ordinance.

An Ordinance relating to the busi- 
ness of moving used goods and chat- 
tels consisting of either furniture, 
household goods, pianos, office furni- 
ture, store fixtures, etc. and providing 
for licensing, regulating movers for 
hire and requiring permits to be ob- 
iained before such removal, 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1: Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall engage in, adver- 
tise for, or solicit the business of mov- 
ing used goods and chattels in bulk 


(as described in Section 2) in the 
City of Newark; or any person, firm 
or corporation, who as lessee, rentee 
or bailee of a moto: truck or trucks 
shall engage in such business for hire 
in the City of Newark, is hereby de- 
clared to be a “Public Mover”; and 
200 person, firm or corporation shall 
engage in the business of “Public 
Mover," except in pursuance of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 2: The words “used goods 
and chattels in bulk” is intended to 
cover th» removal in bulk of used fur- 
niture, household goods, and personal 
effects, pianos, office furniture, in- 
stitutional equipment, store fixtures, 
and stock of store, when moved in 
connection with the removal of store 
fixtures, and factory equipment and 
machinery, and the stock of such fac- 
tory, wien moved ir. connection with 
factory eouipment and machinery. 


Section 3: Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to engage in, or con- 
inue in the business of a “Public 
Mover, within the City of Newark, 
shall first make written application 
for a license to the License Division 
of the Department of Public Safety 
of the City of Newark and shall pay 
the license fee and registration plate 
cost hereinafter provided for. Such 
application shall be in the form pre- 
scribed in this ordinance as prepared 
by the License Division and shall be 
Aled at least ten (10) days prior to 
‘he time of granting such license. Li- 
cense period shall 5e from date of 
adoption to December $1, 1940, and 
thereafter from January first to De- 
cember thirty-first of each year. 

Section 4: The applicant shall upon 
the filing of the application deposit 
therewith the yearly license fee as 
follows: 


For license certificate issued in 
the name of the applicant, the sum 
of Five ($5.00) Dollars. 


For registration plate for each 
truck or vehicle listed in the appli- 


cation, the sum of One ($1.00) Dol- 
lar. 


Section 5: Each application shall 
state the name of the person, firm or 
corporation, under which the business 
will be conducted, the address of the 
principal and all branch offices of the 
applicant; the make, motor number 
ond description of each van or other 
vehicle tc be used in the applicant's 
business. All applications shall be 
signed by the owners if the appli- 
cant is an individual or partnership, 
or by the proper officers of a cor- 
poration, and shall be sworn to and 
acknowledged before any person prop- 
erly authorized in New Jersey to take 
acknowledgements. 


Section 6. The License Division 
shall require each applicant to sub- 
mit satisfactory proof or compliance 
by the applicant with all state and lo- 
cal laws, relating to the regulation 
end control of vehicles, such as prop- 
er license plates, inspection approval 
tags, etc. 


Section 7: After receipt of the ap- 
plication for a license, accompanied 
Ly the prescribed license fee, investi- 
gation shall be made by the License 
Division of the Department of Public 
Safety, and upon compliance with all 
the provisions of this ordinance by 
the applicant, the City Clerk shall is- 
sue a iicense certificate and metal 
truck plates in a form to be provided 
hy the Department of Public Safety, 
certifying that the applicant is en- 
titled to engage in the business of a 
“Public Mover” in the City of New- 
ark. The License certificate shall 
bear a consecutive number and shall 
certify the number of trucks regis- 
tered by the applicant. In addition to 
such License certificate, the City Clerk 
shall further issue to the applicant a 
metal plate for each truck listed in 
the application, on which plate there 
shall be punched the number of the 
applicant’s license and the plate num- 
ber. The plate so issued may be used 
only on the truck for which it is is- 


sued and may not be transferred to 
other trucks of the applicant, except 
upon discontinuance of use of the 
truck for which it was issued, and this 
only upon proper application for 
transfer to the License Division. The 
City Clerk shall deposit all fees re- 
ceived in manner required by the city 
ordinance. 


Section 8: It shall be unlawful for 
eny person, firm or corporation to 
manage, control or operate a vehicle 
in the business of “Public Mover” 
without displaying at all times on the 
cutside cf the vehicle, on the right 
side near the driver’s seat, the metal 
registration plate issued to it by the 
License Division. 


Section 9: It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm cr corporation, re- 
ferred to in Section One (1) of this 
ordinance, to operate, manage or con- 
trol a vahicle carrying ice, coal, dairy 
er food products, or any other prod- 
uct equiring permits under the health 
laws of the City of Newark, in the 
business of “Public Mover”; and it 
shall be unlawful for any vehicle reg- 
istered under this Ordinance to carry 
any products requiring permits under 
the health laws of the City of New- 
ark. 

Section 10. Any 


person, firm or 


corporation not licensed under this or- . 


dinance as a “Public Mover” in the 
City of Newark, but who shall desire 
to remove “used goods and chattels 
in bulk" from any place in the City 
of Newark to points or places outside 
of this City shall apply for and ob- 
tain a license to carry on said opera- 
tions. Application for such license 
Shall be made to the License Division 
of the Department of Public Safety at 
any time during regular business 
hours upon payment of $1.00 license 
fee for a yearly license. The form of 
the application shali be prescribed by 
the License Division and shall require 
the namo of the applicant and the ad- 
dress of its main office and principal 
place of business. Upon the filling of 


such application and the payment of 
the fee, the City Clerk is authorized 
and directed to issue a license certifi- 
cate effective for the year of its is- 
suance to cover all operations of all 
vehicles owned and operated by the 
applicant for removal of "used goods 
end chattels” from the City of New- 
ark to points and places outside the 
City of Newark. All vehicles operat- 
ing under such license shall carry at 
all times the original, or a certified or 
photostatie copy of said license is- 
sued under this section. 


Section 11. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, re- 
ferred io in Section One (1) of this 
Ordinance, to operate, manage or con- 
trol vehicles that shall be engaged in 
the removal of "used goods and chat- 
tels in bulk” on Sunday, and the fol- 
lowing legal holidays not falling on 
Sunday:—New Year's Day, Memorial 
Day. Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day, 
except office furniture, institutional 
equipment, factory equipment and 
machinery, removals, in which case 
special application may be made to 
ihe License Division who may grant 
special permits in writing for remov 
als on Sundays and on the aforesaid 
legal holidays. In case of an emerg- 
ency involving the health of the own- 
er or the protection or safety of the 
commodities, moving may be made on 
Sundays or on the aforesaid legal 
holidays. without special permit, ex- 
cept that a report of such emergency 
removal shall be filed with the Li- 
cense Division of the Department ol 
Public Safety within twenty-four (24) 
hours of such removal by the mover, 
and/ or owner. 


Section 12: ‘The first eleven sections 
of this Ordinance shall not apply to 
merchants, either wholesale or retail, 
who shall in the regular course of 
business sell and deliver goods and 
chattels to a destination either with. 
in or without the City of Newark, or 
shall it apply to merchants reclaiming 


"used goods and chzttels" in default 
of conditional sales agreements. 


Section 13. It shal. be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation li- 
censed under this ordinance, or any 
other person, firm or corporation, to 
move “used goods and chattels in 
bulk” from any private dwelling, tene- 
ment house, apartment house, board- 
ing house, hotel, store, office, factory 
or institution within the City of New- 
ark, to a place either within or with- 
out the City of Newark, unless he 
shall obtain a permit for such remov- 
el as hereinafter provided. 


Section 14: In order to obtain such 
permit, application shall be made in 
quadruplicate to the License Division 
of the Department of Public Safety 
of the City of Newark upon forms to 
be provided by it, which said forms 
shall contain the following informa- 
tion truly and correctly set forth, viz: 


(a) Name and address of the owne! 
of the vehicle on which the goods 
are to be transported. 

(b) Name and address of the person, 

firm or corporaiion owning on 

claiming to own, the articles to 
be transported. 

(c) Street and house number of the 

premises from which the said 

goods .and chattels are to be 

transported or removed, and a 

full and complete address of the 

place where said goods and chat- 
tels are to be removed to. 

(d) A general description of the com- 

modities and character of the ar- 

ticles to be transported or remov 
ed. 

(e) Respective dates of commence- 

ment and completion of moving 

operation for which permit is 
sought. 


Section 15. Said application shall 
ke filed in quadruplicate form by 
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either the owner or the mover with 
the License Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety at least twenty- 
four hours before the time yet for 
the commencement of such moving 
operation. The License Division of 
the Department of Public Safety shall 
immediately upon receipt there sub- 
mit one copy of the application to the 
Department of Revenue and Finance 
and no fee shall be required for the 
issuance of the removal permit in ac- 
cordance with the application. 


Section 16, At the expiration of 
twenty-four hours the License Divis- 
ion of the Department of Public 
Safety shall issue a permit by author- 
ity of The City Clerk in duplicate to 
the applicant, certifying that the said 
applicant and mover are entitled to 
transport or move “uged goods and 
chattels in bulk” in accordance with 
the application. 


Section 17. Such written permit 
shall be kept at all times during the 
removal in the possession of the per- 
son or persons actually engaged in 
the removal operation and shall be 
promptly exhibited for the inspection 
of any police officer who shall so re- 
quest. 


Section 18. When an emergency ex- 
ists, excepting as heretofore set forth 
in Section 11, the License Division of 
the Department of Public Safety and 
the Department of Revenue and Fin- 
ance, may waive the twenty-four hour 
period tor filing of application for re- 
moval and may grant a permit imme- 
diately. Such emergency permit is- 
sued on authority of the City Clerk 
to be signed by both the License Di- 
vision of the Department of Public 
Safety and the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance. In such case to 
compensate for this special service 
the applicant shall pay a fee of $2.00 
before said permit may be issued. 


Section 19: Any mover licensed un- 
der the provisions of this Ordinance, 
who, after the issuance of the per- 


mit, snall be called upon or ordered 
by the owner to make delivery of the 
goods and chattels to a point or des- 
tination differing from the one set 
forth in the permit, shall, within for- 
ty-eight hours after the delivery to 
such changed address, notify the Li- 
cense Division of the Department of 
Public Safety in writing of the change, 
giving the actual address to which 
the goods were removed at the re- 
quest of the owner. 


Section 20: It shall be considered à 
violation of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance for any licensed mover, own- 
er, or representative thereof, to 
knowingly or willfully give false in- 
formation in the application for the 
permit, or for any mover knowingly 
and willfully aid or abet any owner 
of goods covered by this Ordinance, to 
evade the provisions thereof. 


Section 21: A complete record of 
the applications and permits issued 
under this Ordinance shall be kept in 
the office of the License Division of 
the Department of Public Safety. All 
*Public Movers" shall keep a full and 
permanent record of all removals per- 
formed by them for a period of two 
years after such removal, and all in- 
formation contained in such records 
shall be open for inspection of the Po- 
lice Department of the City of Mew- 
ark upon request. 


Section 22: The enforcement of this 
ordinance shall be placed in the hands 
of the law enforcing departments and 
every law enforcing oíficer is charged 
with the duty of investigating remov- 
als of ‘used goods and chattels.’ Up- 
on failure or refusal of the operator 
to comply with the request of a law 
enforcing officer, to show the remov- 
al permit, the law enforcing officer 
ghall prevent the removal and shall 
cause the arrest of the offending oper- 
ator. 


Setion 23: Every person, firm or 
corporation, who shall be found guil- 
ty of a violation of the terms of this 
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ordinance, or who shall be found 
guilty of giving false information on 
any application filed under this ordi- 
nance, shall for the first offense be 
fined not. more than $25.00 or impris- 
onment in the County Jail for not 
more than thirty days, or both; and 
for the second offense shall be fined 
not more than $100.00 or imprigoned 
in the County Jail for not more than 
ninety days, or both. 


Section 24. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance, be, and 
the same are hereby repealed, and 
this ordinance shall take effect imme- 
diately, upon final passage and pub- 
lication as required by law. 


Section 25. If any section or part 
of any section or provisions of this 
ordinance shall be held by any court 
to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not be held to effect any 
other section or any other part of any 
section or provisions of this ordin- 
ance,

The Board of Commis- 
Sioners has ascertained and hereby 
determines that it is necessary that 
the City of Newark raise the sum of 
$1,175,000 for the relief of the poor, 
including direct relief, expense of ad- 
ministration, the payment of any in- 
debtedness heretofore or hereafter in- 
curred for the reliei of the poor, and 
the cost of the issuance of the bonds 
hereinafter described. 


Section 2. For the purpose of rais- 
ing said sum, there shall be issued 
pursuant to Chapter 332 of the Laws 
of 1989 of New Jersey, as amended 
by Chapter 395 of the Law of 1939 of 
New Jersey, bonds of The City of 
Newark of the aggregate principal 
amount of $1,175,000 to be designat- 
ed “Poor Relief Bonds of 1940." 


Section 3. Said bonds shall bear in- 
terest n! a rate which shall not ex- 
ceed six per centum (6%) per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be 
dated March 1, 1940. 


Section 4. Said bonds shall be pay- 
able in annual installments as fol- 
lows, viz.: $235,000 of bonds on March 
ist in each of the year 1941 to 1945, 
inclusive, 


Section 5. Said bonds shall be gen- 
eral obligations of said City and a 
tax sufficient in amount to pay the 
principal of and interest on said 
bonds shall be levied and collected 
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by said City in the year in which the 
same shall become due and payable 
Each of said bonds shall contain a re- 
cital that it is issued pursuant to said 
Act in the manner or mode of proce- 
dure prescribed by the Local Bond 
Law of New Jersey. 


Section 6. The bonds which are to 
be issued pursuant to this ordinance 
shall be issued in lieu of and not in 
addition to the bonds authorized by 
the ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
authorizing the issuance of $1,175,- 
000 Poor Relief Bonds of the City of 
Newark," adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners on the 18th day of 
September, 1939, and said ordinance 
adopted on the 13th day of Septem- 
ber, 1939, is hereby rescinded. 


Section 7. This ordinance shall take 
effect at the time and in the manner 
provided by law.

SCHEDULE A 


This Schedule contains terms, con- 
ditions and provisions which are to 
be incorporated in clear and concise 
language in the lease to be prepared 
and executed as provided in the with- 
in resolution. 


These terms, conditions and provis- 
ions shall be contained in the said 
lease in addition to the usual and 
common provisions for the protection 
of the respective parties. 


1. The lease shall be for a period of 
one year with the right of the Brews- 
ter Aeronautical Corporation, herein- 
after referred to as the Lessee or as 
the Tenant, to renewal options for 
two successive periods of one year 
each, foliowed by two further suc- 
cessive periods of five years each. 


2. The annual rental for all of the 
period mentioned in Paragraph 1 shall 
be at the rate of 20c per square foot. 


8. The Tenant agrees that the City 
of Newark, hereinafter referred to as 


the City, shall at any time during the 
term of the lease, and upon six 
months notice given in writing by 
the City, have the right to move the 
tenant from the premises herein leas- 
ed into another building on the Air- 
port eracted by the City for such pur- 
pose, the expense of moving to be 
borne by the Tenant. 


Any building so erected shall be 
constructed to the Tenant's specifi- 
cations and requirements. 


The rental charge for such build- 
ing in such event shall be 25e per 
Square foot per year. 


4. The City agrees that at any time 
during the Tenant's occupancy of the 
hangar that it, the City, will construct 
promptly upon request, and at its ex- 
pense, and to Tenant's specifications, 
a balcony or balconies for which the 
Tenant shall pay an additional annual 
rental at the rate of 20c per square 
foot, provided, however, that the 
building will not by such addition be 
mjuriously affected, and subject to 
mutual and equitable agreement be- 
tween the City and the Tenant at the 
time of the request above mentioned. 


5. The City will guarantee to have 
bus line transportation maintained to 
the field adequate for the needs of 
Tenant's employees. 


6. The City will protect the build- 
ings of the Tenant with adequate po- 
lice protection. 


7. The City agrees that during the 
Tenant’s occupancy, it will give to 
tenant reasonable use of the Airport 
for testing purposes, provided such 
use shall not unduly interfere with the 
use of ihe Airport for commercial 
aviation, and the City will provide 
normal egress and access to the prop- 
erty leased to Tenant. 


_ 8. The tenant shall have the right. 


to erect identifying signs upon the 
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hangar, provided, however, that in 
this respect, and also with respect to 
all other provisions of the lease, the 
Tenant will comply with all Federal, 
State aud Municipal laws and ordin- 
ances. 


9. The City will provide, without 
charge, at a proper place designated 
by it, adequate parking facilities for 
the exclusive use of the Tenant’s em- 
ployees during the period of the lease, 
it being understood that the Tenant 
will not permit public parking on such 
space, nor charge for parking upon it. 


10. Tenant is to have complete oc- 
eupaney of the hangar by March 1, 
1940. 


In lieu of the City making request- 
ed alterations at its expenge, as set 
forth im Tenant’s proposal, it is 
agreed that the Tenant shall have the 
privilege of making certain altera- 
tions necessary to modify the hangar 
for industrial use, and in such event 
the City will allow as a credit on rent- 
als due on allowance up to $35,000.00 
against these expenditures, provided 
that the tenant shall expend a mini- 
mum of $70,000.00 on these improve- 
ments, and provided further that if 
the alterations as actually made to 
the building by the Tenant are found 
to cost less than $70,000.00, the City’s 
share, or the sum of money allowed 
by the City as an off-set against rent, 
shall be proportionately reduced. 


11. For two years after the execu- 
tion of the lease by the City and the 
Tenant, the Tenant shall have an op- 
tion to rent all or any part of ten 
acres of land in the Airport imme- 
diately adjacant to and west of the 
hangar as the same shall be set forth 
and designated on a blue print or sur- 
vey to be annexed to and made 1 
part of the lease. 


The Tenant shall have the right to 
rent or lease this land for a period 
of forty years at a rental of $500.00 


per acre per year, provided that this 
option shall terminate if the lease of 
the hangar and appurtenances shall 
terminate prior to the expiration of 
the two year option period, unless the 
Tenant shall have constructed new 
buildings of the tyoe contemplated in 
Paragraph 12 upon the land leased 
under such option. 


12. The City agrees with the Ten- 
ant tha, if the Tenant exercises its 
option to lease the said ten acres men- 
tioned in Paragraph 11, or so much 
thereof as is necessary, and upon said 
land constructs a building with square 
footage at least approximately equal 
to the square footage of the hangar, 
such building to cost not less than 
$250,000.00, and the work on such 
building to be commenced within six 
months after the cancellation noti:e 
herein mentioned, and if the Tenant 
agrees in its lease of said land that 
all of the terms, covenants and condi- 
tions of this lease of the hangar, 
which are beneficizl to the City, and 
which ean be at all applicable to the 
lease of the said acreage, be made a 
part of the lease of said acreage, 
then and in that event the Tenant 
shall have the right to cancel the 
lease on the hangar upon six months 
notice in writing to the City. 


It is understood znd agreed that the 
City will use its best efforts to in- 
duce the Newark Industrial Commis- 
sion to float a bond issue to finance 
seventy-five per cent (7596) of the 
cost of such building or buildings at 
an average interest rate of three per 
cent per annum. 


The City agrees with the Tenant 
that during the forty year term of the 
lease to the acreaze, if it be made, 
and during the term of this lease, 
there will be imposed no taxes on 
land or buildings, or on any machin- 
ery or equipment affixed thereto in 
such a way, and with such intent as 
to make it a part of the realty, nor 
on any cf the Tenant’s bank accounts 
in the City of Newark, and that the

from any litigation in connection with 
said taxes. 


The City agrees that at any time 
during the period of said leases, tha 
Tenant shal have the right to pur- 
chase said land at its present value 
per acre, to be established by mutual- 
ly satisfactory independent appraisals 
it being understood that the rental of 
$500.00 per acre is not to be used as a 
criterion of value. 


18. Tre Tenant represents to the 
City that its present baek-log of busi- 
ness, based upon non-cancellable con- 
tracts, is approximately $22,000,000.00 
and, based upon such business and 
subject only to conditions beyond Ten- 
ant's control, the Tenant guarantees 
the City that during the first two 
years of this lease it will employ a 
minimum of 1,500 people, which rep- 
resents a pay roll of approximately

far as it may be possible and prac- 
ticable, the employees of the Tenant 
will be drawn from the relief rolls of 
the City of Newark, and where that 
is not possible preference will be giv- 
en to residents of the City of Newark.

Mayo: Ellenstein: I want to say to 
the City Commission that I have been 
in communication with executives of 
the Brewster Aeronautical and read 
the proposed changes as a result of 
the conference of the City Commis- 
sion yesterday afternoon and early 
evening, and they informed me that if 
we submit a certified copy of the 


resolution passed by the majority of 
the City Commission, they would take 
it under advisement; and since this 
was in the form of a counter-propos- 
al, if they decided to accept, they 
would have an acceptance in my hands 
either this evening or early tomorrow 
morning. That ig the status of that. 
I made not no definite commitments as 
to the acceptance. They said they 
would give it consideration, and that 
they gave me after considerable per- 
suasion on my part. 


Deputy Director Masini: May I 
Say something for Director Byrne? 
He is on his way over. 


“Since the Brewster proposal is of 
such importance to the City of New- 
ark, I am not ready to vote or pass 
judgment on the proposition today.

adopted September 14, 1938. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


Section 1. That Section 4 of an Or- 
dinance entitled: “An Ordinance to 
amend Section 4 of an Ordinance en- 
titled: ‘An Ordinance regulating the 
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sale and distribution of Milk, Cream 
and Milk Products, in the City of 
Newark,’ adopted July 1, 1931, adopt- 
ed September 14, 1938, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read a3 
follow. 


“Section 4: Governing the Sale and 
Distribution of Milk, Cream and Milk 
Products. 


SUBDIVISION I: LICENSE. 


(A) No person, firm o1 corporation 
shall pasteurize, process or produce 
or sell or offer or expose for sale, or 
have in possession for sale or delivery 
in the City of Newark, any milk, 
cream or milk products, without first 
having obtained a license for such 
sale or delivery. The number of such 
licenses to be issued in the City of 
Newark by the Department of Health 
shall not exceed one for every 1100 
residents of the City. 


(B) Said license shall be issued in 
the name of such applicant by the De- 
partment of Health of the City of 
Newark only after and upon full com- 
pliance with the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and for the calendar year or 
remainder of the year wherein the 
said license is granted, and shall ex- 
pire on the last day of said year. 
Said lieense shall not be transferable 
unless a written request is filed with 
the Department of Health and the 
written consent to such transfer is 
given by the Department of Health. 


(C) Every applicant obtaining a li- 
tense for the sale or distribution of 
milk, cream or milk products in the 
City of Newark shall pay a fee of two 
dollars ($2) for such plant, store, sta- 
tion, vehiele or wagon, used for the 
sale or distribution of milk, cream or 
milk products in the City of Newark, 


by said applicant. Said license shall 
entitle the holder thereof to sell or 
deliver the particular grade of milk, 
cream or milk products for which ít 
is issued. Should the licensee desire 
tc sell or deliver other grades of milk, 
cream or milk products, from such 
plant, store, station, v2hicle or wagon, 
additional licenses shall be obtained 
fer each additional grade of milk, 
cream or milk produc:s, and an addi- 
tional fee of fifty cents (50c) shall 
be paid for each different grade of 
milk, cream or milk product, before 
any such additional license is granted: 
provided, however, all provisions of 
this ordinance are fully complied with. 
Only one such additional fee of fifty 
cents (50c) shall be caarged for each 
additional grade of milk, cream or 
milk product regardless of the num- 
ber of plants, stores, stations, vehicles 
or wagons of gueh licensee. 


(D) Upon the grznting of every 
such license, the Department of 
Health shall furnish to the licensee 
one sign for each plant, store, station, 
vehicle or wagon used by such license? 
upon the payment of a license fee of 
two dollars ($2.). No: more than one 
such sign shall be issued to an appli- 
eant except upon the payment of an 
additional fee of two dollars ($2.), 
for each sign in excess of the one is- 
Sued as aforesaid. Such sign shall be 
conspicuously placed upon the right 
hand side of each wagon or vehicle, 
and in the case of a store, plant or 
station, shall be placed conspicucusly 
above the counter and such sign shail 

„not be removed therefrom until the 


expiration or other termination of 
said license. 


(E) No plant, store, station, vehicle 
or wagon shall be operated for the 
gale or delivery of milk, cream or milk 
products in the City of Newark ex- 
cept under the license required by 
this ordinance. 
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SUBDIVISION 2 APPLICAT:ON 
FOR LICENSE, PROCEDURE, 
REFUSAL. 


(A) No license shall be granted for 
the sale or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products within the City of New- 
ark, unless there shall be first filed 
with the Department of Health of the 
City of Newark a written application 
setting forth answers to the follow- 
ing questions: 


1. Name of applicant for license; 


2. Business address of applicant; 


. Grade of milk, cream or milk 
product to be sold under license 
applied for; 


. Whether or not applicant has a 
license for sale or delivery of 
milk, cream or milk products in 
any other municipality or local- 
ity; and, if so, 

Where? 


. Whether or not applicant has ever 
held a similar milk dealer's li- 
cense in the City of Newark or 
elsewhere, and whether or not 
such license wag ever revoked; 


. Whet;her or not the applicant has 
ever been convicted of a crime 
involving moral turpitude; 


Whether or not the applicant has 
had any knowledge of and experi- 
ence in the care, handling, sale 
and delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products; and, 

If so, state such experience; 


8. Whether or not the applicant is 
familiar with the laws of the 
State of New Jersey, Ordinances 
of the City of Newark and rules 
and regulations of the State and 
the City of Newark pertaining to 
the sale or distribution of milk, 
cream or milk products; 


9. Whether or not the applicant has 
a storage place for storing milk, 
cream and milk products at 50° 
Fahrenheit, or lower, before its 
delivery; and state location there- 
of. 


10. Whether or not the applicant has 
a delivery plant, store, station, 
venicle or wagon, so constructed 
as to prevent dirt, dust, flies, 
bugs or any unhealthful or in- 
jurious or foreign matter from 
contacting or contaminating such 
milk, cream or milk products, or 
containers wherein the same are 
contained. 


11. Whether or not the applicant has 
a plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon, so constructed that ice or 
refrigeration can be at all times 
provided in and on said milk, 
cream and milk products to keep 
the temperature of such milk, 
cream and milk products, which 
beiag delivered or sold at 50" 
Fahrenheit. 


12. State the name and place of busi- 
ness of the person, firm or cor- 
poration to furnish the applicant 
with milk, cream and milk prod- 
ucts, during the period of said li- 
cense. 


(B) The written answers of the ap- 
plicant as more particularly set forth 
in subdivision 2, Paragraph (A) of 
this ordinance, shall be filed with the 
Department of Health of the City of 
Newark, and examined by said De- 
partment, and subsequently forwarded 
to the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, who is hereby author- 
ized to issue or refuse said license. 
It shall be the duty of the Director of 
Public Works, in order to safeguard 
the publie health, to carefully inquire 
into the fitness, experience, require- 
ments and qualifieations of each appli- 
cant and to determine whether or not, 
in his opinion, the license may be 
granted. 
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(C) In the event the Director of the 
Department of Public Works shall re 
fuse said license, he shall so notify 
the applicant by letter addressed to 
the applicant's address giving the rea- 
son for such refusal. The applicant 
may apply to the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Works for a hear- 
ing on such refusal, providing such ap- 
plication is made within ten (10) 
days of mailing of notice of the re- 
fusal. At said hearing the applicant 
may preduce such testimony or in- 
formation to disprove any facts which 
may be the basis of the refusal of 
said license. 


(D) In no event may the license be 
granted for the sale or delivery of 
milk, eream or milk products within 
the City of Newark, where the follow- 
ing circumstances exist: 


1. Where the number of licenses al- 
ready issued are equivalent to 
one for every fifteen hundred 
(1500) residents of the City of 
Newark, according to the last 
Federal Census; 


2. Where the applicant is not a resi- 
dent of the City of Newark or 
does not maintain a place of busi- 
ness in the City of Newark or 
does not maintain any of his 
business in the City of Newark 
or is unable to furnish a written 
reference of a citizen of the City 
of Newark recommending appli- 
cant insofar as honesty, charter 
and financial responsibility is con- 
cerned. 


3. Where the applicant does not 
have a sanitary place for storage 
of milk, cream and milk products 
at 50° Fahrenheit, or lower, ade- 
quate for a necessary supply be- 


fore sale or delivery. 


A. Where the applicant's delivery 
plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagcn is not so constructed as to 


5. Where applicant's plant, 


prevent dirt, dust, flies, bugs or 
unhealthful or .njurious or for- 
eign matter from contacting and 
contaminating such milk, cream 
and milk products or containers 
wherein the same are kept. 


Store, 
station, vehicle or wagon is not so 
constructed that ice or refrigera- 
tion can be at all times provided 
for said milk, cream and milk 
produets, or the containers *here- 
of, while being stored, sold or de- 
livered, at 50? Fzhrenheit, or low- 
er. 


6. Where the applicant’s vehicle or 


wagon is not equipped to carry 
proverly milk, cream and milk 
products during inclement or 
warm weather. 


7. Where the place from which ap- 


plicant is to obtain a supply of 
milk, cream and milk products 
during the period of said license, 
does not meet with requirements 
of the State Board of Health, lo- 
cal Board of Health, and any 
State Law, or ozdinance, regula- 
tions, rules, governing and regu- 
lating sanitary conditions. 


8. Where the applicant shall obtain 


milk, cream or milk products 


from sources other than those ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Health, or other proper authori- 
ties. 


9. Where the licensing of an appli- 


cant will impose upon a market 
already adequately served a sup- 
ply of milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts which would tend to create 
conditions adverse to sanitary 
standard and maintenance of the 
public health, or disrupt the or- 
derly marketing conditions re- 
quisite for the marketing of per- 
ishable food products. 
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SUBDIVISION 3: REVOCATION: 


(A) Whenever any license shall have 
been issued under and by virtue of 


this 


ordinance, and amendments 


thereof, said license may be suspended 
or revoked by the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Works, for any of 
the following reasons:

Where the licensee shall have vi- 
olated any of the provisions of 
this ordinance and the amend- 
ments thereof;

Where the licensee’s delivery 
plaat, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon becomes unsanitary, dirty 
and unhealthful, and its construc- 
tion does not prevent dirt, dust, 
flies, bugs or any unhealthful or 
injurious or foreign matter from 
contacting and contaminating 
such milk, cream and milk prod- 
ucts, and the containers wherein 
same are contained. 


Where licensee’s plant, store, sta- 
tion, vehicle or wagon does not 
provide a temperature of 50° Far- 
renheit, or lower, for said milk, 
cream and milk products, while 
being stored, sold or delivered, 
or where licensee’s vehicle or wa- 
gon ig not properly equipped to 
carry milk, cream and milk prod- 
ucts during inclement or warm 
weather; 


6. Where licensee exposes for sale 
or delivery, milk, cream or milk 
products obtained from, a person, 
firm cr corporation, other than a 
person, firm or corporation repre- 
sents in the application for said 
license, unless the consent of the 
Board of Health is given to the 
licensee to accept tor sale or de- 
livery such milk, cream or milk 
products of such other person, 
firm or corporation. 


7. Where the licensee obtains one 
grade of: milk from more than 
one source without first obtaining 
permission of the Department of 
Health. 


8. Where the licensee changes his or 
her source of milk, cream or milk 
products supply, or accepts any 
additional supply without having 
first obtained the permission of 
the Board of Health. 


9. Where any licensee selling or de- 
livering milk, eream or milk prod- 
ucts in the City of Newark, shall, 
upou notification by the Depart- 
ment of Health, or its officers, 
fail immediately to withdraw any 
Source of said  licensee's milk, 
cream or milk products supply, 
not produced, handled or distrib- 
uted in compliance with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, or the 
laws of this State. 


10. Where any licensee shall fail to 
allow the Department of Health, 
or any of its officers, to examine 
the place wherein said milk, 
cream or milk products are stor- 
ed, sold or kept during delivery, 
and where any licensee shall re- 
fuse to furnish the Department of 
Health, or any of its officers or 
employees, with a sample or sam- 
ples of the milk, cream or milk 
produets, for analysis. 


SUBDIVISION 4: 


Nothing contained in this ordinance 
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shall be construed to require a license 
for the sale of condensed or evapor- 
ated (preserved) milk in hermetically 
sealed cans. 


Section 2. If any section, part of 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this ordinance shall be held to be un- 
constitutional or invalid, the remain- 
ing provisions thereof shall never- 
theless remain in full force and ef- 
ject. 


Section 3. All ordinance and parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately upon final passage 
and publication in accordance with 
law.

The Board of Commis- 
sioners has ascertained and hereby de- 
termines that it is necessary that the 
City of Newark raise the sum of $1,- 
175,000 for the relief of the poor, in- 
cluding direct relief, expense of ad- 
ministration, the payment of any in- 
debtedness heretofore or hereafter 
incurred for the relief of the poor, 
and the cost of the issuance of the 
bonds hereinafter described. 


Section 2. For the purpose of rais- 
ing said sum, there shall be issued 
pursuant to Chapter 332 of the Laws 
of 1939 of New Jersey, as amended 
by Chapter 895 of the Laws of 1939 
of New Jersey, bonds of The City 
of Newark of the aggregate principai 
amount of $1,175,000 to be designated 
“Poor Relief Bonds of 1940.” 


Section 3. Said bonds shall bear in- 
terest ut a rate which shall not ex- 
ceed six per centum (6%) per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be 
dated March 1, 1940. 


Section 4. Said bonds shall be pay- 
able in annual installments as follows, 
viz.: $235,000 of bonds on March 1st 
each of the years 1941 to 1945, inclu- 
sive. 


Section 5. Said bends shall be gen- 
eral obigations of said City and a 
tax sufficient in amount to pay the 
principal of and the interest on said 
bonds shall be levied and collected . 
by said City in the year in which the 
same shall become due and payable. 
Fach of said bonds shall contain a re- 
cital that it is issued pursuant to said 
Act in the manner or mode of proce- 
dure prescribed by the Local Bond 
Law of New Jersey. 


Section 6 The bonds which are to 
be issued pursuant to this ordinance 
Shall be issued in lieu of and not in 
addition to the bonds authorized by 
the ordinance entitled *An Ordinanee 
authorizing the issuance of $1,175,000 
Poor Relief Bonds of the City of 
Newark," adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners on the 18th day of 
September, 1939, and said ordinance 
adopted on the 13th day of September, 
1939, is hereby rescinded.

Newark, N. J., March 6, 1940. 


A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 
Standard Time. 


Present: Commissioners Byrne, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move we 
dispense with the reading of the min- 
utes. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Commissioner Franklin introduced 
the following ordinance and moved its 
adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance to control the use, 
sale and distribution of extermina- 
tors and insecticides. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. No person, persons, firm, part- 
nership or corporation shall sell, or 
offer for sale, or give away or dis- 
tribute in the City of Newark, any 
poisonous substance as an extermina- 
tor or insecticide unless the contain- 
er bears a label legibly and conspic- 
uously printed with the word “POI- 
SON" and the symbol of the skull and 
crossbones in red ink, followed with 
the words “CAUTION’—This exter- 
minator or insectieide contains (State 
name of the poison) a deadly poison, 
together with the antidote therefor 
and the name and address of the 
manufacturer or packer, and the 
words, “I'OISON” “CAUTION,” “AN- 
TIDOTE" in block type of a larger 
size than the other wording, viz; 


POISON 
SYMROL 
(SKULL & CROSSBONES) 


This exterminator or insecticide 
contains 


(Insert name of poison) 
A deadly poison 
ANTIDOTE—Siate briefly. 


Manufactured (or packed) by 
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2. Th? term “exterminator” or “in- 
Geeticide" as used herein shall mean 
and include any substance, not a fum- 
igant, under whatever naine known, 
used for the destruction or control of 
insects, vermin, rodents, or other 
pests. 


3. No person, persons, firm, part- 
nership or corporation shall sell, of- 
fer for sale or give away any fluoride 
to be used as an exterminator or in- 
secticide, unless said fluoride is dis- 
tinctly colored Nile Blue. No fluoride 
other than fluoride distinctly colored 
Nile Blue shall be used as an exterm- 
inator or insecticide by anyone other 
than persons engagec in the business 
of extermination. 


4. No person, persons, firm, part- 
nership or corporation shall prepare 
or manufacture, sell, offer for sale, 
give away, deal in, sapply or use, or 
have in his or her or its possession. 
with intent to sell, offer for sale, 
give away, deal in, supply, or use an 
exterminator or inseczcide which con- 
tains living bacterial organisms or 
any culture or preparation thereof. 


5. Any person, persons, firm, part- 
nership or corporaticn violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, 
"pon conviction thereof, be liable to 
a penalty of not more than twenty- 
five dollars ($25) or not more than 
ten days in jail, for each and every 
offense. 


6. All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provis- 
ions of this ordinance be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 


7T. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon final passage and 
publication according to law.

said ordinance will be further con- 
sidered for final passage, and that 
the City Clerk be and he is hereby di- 
rected to publish said ordinance and 
give public notice of its introduction 
and passage on first reading as pro- 
vided by law. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

The City Clerk presented An Or- 
dinance to amend an ordinance en- 
titled: "An Ordinance to amend Sec- 
tion 4, of an ordinance entitled ‘An 
Ordinanee regulating the sale and 
distribution of milk, cream and milk 
products. in the City of Newark, 
adopted July 1, 1931,” adopted Sep- 
tember 14, 1938, and stated that to- 
day was the time fixed for a further 
hearing, this being the adjourned date 
for same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mr. C. Wallace Vaii, 60 Park Place: 


Gentlemen, I am here today repre- 
senting the Milk Processors Associa- 
tion of Northern New Jersey, and we 
oppose the passage of this ordinance 
on the ground that it unfairly dis- 
criminates against the small dealer. 
As the thing is set up, the large deal- 
er can get a license and have as 
many wagons under that as he wants. 
The small dealer can get a license 
and because he is economically lim- 
ited to ne wagon he can’t put on any 
more, : 


Of course, the answer to that may 
be that he has the same right to ex- 
pand. ‘That is true. But, on the 
other hand, we all know as a practical 
matter that he cannot do that, and for 
that reason it is an unfair thing to 
limit these licenses in an arbitrary 
manner to 1,500. 


Commissioner Franklin: To what 
number ? 


Mr. Vail: One license for each 1,500 
of popuiation. I don’t know just ex- 
actly how many licenses that will be. 


Mayor Ellenstein: About 300 li- 
censes. 
Mr. Vail: I don’t know whether 


there are 300 now but I understand 
that there is approximately that num- 
ber, but whether or not there are any 
licenses that can be issued under this 
ordinance is of no moment because 
the limitation put on that number is 
an arbitrary one, und I respectfully 
bring th» Commission's attention to 
this case which was decieded by the 
Supreme Court, and that is Sheffield 
vs. Seaman, which you are probably 
familiar with. It had to do with the 
issue of licenses by the City of Perth 
Amboy, and the court there said that 
they could not arbitrarily refuse to 
issue a license if the peerson making 
‘application for one had complied with 
all the regulations, and the court said: 


“A reason for refusal to grant 
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a permit to sell milk within a city 
that it had enough milk dealers, 
and that the city had the situation 
*well in hand, is unreasonable, ar- 
bitrary, capricious and discrimina- 
tory, and unlawfully curtails the 
applicant’s common law right to en- 
gage in the business, notwithstand- 
ing full compliance with state and 
city requirements.” 


Now, this ordinance falls squarely 
within this decision, saying that it has 
enough milk dealers, and that could 
be the only reason for limiting the li- 
censes as prescribed by the ordin- 
ance. 


Now, without going into some of 
the other provisions of the ordinance, 
I think that that provision alone is 
sufficient to bring it within the Four- 
teenth Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion, which affords every person equal 
protection and the full right to en- 
gage in any business that is proper 
at common law, and conducted on an 
equal basis with everybody else. 


I would like the Commission to 
consider whether or not this ordin- 
ance can possibly be upheld if it is 
passed, and I respectfully submit that 
this Seaman case is dispositive of the 
Constitutionality of the thing, and it 
should not be passed. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In view of that 
it might be well to refer the ordin- 
ance back to the Law Department. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Blank 
handled this ordinance. We have at- 
tempted, through the medium of an 
ordinance for the past four or five 
years, to regulate this licensing of 
retail dealers to a reasonable use. The 
thing that we really want to guard 
against :s an unreasonable use of the 
permit in the hands of the prospec- 
tive owner. As the situation stands 
now—and I don’t know whether you 
are talking against this or not— 


Mr. Vail: I couldn’t tell you that. 


Commissioner Franklin: But John 
Jones comes along and he asks for 
a permit. He has to have customers 
so he goes out, and you are the little 
independent dealer; you have three 
cr four hundred quarts of milk in 
your own little business, and through 
the friendship with this or that one 
he goes out and steals half or one- 
third of your customers, and the next 
fellow ccmes along and he will steal 
some more of your customers so it 
gets to the point where no one is do- 
ing any volume of business go as to 
give him an income to properly sus- 
tain himself, and then he begins to 
get into violation, and if he cannot 
run his route because he has not suffi- 
cient volume of business then he be- 
gins to create violations, whica is 
cuite the normal and human thin; to 
Go, and it has been a process that we 
have gone through in adopting these 
various ordinances and trying to regu- 
late it so that under some rule of 
law we are able to fix the number 
of persons who have licenses, and 
that is the reason for attempting now 
to limit it according to the popu- 
lation, because if we have three 
hundred, and that three hundred is 
the number that normally can supply 
the City of Newark, why have six 
hundred, when six hundred will only 
ruin the business, from an economic 
standpoint, and create violation from 
a health standpoint. 


Now, Mr. Blank, from the stand- 
point of the constitutionality of this 
ordinance, I think probably can say 
something about it. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Blank: This matter before the Com- 
mission today is merely an amend- 
ment to the existing ordinance. As to 
whether or not the existing Ordinance 
is constitutional is a question for the 
court to decide, and that is a question 
that has been brought up several 
times before the Supreme Court and 
several times the Supreme Court has 
decided that issue ir respect to mat- 


ters pertaining to the City of New- 
ark. 


This amendment merely limits the 
number of licenses to one for every 
1,500 population. 


As to whether or not the City hag 
a right to do that is to be construed 
not merely alone but in the light of 
the general subject matter. Of course, 
I am familiar with the Sheffield casa 
and the Saeffield case does touch the 
subject, but Mr. Vail’s statement is 
in connection witih the constitutional- 
ity of the entire ordinance. If this 
amendment were to fail the ordinance 
would still be in existence and the 
Board of Health would still operat2 
it, and the only way to test the con- 
stitutionality is to take the matter 
to the court, but the matter before 
the Commission today is one of 
amendment. If this amendment is to 
be defeated the ordinance is stil] in 
existence, and if there is any defect 
there is nothing that can be done at 
the present time. Tf there is any de- 
fect in the constitutionality it is a 
matter of the entire ordinance, and 
the Commission can revoke the entire 
ordinance, but the amendment has 
nothing to do with the constitutional- 
ity, and the Sheffield case has not 
touched the number of licenses except 
as to arbitrarily turning down the 
number of applicants. The court felt 
that there should be some step, some 
method so that the distribution of 
lieenses could be regulated, so I say 
this, if this amendment were to be 
defeated the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the entire ordinance 
would not be solved by defeating this 
ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is the 1500 fig- 
ure fixed in the present ordinance? 


Mr. Blank: I don’t believe there is 
any limitation in the existing ordin- 
nance. The existing ordinance may 
be an urconstitutional one. 


Commissioner Franklin: The exist- 


ing ordinance does not fix the num- 
ber? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are object- 
ing to this feature? 


Mr. Vail: I am objecting to that 
feature, and then, there are some 
other features here, and that is, a 
person to whom a license has been is- 
sued, if he does not like Bill Smith 
from whom he buys the milk, he can’t 
buy from anyone else under this ordi- 
nance, unless he first get written per- 
mission from thig Commission. Now 
that is another capricious regulation. 


Commissioner Murphy: Under the 
new amendment ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: He says that a 
person who buys from a certain 
source cannot change the source with- 
out getting the consent of this Com- 
ission. Did I understand you to 
say that? 


Mr. Vail: That is my understanding 
of the ordinance. 


Mr. Blank: That is not true. That 
is not the subject’ matter of the 
amendment. 


Mr. Vail: I have the ordinance here. 
It is a very fine print. It may be a 
little difficult for me to find it but 
I think I can find it. It is Sub-divis- 
ion 3, Section 8, I believe. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What objection 
is there to Mr. Vail meeting with you 
and having him go over the cases 
with you and see if you cannot come 
to some common ground on some of 
the features that are objectionable? 


Mr. Vail: I will be very pleased to 
do it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is no hur- 
ry about this ordinance. It can wait 
another week, and I think you can go 
down and show Mr. Blank all of your 
legal authority on the various points. 
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If it is m the ordinance I agree with 
you that is a capricious regulation. 


Mr. Blank: That is not the subject 
matter of the amendment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is that in the 
original ordinance? If it is in the 
original ordinance it ought to be tak- 
en out. 


Mr. Vail: Mr. Mayor, it may not 
be the subject of this case but it is 
in here. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose you 
take it up with Mr. Blank during the 
course of the week and in the mean- 
time a motion to defer consideration 
of the ordinance for one week will 
be in order. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move 
that action on this ordinance be de- 
ferred for one week.

Mayor Ellenstein. You didn't think 
that was a kicking around when you 
bring in a resolution to reduce the 
assessment by $500,000, tax dollars, 
and I refased to go along on that. Is 
that kieking you around or is that 
serving the interest of the City of 
Newark? 


Commissioner Murphy: Did I men- 
tion the telephone situation? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, you 
did. You call that kieking around, 
You are willing to go along with this 
$110,000 reduction. I am not kicking 
you around when I refuse to vote for 
it. That is not kicking you around, 
is it? 


So far as the other is concerned, 
I know and you know of the offer 
that we have had, approved by the 
engineer, to obtain the building for 
$25,000, that we have to have ‘the 
building if we are going to use tha 
Administration Building; that the 
courts have decided that they could 
have a lease for ten years which will 
prevent us from using the Adminis- 
tration Building and prevent us from 
renting it and prevent the transport 
companies from going in there as one 
central station. The Standard Oil 
Company says either they want a ten 
year lease or $25,000 from the City. 


Commissioner Murphy: Have they 
Said that? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: Where is 


it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am telling you 
it. Won’t you accept my word for it. 
Í am making it as a public record. 
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Commissioner Murphy: Don’t you 
think that we are entitled to an op- 
portunity for you to present all these 
things to this Commission, to the 


‘members of this Commission, because 


as you said two days ago during ail 
these budget hearings and everything 
else, that we are supposed to go 
down. Are we supposed to go down 
and break our necks to satisfy what 
you have in mind? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Nobody told you 
to break your neck. You told me 
when we met on Monday morning thas 
you would go down by tomorrow, 
which was Tuesday, yesterday. 


Commissioner Murphy; Wait a min- 
ute. You nevar heard anything like 
that at all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Will you let m 
talk. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am going 
to correct that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You said on Mon- 
day ‘morning, in the presence of many 
people, that you are going to look it 
over and you said that you didn't 
have an opportunity the next day. 
You told us that. I am not quarelling 
with you. 


Commissioner Murphy: Because Í 
didn't get out of here until eight 
o'clock last night. 


Mayor Ellenstin; An opportunity 
has been given you and I don't ask 
you or anybody else to break their 
recks to go down there. It only 
takes five minutes lo go down to the 
Airport and only five minutes to look 
at it. 


‘Corporation Counsel O'Brien: Put- 
ting it in the budget does not con- 
stitute anything. 


Commissioner Murphy: Why all the 
argument for wanting to put it in 
there if you can get it in in another 
way. Everything is calculated. You 


don't have to do this work. It is al 


right for you people. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You look at the 
budget figures that have been crossed 
off in pencil and then you say it will 
only take half a minute. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am not 
£oing to be beaten into it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You mean that 
you want to be obstinate? 


Commissioner Murphy: I am not 
going to allow you to club rne into it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why do you say 
that? I came in Monday with recom- 
mendations and asked you and Direc- 


‘tor Byrne and Director Franklin to 


look at the building to see if it is in 
the way of using the Administration 
Building. I told you to do that on 
Monday. ` 


Commissioner Murphy: When did 
you want me to do that? To look 
at it at midnight? 


Mayor Elienstein: You could go 
down the next morning to look at it. 
You had two days to go down there, 
and that is not clubbing you into it. 
You promised to go down and look 
at it. 


Commissioner Murphy: And I will 
gladly. ‘The item can be included in 
the budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We will now go 
into the selection of candidates to fill 
the vacancy on the City Commission. 


Commissioner Murphy: As a mat- 
ter of record, Mr. Stenographer, hava 
you got the vote? 


The Stenographer: No. 


Commissioner Murphy: A record of 
the vote should be made and the bud- 
get has to be presented to Mr. Darby, 
end up to the present time the City 
Clerk has one signature, Finance Di- 
sector Murphy. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think Director 
Franklin voted for it. I will be re- 
corded as not voting for it. In the 
meantime we are submitting a modi- 
fied budget and we will call a meet- 
ing for tomorrow. 

Commissioner Franklin: Call a 
meeting for tomorrow what? 


Mayor Ellenstein: For approval of 
the budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: You won't 
have me here tomorrow. You can 
tell the world that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is your 
business. I am not going to be a wet 
nurse to you. 


Commissioner Murphy: I won't be 
any to you, either. I am at the de- 
mand of you and the rest of the Com- 
missioners practically every day in 
the week in the department around 
here that has been handling a mess 
in taxes. 


Commissioner Byrre; I vote no. 


Commissioner Murphy: Because I£ 
have guts enough to go in and try to 
clean up a situation you get a booting 
around, just from political angles, po- 
litical reasons. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If I were to be- 
gin to suggest to you what to do in 
the Tax Department it would amaze 
you. 


Commissioner Murphy: You had . 
lot of opportunities before I was here 
to suggest, and you did nothing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are say- 
ing about all these things that you 
would do and all that does not help 
the situation. If you had started the 
foreclosures as I practical coaxed 
you to do at the beginning of last 
year you would have had a seventy- 
fve or one hundred point reduction. 
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Commissioner Murphy: That is true, 
if you people had kept your hands off 
me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You knew that 
man owed taxes on the General Leath- 
er Building for the last ten years. 
Why didn't you tie him up? 


Commissioner Murphy: That has 
been here nine years. You have been 
here before me. Why didn't you do 
something before me? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want me 
to go down and run the Revenue De- 
partment ? 


Commissioner Murphy: I have been 
pushing it before the Commission. 
That is more than you did. You had 
control of the Tax Board. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This man owed 
$100,000 in taxes three years ago. 
Why didn't you go after him to see 
that he paid it? ` 


Commissioner Murphy: In fact, I 
didn't have the Tax Board for pretty 
near a year. You still controlled it 
after I got it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And after you 
got it the first thing you did was to 
reduce the Telephone Company $500,- 
000. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is a 
question. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is a ques- 
tion? I bave the proof and you can't 
deny it. 


Commissioner Murphy: You go int» 
the facts of it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: After the Su- 
preme Court said tbat they were to 
pay it you and Mr. Puder arranged to 
have a resolution brought up which 
you would deprive ihe taxpayers of 
$500,000 tax dollars, not in assess- 
ments; you can't deny that. 


Commissioner Murphy: I do deny 
it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t deny it. 


Commissioner Murphy: Don’t deny 
anything. 


Mayor Ellenstein; I can prove it to 
you. I will get the folder now. Do 
you want me to do it? 


Commissioner Murphy: Don’t waste 
your time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, that 
is right, you don't want me to waste 
my time. I will show you everything 
that was said at the Tax Board and 
show you that the Supreme Court de- 
cided that they should pay the as- 
sessment and stil you introduced a 
resolution that would reduce that by 
$500,000. 


That is a fact, that is the first 
thing you did and inaugurated after 
having ihe Tax Board under your su- 
pervisioz. 


Commissioner Murphy: This is not 
so. I adopted a policy of an open door 
to very taxpayer in the City of New- 
ark. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Having an open 
door is ene thing and reducing the 
telephone company assessment by 
$500,000 is another. Do you deny that 
the Supreme Court decided that they 
should pay that $500,000. Do you deny 
that? 


Commissioner Murphy: That it de- 
cided what? 


Mayor Ellenstein; That the County 
Board of Taxation, the State Board 
of Taxation and the Supreme Court 
decided that it was a proper assess- 
ment. Do you deny that? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes, that 
it was a proper assessment. They said 
the assessed valuation was correct. 
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Mayor Ellenstein; That is right. 
and that amounted to over $500,000. 
Is that so? Still you introduced a 
resolution here advocating reducing it 
by $500,000. That buys a lot of loaves 
of bread for people who are on re- 
lief. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
more political stuff. You go into the 
books and see how it has been re- 
duced, how the department under your 
supervision reduced from $25,000,000 
to $17,000,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Justifying what? 


Commissioner Murphy: Justifying 
reductions by the Tax Board before 
I even had anything to do with it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Did I have 
charge of the Tax Board? 


Commissioner Murphy: You had 
:harge of this Commission when they 
came in. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I had no more 
charge ef the Tax Board than Direc- 
tor Byrne. You had a candidate on 
there and I did and— 

Commissioner I didn’t 
have any. 


Murphy: 


Mayor Ellenstein; We agreed that 
the Tax Board was to be free from 
the influence of any one Commission- 
er and then everybody would get a 
fair break, instead of it being domi- 
nated by one man. 


Commissioner Murphy: 
not dominated by me. 


They ara 


Mayor Ellenstein: Except that you 
and your deputy went in before the 
Tax Board and urged them to cut it 
down $500,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: I took the 
recommendation of the counsel that 
you paid $25,000 to, to represent the 
City, and I took his recommendation 


with the recommendations of the Law 
Department. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: You didn't take 
his recommendation, I will show you 
the letters he sent you. 


‘Commissioner Murphy: You don’t 
have to show me. I know all about 
it. It is in the file. You are only 
hashing this thing over as the regu- 
lar confusion stuff you always pull. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You started with 
the statement that I am kicking you 
around. I am not kicking you around 
or anybody else around. You call it 
kieking around because I won't go 
along on things that you think I 
ought to. I won't go along on a re- 
duction of $500,000 for the telephone 
company; I won't go along on the re- 
duction of $110,000 on the Genera! 
Leather place, this man who came in. 
You could have collected his taxes. 
You have been here three years. J 
won't go along on the reduction of 
the Newark News, $400,000. That is 
in your department. If I had charge 
of that department like you have the 
Newark News would not get a $400,- 
000 reduction. I suppose I will get 
an editorial for this. It does not con- 
cern me a bit whether or not the New- 
ark News is against me from now un- 
til my lest day. The Newark News 
got a $400,000 reduction, 33 1-3 per 
cent. off their personel taxes, and 
there has never been a taxpayer who 
can go before the Tax Board unless 
they filed an affidavit and made a 
return, ‘hat could even get a ten per 
cent. reduction, but the Newark News 
got a 38 Lä per cent reduction by 
just merely writing a letter, and the 
letter said that because they have 
such a large paper that the market 
for their machinery and printing 
presses is limited. 


According to that nction if a man 
owned machines that made a patent- 
ed article, that would have no value 
on the market for junk, so he would 
not be taxed on it, but shat is not the 
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law. The law is that the ratables 
should nave the market value of a 
willing seller and a willing buyer. 


You would go in before the Tax 
Board right now and say, “Gent_e- 
men, you reduced the Newark News 
$400,000 and if the.Newark News 
wants a reduction they should have 
filed an affidavit and return before 
the County Tax Board like every 
every other taxpayer," but, you see, 
i get editorials and you don't. 


That is a fact, and you can’t deny 
it. 


Commissioner Murphy: I do deny 
it. That is not a fact. Don’t con- 
fuse things again. That is not a fact. 
When yeu said that every taxpayer 
has to come in and make an affidavit 
that is not so. Hundreds of taxpay- 
ers in the City of Newark come down, 
not even with a letter; they come 
down themselves, whether they get a 
letter or not and that is our open door 
policy as far as I am concerned and 
it will continue, and nobody has te 
make an affidavit if there is a ques- 
tion in their minds about the assess- 
ment on their property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What you are 
trying to tell me now is that you can 
make a $400,000 reduction merely by 
appearing and without making an 
affidavit? 


Commissicner Murphy: Any tax- 
payer can come in— 


Mayor Elenstein: And get a $400,- 
000 reduction? 


Commissioner Murphy: 
come in. 


They, can 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let us not be too 
general. Let us be specific. I: am 
asking you if you know of any tax- 
payer that can get a $100,000 reduc- 
tion or a $50,000. reduction without 
making any return or without appear- 
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ing. The Newark News is fearful of 
appearing because, to my mind, what 
I have iearned, they will stand a $2,- 
000,000 assessment, and they cannot 
go before the County Board and put 
any of their executives under oath and 
therefore they did not appeal. I 
don't think the Newark News is so 
soft as to pay $20,000 for nothing. 
That is what a $400,000 reduction 
amounts to, $20,000 a year, if they 
are goirg to benefit one person, be- 
cause it might benefit you or benefit 
your position, as against the other 
taxpayer. I say it is unfair. 


Commissioner Murphy: I say it is 
unfair if that is being done, but to 
the best of my knowledge and ability 
it is not being done, and even your 
own man voted for the reduction oa 
the Board, with the others. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is not true. 
Commissioner Murphy: To my 
knowledge it is. 


Mayor Ellenstein: My man, whose 
soul may rest in peace, wasn't there 
at that meeting. He wasn’t there at 
that meeting and it was put over at 
the meeting when he wasn’t there. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t mind 
telling you that as far as my knowl- 
edge is concerned there was nothing 
put over. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Newark 
News for three years paid $1,200,000 
on their persona] property tax and 
ihey did not appeal, and they did not 
appeal until they were able to get a 
reduction of $400,000. Show me any 
taxpayer who ever got a reduction of 
$400,000 without appealing. 


I say again, if you are a good col- 
leetor or tax man you ought to go 
down to the Tax Board and say, 
*Here, gentlemen, you put that as- 
sessment down $400,000. If the New- 
ark News feels it is too high they can 
appeal” ` I 


Commissioner Murphy: I dont 
mind telling you that the taxpayers : 
of the City of Newark, in order to- 
establish the values at somewhat near - 
present day values, are getting a re> 
duction of practically $90,000,000. 
Isn’t that a fact? 


Mayor Ellenstein: What has (hat: 
got to do with it? 


Commissioner Murphy: It Las got æ- 
lot to do with it. We are trying te 
establish fair values. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are trying 
to confuse the issues. 

Commissioner Murphy: And you 
are trying to harp on what you want. 
Maybe you want to run it.. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Maybe sometime- 
I will. I only look at the things that 
have come to my attention, 


Commissioner Murphy: I am going 
to run my department and you can. 
run something else. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I have learned "` 
things at long range. I have learned 
that special interests come down and 
get favors. ` 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t be- 
lieve it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is the tele- . 
phone company and there is the New- - 
ark News. What more proof do you~ 
want? 


I can understand how an industry 
should be given a break, but the tele- 
phone company is à monopoly and if 
they don't make enough money they- 
go to the Public Utilities Commissiorr. 
and their rates are increased. They 
don't have to discharge any em- . 
ployees. It means that the stock- 
holders will get a little less money on - 
their investment. í am not so mech 
interested in a man who can afford ` 
to hold stock in the telephone com- . 
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any. I am interested in the rank and 
file. I believe that you should treat 
all taxpayers alike. I believe if the 
-Newark News can get a $400,000 re- 
«iuction by merely writing a letter, 
‘then John Smith or Jim Jones can do 
the same thing, but should Joha 
Smith or Jim Jones write a letter he 
wouldn’t get two cents reduction. 


Commissioner Mur shy: I don't mind 
telling you that you can go as far as 
you like, and, as I said before, you 
have the Prosecutor to go to if you 
€on't think I am doing a job on the— 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am not the 
Prosecutor. 


Commissioner Murphy: And I can 
stand up there and stand up before 
‘you as I do with the rest of the peo- 
ple. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is not my 
function or desire to do that. Don't 
tell me that I am kicking you around 
because I don't vote in accord with 
your views. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am not 
£oing to stand for you kicking me 
around. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am not kick- 
ing you around. 


Commissioner Murphy: If you don't 
vote that is all right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will call a 
meeting for tomorrow and present an 
.amended budget, including $25,000 
.for the Airport. 


Commissioner Franklin: Are you 
‘going to be there, Director Murphy? 


Commissioner Murohy: Not me. 


Commissioner Franklin: I have got 
to be away for a few days and that 
is why I waited for this thing to 
come up. If I don't get away I may 
rot be able to be at z, budget meeting 


40 


or the next meeting. If my signa- 
ture goes on there and Director Mur- 
phy will be here, it is O. K. with 
me. 


Commissioner Murphy: I will tell 
you right now that I would not vote 
for the emended budget even if I 
were here tomorrow. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You  qbject to 
putting the $25,000 on the budget? 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
right. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Even on the 
adoption? 


‘Commissioner Murphy: No. When 
the adoption comes up that is a dif- 
ferent angle but we are not now on 
the adoption. That is a different 
angle and I think that you ought to 
be fair enough about it. We stil! 
have time between now and the adop- 
tion to include this. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the ob- 
jection? Why not Le a little reason- 
able? 


Commissioner Murphy: Why 
should 1 give in to the Law Depart- 
ment? 


Mayor Ellenstein: If it is a question 
of giving in, all right, I will sign it 
on that basis. 


Commissioner Murphy: You are 
always the guy that is being a mar- 
tyr. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am trying to 
save time and money in order to avoid 
unnecessary expense, and if you 
think it is obstinacy on my part— 


Commissioner Murphy: It has been. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It cannot be, 


when I an. signing at. 


Commissioner Murphy: Not now. 


q 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then you are 
more obstinate than I am and you 
will havc to admit that. 


Commissioner Murphy: Right; so 
you will let me alone now. 


Mayor Ellenstein: At least for the 
present you are more obstinate than 
J am. Don’t think that I am vindic- 
tive and that I hold anything against 
you. 


If there is no objection, we will re- 
fer back to resolutions.

Mayor Ellenstein: All in favor of 
the resolution as read by the Clerk 
will sigaify by saying aye, contrary 
no, and the Clerk will call the roll. 


On roll call; Commissioner Byrne 
voted no; Commissioners Franklin, 
Murphy and Mayor Ellenstein voted 
aye. 
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Commissioner Murphy: Director 
Byrne voted no. Is that predicated 
on the fact that yon may change the 
budget? 


Commissioner Byrne: No, all 
way through. 
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Mr. Herman W. Brams, 1060 Broad 
Street: Qn the resolution covering the 
adoption of the budget I understand 
from Commissioner Murphy, since I 
gave my name to the Clerk, that it 
is tentative and that many matters 
are going to be taken up with Com- 
missioner Darby, and the Newark 
Taxpayers Association would then 
have an opportunity to be heard. 


It occurred to me that it might be 
a good idea while Commissioner Mur- 
phy is in Trenton to look into the 
question of the soldiers’ bonus. Last 
year we included the sum of $174,000 
on the soldiers’ bonus. I understand 
from former Governor Hoffman that 
it may be possible that legislation 
may be introduced next Monday to 
void that item, and it might be a 
good idea for this Commission to ask 
the legis'ators from Essex County to 
have such a bill introduced, because 
the sinking fund has a sufficient fund 
to take care of that item. If we can 
save $170,000 in this year’s budget it 
: might be desirable for this Commis- 
Sion to take some action on it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The State Treas- 
urer, as I understand from the papers 
this morning, said that it could not 
be done. He is a member of the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission. 


Mr. B1ams: Yes, I heard about it, 
but there seems to be some question, 
and it might be a good idea to ask 
the county legislative group to spon- 
Sor a credit, anyway. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose you look 
into the suggestion made by Mr. 
Brams. The City contributes $170,- 
000 as soldiers’ bonus and former 
Governor Hoffman suggests a method 
that by borrowing from the Sinking 
Fund it avoids the necessity of the 
municipalities contributing, so Mr. 
Brams requests that we press the Es- 
sex delegation to sponsor that legis- 
lation. 


We wil now proceed with the pre- 
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sentation of candidates to fill the va+ 
cancy on the City Commission.

The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. The words “open air parking 
stations” as used and referred to in 
this ordinance shall be held to mean 
and are hereby described as meaning 
any open air plot of ground, lot or 
parsel of land within the City, on 
which is conducted the business of 
storing of motor vehicles; or where 


motor vehicles are exhibited for sale; 
or are stored, parked, kept or locat- 
ed; where the owner of such vehicle 
is charged a fee or other compensa- 
tion is obtained therefor, and shall 
include such places providing over- 
head or other shelters that are not 
completely enclosed. 


"Person" shal be construed to 
mean an individual, partnership, firm, 
association or corporation. 


2. No person shall manage, con- 
duet, operate or carry on the busi- 
ness of open air parking station as 
defined by this ordinance within the 
City of Newark without first having 
obtained a lieense therefor as herein- 
after provided. 


3. The application for such license 
shall be made under oath to the Di- 
rector of the Department of Parks 
and Public Property on forms sup- 
plied by him which application shall 
set forth the name under which such 
station is to be operated; whether the 
applicant is an individual, partnership 


'or corporation or otherwise; the name 


and business and residence address of 
such person or persons; if a corpora- 
tion, the full corporate name, the date 
and place where incorporated, the 
amount of capital stock issued and 
the names and business and residence 
addresses of the officers thereof and 
the number of shares of stock held 
by each and the name and place of 
registered agent’s office; whether the 


premises are owned or leased by the 
applicant, and if leased, the name and 
address of the owner; the number of 
motor vehicles which may at any one 
time be stored upon the premises; the 
location, size and dimensions of said 
station; the hours during which said 
motor vehicles may be stored and the 
hours during which attendants will be 
upon the premises; a complete sched- 
ule of the rates to be charged; and 
such other information as may be 
necessary or advisable to carry into 
effect thc provisions of this ordin- 
ance. 


4. The annual lieense fee shall be 
determined by multiplying the num- 
ber of square feet of said premises 
by one (ic) cent. The license shail 
be for a period of one (1) year, com- 
mencing January 1, and ending De- 
cember 21. If at the time of appli- 
cation for a license less than six (6) 
months of the current calendar year 
have expired the applicant shall, 
nevertheless, be required to pay 
the full fee for the full year; if, how- 
ever, six months or more have expic- 
ed then the applicant shall be re- 
quired to pay one-half of the annual 
fee. Where an open air parking sta- 
tion is to be used exclusively by the 
patrons of a business that is season- 
al in its nature, such as in connec- 
tion with amusement centers or ath- 
letic parks, the Director of the De- 


partment of Parks and Public Proper- 
ty may, in his diseretion, where he is 
satisfied of such facts, issue a season 
license in lieu of the annual license 
which shall run only for the months 
for which such use is contemplated, 
which shall be in no event less than 
two months nor more than six 
months. Fee to be paid for such sea- 
sonal license shall be determined by 
multiplying the number of months for 
which said license is to issue by one- 
tenth of the annual license fee for 
operating said station. 


5. The license provided for herein 
shall at any and all times be subject 
to revocation by the Director of the 
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Department of Parks and Public 
Property upon hearing to be held 
upon five days’ written notice to the 
licensee, which license may be re- 
voked by reason of the licensee hav- 
ing made any false or materially in- 
correct statement on the application; 
if the licensee violates or permits the 
violation of any of the terms or pro- 
visions of this ordinance; or, if upon 
complaint or proof of the Board of 
Adjustment of the City of Newark 
said station is being operated con- 
trary to the terms and conditions of 
any permit or the terms of any such 
permit issued by the Board of Ad- 
justment. 


No license shall be issued to any 
person whose license hag been revoked 
within two years of the date of any 
application, nor shall any permit be 
issued to any firm, partnership, as- 
sociation or corporation, any of whose 
members or officers have had his, 
their or its leense revoked within 
two years of the date of any applica- 
tion, 


6. At every station operated under 
this ordinance the licensee shall main- 
tain, subject to the approval of the 
Director of the Department of Parks 
and Public Property and subject to 
the following provisions, a suitable 
sign or signs, sufficient to readily ap- 
prise persons traveling along the 
Street or coming upon the premises of 
the rates charged: 


a. The maintenance of such sign or 
signs shall be mandatory and no oth- 
er sign or signs may be displayed 
without the approval of the Director 
of the Department of Parks and Pub- 
lic Property. 


b. Upon obtaining such consent of 
the Director, said Director shall is- 
sue a sign tag, which tag must be at 
all times permanently affixed to said 
sign or signs and displayed with it, 
and the licensee shall pay for each 
tag so issued 25c per year; 


c. Said signs shall contain no other 


information except the nates, includ- 
ing time and prices, except that they 
may contain, subject to the approval 
of the Director, other information 
when special rates are displayed for 
parking privileges extended especial- 
ly for the benefit of business con- 
cerns, 


d. Said signs shall contain no ab- 
breviaticn except ap standardized and 
with the approval of the Director. 


e. Said signs shall be not less than 
12 feet square, nor more than 100 
feet square. 


f. Where more than one nate is 
charged the figures for each rate 
shall be of the same size, style and 
color. 


g. Where periods of time are dis- 
played they shall be of the same size 
style and color. 


h. No lettering shall be less than 4 
inches high and the jettering or rates 
or prices shall in no event be more 
than twice the size of the lettering 
of the periods of time for which such 
charge is made. 


i Where the rates charged for day 
parking differ from the rates charged 
for night parking, the change of rates 
shall go into effect at 6 P. M. 


j No licensee shall make any 
change for storing any motor vehiele 
in excess of that set forth in the ap- 
plication, and as displayed on the 
sign or signs upon said station until 
he has first notified the Director >f 
the Department of Parks and Public 
Property, in writing, that such a 
change is proposed, and said licensee 
shall not make saic change until one 
week after receiving notice, in writ- 
ing, of such approval. 


7. This ordinance is enacted for the 
purpose of raising revenue and for 
the regulation and control of open air 
parking stations. 
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8. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, up- 
on conviction thereof, pay a fine not 
to exceed the sum of $100 for the first 
offense, together with an additional 
penalty of not more than $25 for each 
day such station shall be maintained 
in violation of this ordinance; and in 
default of the payment of such fine 
may be imprisoned jn the county jail 
for a time not to exceed 30 days. Any 
corporation or limited partnership vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall upon conviction there- 
of, pay a fine not to exceed $100 for 
the first offense, together with an ad- 
ditional penalty of not more than 
$25 for each day such station shali 
be maintained in violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, which sum 
or sums may be recovered in an ac- 
tion of Cebt. 


9. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not be construed so as to im-

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, -N. JL, was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 10 A. M, 
Standard Time.

Mayor Ellenstein: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Cominissioner Franklin: I move we

The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, we are 
ready for the hearing on the Budget. 

Mayor Ellenstein: The first order 
of business will be the public hear- 
ing on the Budget. I suppose the 
City Clerk has a list of those who 
desire to be heard. 


The City Clerk; The first two on 
the list are Ethel M. Riley, of 41 
Mapes Avenue, and Mr. Harry Stern 
of 18 Nairn Place, who wish to ap- 
pear together. 


Commissioner Murphy: I would 
like to make a few statements in ref- 
erence io our ratable reduction pro- 
gram, due to the fact that some tax- 
payers may be misinformed and due 
to the fact that there has been some 
criticism by the press on this whole 
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matter. It will take only a few min- 
utes and I think that it may clarify 
some questions that might be brought 
up. 


In anticipating a rise in our tax 
rate in conjunction with our Budget 
handling, I made the statement that, 
in additicn to other reasons, our de- 
partmental budgets must be not only 
kept down but reduced because of a 
reduction in ratables occasioned by 
our revaluation program, which re- 
ductions I approximated in the 
amount of $90,000,900. 


I used the estimate of $90,000,000 
in reliance on information given me 
by our revaluation project director, 
Charles F. Evang, several months ago. 
I was not informed at that time of 
the method used in arriving at this 
estimate. 


When it became necessary to close 
the assessment books by March 9th 
of this year by order of the County 
Tax Board, and complete totals were 
then computed, it was found that the 
reductions amounted to $50,331,825. 


I appreciate the confusion that 
such a difference of approximately 
$40,000,000 might create, when a 
higher figure is first approximated 
end on final determination it is found 
to be much less. But surely such a 
happening, resulting in a lower tax 
rate than expected, could only be 
termed a very pleasant error. 


But, an error did not occur, and I 
desire that its happening be under- 
Stood. 


Before explaining the error, how- 
ever, I do want to refute certain ac- 
cusations that have been made. State- 
ments have appeared in the daily 


press that the drop from $90,000,000 
to $50,000,000 looked like an over- 
night cnange made for one of two 
purposes, either to seduce the budget 
or to help hold down the net debt rate 
of the City. Neither of these are the 
fact. The compilation of the City’s 
ratables has been a long and arduous 
task and consists of many thousands 
of individual items. The listing of 
these items takes many days, and it 
ig only after the listings are complet- 
ed that the totals can be made known. 
On the very face of it, it is absurd 
to think that an overnight change 
could be made in arriving at a total 
which takes months of preparation to 
arrive at . Any such change would 
have taken an almost equally long 
time to prepare. 


The employees of the tax revalua- 
tion division had been working for 
many months. No whim or desire of 
mine to suddenly change the total 
could have produced a difference over- 
night, inasmuch as the completed tax 
rolls showing the valuation of each 
property in the City had to be in the 
bands of the County Tax Board by 
March 9th. I, therefore, most em- 
phatically deny that any change from 
$90,000,000 to $50,000,000 was made 
by me or anyone else, to satisfy the 
desires of any one person or persons. 


I requested Mr. Evans, who was in 
charge of the revaluation project, for 
an explanation. He was frank enough 
to advise me that the greatest part 
of the $40,000,000 difference was due 
to his inability to make a more ac- 
curate estimate from the data he had 
available at the time the particular 
estimate was made. He advised that 
kis original estimate was based upon 
expected reduction of approximately 
20 per cent. in the total land values, 
which would have a»proximated $50.- 
600,000. At that time, only a part of 
the City had been covered by the land 
revaluation survey, and the areas con- 
sidered comprised mainly residential 
and secondary commercial districts. 
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Inasmuch ag it would be impossible 
tc complete the revaluation of both 
land and buildings for the 1940 tax 
roll, it was felt that an equalization 
of building assessments should be 
made in fairness to property owners 
in those instances where comparable 
properties had been reduced either by 
City, County or State Tax Board ap- 
peals. After considering all these 
facts, Mr. Evans further advises he 
arrived at a final estimate of the to- 
tal reduction for 1940 of $90,000,000. 


He further advises that he now re- 
alizes he should have kept me better 
informed as to the changes that were 
taking place, but that due to the tre- 
mendous amount of work necessary to 
have the tax rolis ready for the Coun- 
ty Tax Board by March 9th, it was 
necessary for all of the regular em- 
ployees of the Tax Revaluation Divis- 
ion to work at top speed and that, in 
addition to their regular hours, they 
worked four hours overtime daily 
from December 15th to March 9th. 
Toward the end of that period, they 
worked all day Saturdays, Sundays 
and Holidays as well. 


The last tax books to be completed 
were those that included the down- 
town commercial properties, and the 
totals for these books were not ob- 
tainable until midnight, Friday, 
March 8th. It was these books that 
controlled the total loss most. Mr. 
Evans states that he had delayed the 
preparation of these particular books 
so that he could compile all additional 
rental, lease and sales data that would 
be available to be used in his anal. 
yses for the establishment of 2 new 
land value unit. 


Beeause of the great pressure of 
work, he had not made any re-com- 
putation of the changes that were be- 
ing made in the valuations. He never 
advised me that the percentage of 
change he had originally anticipated 
was different in total than his orig- 
inal estimate. It was not until the 


final computation therefore, that the 
net reduction of $59,000,000 was made 
known. 


I am presenting the complete cir- 
cumstances under which the reduct- 
ions and ratables were determined 
and submitted. While I do not pro- 
pose to dodge any responsibility, I ain 
presenting these facts in man-to-man 
fashion so that my problems can be 
closely understood. 


T am convinced that our taxpayers 
will appreciate my efforts in attempt- 
ing to prepare a sound basis for tax- 
ation in cur city, and be fair-minded 
enough to recognize my sincerity ia 
making this effort. 


For many years our methods of as- 
sessment had been permitted to go on 
in a hit or miss fashion, so that when 
I took office there was no semblance 
of a systematic approach to the prob- 
lem. In fact, four years before I took 
office a tax revaluation bureau was 
established, ostensibly to do this work 
but in those four years, not a single 
Step was taken in this direction. 


When I took office I was deprived 
of the supervision of the Tax Board 
until after the start of 1988. During 
that year I soon discovered the con- 
&ition of absolute chaos which existe ] 
in our methods of assessment. I 
found that as many as 20,000 tax ap- 
reals were being filed in a single 
year. A revaluation was a necessity, 
to put our house in order, and to in- 
stall a system of fairness and equity 
to our taxpayers. This necessity 
was apparent not only to me, but to 
the County and State Tax Boards, 
which urged the need of a revaluation 
because of the great mass of tax ap- 
peals. 1 instituted this program 
knowing full well that errorə would 
occur, and criticisms would be direct- 
ed at me. I feel, however, that on 
the whole, the work has been well and 
efficiently done, that a mistaken esti- 
mate, which was not re-checked be- 
cause of the great mass of work 
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which had to be done, does not detract 
from the fact that greater equality 
and fairness now exist in our taxing 
system, and that our taxpayers will 
recognize my sincere effort to be of 
assistance to them. 


Mr. Mayor, I would like to say the 
reason that I want to get this state- 
ment out is on account of the criti- 
cism and the wrong impression being 
created in the minds of people on ac- 
count of that change. I have Mr, 
Evans here today, and if there is any- 
body wno desires to ask any questions 
that is the purpose of my having him 
here, and the City Assessors and all 
our own employees who were under 
his supervision operated this whole 
program and he is able and willing 
and ready to answer any questions in 
more detail than has already been 
given.

Commissioner Murphy: Mr. Mayor, 
I think it is no more than. fair to 
bring this to the attention of the 
Commission, You may hear probably 
some adverse criticism on the bud- 
get. At the budget conference that 
was held yesterday with Mr. Darby, 
there were certain items that were 
discussed such as the one here today, 
the item of the credit with the Coun- 
ty in reference to our gross receipty 
and franchise taxes, and in reference 
to the relief item that was partly dis- 
cussed today. 


When the budget comes back you 


will find that there is a list of dis- 
"lowables, as they call it, and it will 
be necessary for this Commission to 
take that up with the Local Govern 
ment Board and discuss these matters 
as to where we think the City of New- 
ark is not being treated fairly. 


I mention this because the budget 
will come back and what he terms 
“disapproved” probably within the 
next day or so, and we will then hav2 
to prepare what is called an amended 
budget. ` 


I bring that up because I don’t want 
anybody to be scared when they hear 
of the budget being disapproved. 
There are just the certain items that 
were questionable before we even en- 
tered them in the budget at that time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I would suggest 
that as soon as you receive word from 
Mr. Darby that you communicate with 
me.

it is necessary to finance said pur- 
pose by the issuance of obligations oti 
Said City, pursuant to the Local Bond

“An Ordinance to amend Section 4, of 
an ordinance entitled ‘An Ordinance 
regulating the sale and distribution of 
milk, cream and milk products, in the 
City of Newark,’ adopted July 1, 
1931,” adopted September 14, 1938, 
and stated the ordinance had been in- 
troduced on information March 20th 
and the time for a hearing fixed for 
today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This ordinance 
was introduced for information. Is 
there any person who desires to be 
heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. C. Wallace Vail, 60 Park Place, 
Newark: I understand that there are 
some people here who want to be 
heard in favor of the ordinance and 
perhaps the more orderly procedure 
would be to hear them first. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Our procedure 
has been to hear those opposed to it. 
That has been the procedure. 


Mr. Vail; Very well, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You will have an 
opportunity, you know, in rebuttal, to 
add to anything you might have said, 
so that you will not be at, any disad- 
vantage. 


Mr. Vail: I appear today on behalf 


of the Milk Processors’ Association 
of Northern New Jersey. There are 
about eishteen or twenty members, 
and it represents, perhaps, the great- 
est number of processors in the north- 
ern part of New Jersey. Also for the 
New Jersey Cream Line Association, 
with perhaps about forty members in 
that, and also for the New Jersey Of- 
ficial Grade A Milk Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. That has a membership of about 
"b dealer members and over 300 pro- 
cucer members. 


Also for the New Jersey Cattle 
Club. That is not the State of New 
Jersey; that is the Jcrsey Cattle Club, 
and the Holstein Cattle Club. 


Mr. George Bailey, who appeared 
here two weeks ago, represents the 
North Jersey Milk Council. He ask- 
ed me to state to the Commission 
that his views upon this ordinance 
were the same as the views that J 
represent. He was engaged else- 
where and could not appear here. 


We also have today Senator Hollin- 
shed, who represents the United Milk 
Producers, having avout 10,000 pro- 
cucer members. 


The ordinance that was introduced 
for information is objectionable be- 
cause it limits the number of dealers 
to one dealer for each 1,500 of popu- 
lation. Also because it has elemin- 
ated from that mathematical calcula- 
tion the stores. At the present time 
there ar? approximately 2,000 licenses 
outstanding in the City of Newark. 
Of those 2,000 there are approximate- 
ly 277 dealer licenses. That is wagon 
licenses, peddiers, and the rest of 
them have been issued to stores. That 
is objectionable because— 


Mayor  Ellensteir: Inclusive of 
Stores there are 2,000 retail dispen- 
sers of milk? 


Mr. Vail: Including stores. 


Mayor Ellenstein: 2,000 retail dis- 
pensers of milk inc.usive of stores? 
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Mr. Vail: That is an approxi aate 
figure. It may mean 50 or 100, one 
way or another, 


There are other features of tha or- 
dinance that are objectionabie to my 
clients. For instance, in subdivision 
1, section B it says here that after a 
license has been issued it shall nct be 
transferred unless a written request 
is filed with the Department of Health 
and the written consent of such trans- 
fer is given. 


That may seem all right upoi the 
surface, but a dealer may be purchas- 
ing milk from one source and sucden- 
ly find that his source of supp.y is 
cut off and he wants a change. That 
is arbitrary to the extent that it does 
not permit the dealer to buy milk 
from any other approved source, and 
with that selection there would se no 
objection to that part of the o-din- 
ance. 


There, there was one other feature 
of the ola ordinance that was objec- 
tionable, in that there was a section 
in there under which the Department 
of Heaith conducted oral examina- 
tions such that I doubt that any 
Health Officer could answer. They 
went into the chemistry of mik and 
the laws of the State of New Jersey 
respecting the producing of milk and 
the inspecting of herds and such 
things. It covered a multiple subject 
ihat was not necessary for the deal 
er to be familiarized with in order to 
deliver a bottle of milk. 


Mayor Xllenstein: Is that cor tained 
in this ordinance? 


Mr. Vail: There has been an at- 
iempt to eliminate that in this ordi- 
nance and so far as that attempt Goes, 
it is satisfactory, but I would like to 
say, and my client would, that it goes 
a little further. The ordinance as it 
row stands says nothing shall be con- 
strued as authorising the Board of 
Health to question the applicart oral- 
ly. 


I discussed it with Mr. Blank, and 
we sort of agreed upon that, but sub- 
sequently we had meetings on this 
thing, and the industry feels that is 
all right as far as it goes, but it 
should be broadened to include the 
laws of the State of New Jersey. 
That is, it should eliminate any oral 
examination on the laws of the State 
of New Jersey with respect to the 
production of milk. It is not neces- 
sary for a dealer to know how milk 
is produced. He should know how to 
take care of a bottle of milk after it 
has been delivered to him. Whatever 
the processes or the handling are 
prior to the delivery to the licensee, 
that is something else, but the li- 
censee has to know what to do with 
the milk once it is delivered to him. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think that is a 
very reasonable criticism. 


Mr. Vail: There is one thing here 
in subsection 8; I believe it is B-1, “in 
no event may the license be granted 
for the sale or delivery of milk and 
milk products in the City of Newark 
where the following .circumstanceg 
exist,” and that is where the number 
of licenses already issued are equival- 
ent to one to every 1,500 residents of 
the City of Newark. That should be 
finished out; and eliminate the stores, 
otherwise this section is repugnant to 
the first section. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the first 
section? That limits the number to 
one dealer in every 1,500, isn’t that 
so? 


Mr. Vail: Excepting to stores, and 
there is no limitation upon stores, so 
it should be corrected to include the 
stores, if the ordinance is going to 
pass the way it now stands. 


That has nothing to do with the 
substance of the objections. It is sim- 
ply a defect in the preparation of the 
ordinance, 

Your clients 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
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would have no objection if the stores 
were included in that limitation? ` 


Mr. Vail: Oh, yes. 


Mayor  Ellenstein: 


have? 


They would 


Mr. Vail: Oh, yes. The elimination 
of the stcres is accumulating the ob- 
iections to the ordinance because there 
is the discrimination— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are opposed 
to the fundamental principles contain- 
ed in the ordinance, limiting the num- 
ber of dealers? 


Mr. Vail: Exactly. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And your oppo- 
sition would be just as determined 
even though stores were included? 


Mr. Vail; And it is not only as de- 
termined but the opposition is great- 
er, with this exception to the stores, 
because there is then a discrimina- 
tion within the dealers themselves. 
That is a multiplication of the objec- 
tions. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You raise a ques- 
tion because a man does not have a 
store that he shoulü not be put in a 
separate category from a man who 
does operate a store. 


Mr. Vail: That is right, sir. Then, 
in Section 9, which reads, “Where the 
lieense of the applicant will impose " 
upon a market already adequately 
served a supply of milk, cream, or 
milk products, which would tend to 
create conditions adverse to sanitary 
standard and maintenance of public 
health, or disrupt the orderly market- 
ing conditions requisite for the mar- 
keting of perishable food products," 
ihat is an attempt to regulate the 
economies of the situation, and the 
courts cf our State, the Court of Er- 
rors and Appeals, have held just re- 
cently i1 the case of the New Jersey 
Good Humor, Inc. against Bradley 


Beach 1 think that came out in the 
Advance Sheets only this week—and 
also in this case which I gave you 
the last time I appeared here, Shef- 
field Farms vs. Seaman. That is com- 
monly known as the Perth Amboy 
case. 


There the Court has said, and in 
other cases, that you cannot regulate 
the economies of an industry even 
though it is affected with a public in- 
terest, and here it says that a mu- 
nicipality has certain limitations upon 
its powers. In this case of New Jer- 
sey Good Humor, vs. Bradley Beach, 
ihe Court of Errors and Appeals only 
cn January 24th said that a municipal 
corporation is the creature of the 
Legislature and possesses only such 
rights and powers (a) as have been 
£ranted in express terms, and (b) as 
arise by necessary or fair implication 
or are incidental to the power ex- 
pressly conferred, and (c) as are es- 
sential io the declared objects and 
purposes of the municipality, not 
merely convenient but indispensable. 
It has no inherent jurisdiction to 
make laws or adopt regulations of 
government. It is a government of 
enumerated powers, acting by a dele- 
gated suthority; and any reasonable 
or fair doubt of the existence of the 
asserted power, or any ambiguity in 
the statute whence it springs, is to 
be resolved against the municipality 
and the power is denied. 


I have examined the laws and the 
Statutes rather carefully and I cannot 
find any delegation of power by the 
Legislature to a municipality to regu- 
late the economics of an industry, and 
the Court of Errors and Appeals in 
this case from which I am just now 
quoting, which was brought before it 
cn the question of the validity of an 
ordinance adopted by Bradley Beach 
prohibiting hawking and peddling 
within the municipality, to sell mer- 
chandise, the Court said there—and 
{ won’t go into all the language be- 
cause I don’t want to take up all the 
time—that such an ordinance was not 
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within the delegated authority of a 
municipality; that it was an attempt 
to regulate the econcmics of that par- 
ticular industry, that is, hawking, 
and it could not be done, and it was 
set aside, and, I would like o again 
respectfully bring to your «attention 
this Perth Amboy case in which the 
Court said that because the munici- 
pality arbitrarily refused to examine 
the sources of supply, because they 
said they had enovgh dealers down 
there, it was an attempt to regulate 
the economic situation and “hey did 
not have that power, and the city was 
forced to grant the license to the ap- 
plicant. 


Now, we have exactly the same sit- 
uation kere. The limitation of the 
number of licenses has nothir g what- 
soever lo do with the protection of 
the publie health, and that is as far 
as the municipality may gc in the 
regulation of the milk industry. Var- 
ious industries may be treated to a 
more or less degree with respect to 
regulations. 


This municipality has a right to 
regulate the milk industry so long as 
the regulation ig reasonable and af- 
fects the health of the people that 
vse milk, but it cannot regulate the 
economics of the situation, ard where 
there is any attempt to limit the num- 
ber of licenses that is an atlempt to 
regulate the economics. No matter 
whether it is difficult for the Depart- 
ment of Health to supervise, no mat- 
iler wheiher some people cannot con- 
tinue in the milk business there are 
too many there; it make no difference. 
It is not within the delegated power 
of the municipality to indulge ia such 
regulation, and when the regulation 
goes further than to regulate the 
economies of the local situation, as it 
does here, it gets into the vry root 
and backbone of the milk incustry, 
which, I think is to be admitted, is 
one of the important industries of 
this state and runs into billions of 
Collars znd it is now being regulated 
almost out of existence. 


It is necessary to do something Lo 
protect the valuable industry to the 
State, and it is the same thing that 
was discussed a while ago on this 
relief ordinance. There has to be 
Some cooperation between the two 
ends. Here we have the greater 
amount of interests who do not want 
milk regulated to such an extent that 
they cannot find a market for their 
milk in this State. These licenses 
are issued one to a dealer. Now, I 
am using the name of a larger com- 
pany without anything more except 
just to illustrate. Take the Borden 
Company, for instance; they get one 
license. Tom Jones, who has a 300 
quart milk route, gets one license. The 
larger companies can put on as many 
wagons as they care to. The larger 
companies can buy milk not only in 
the State of New Jersey but any- 
where, in other States, if they so 
choose. The small independent deal- 
er is precluded from going after this 
milk. : He has to depend upon the lo- 
cal supply of milk. The local supply 
of milk is the New Jersey producer. 
They are interested in selling to thc 
local independent dealer, and when 
the municipality starts to regulate 
them out of business that affects the 
very source of supply of milk that is 
necessary in the state. This ordin- 
ance is objectionable because it affects 
not only the local dealer but it goes 
to the very backbone of the milk in- 
dustry. It is objectionable because i: 
is arbitrary, capricious. It is doubly 
objectionable now because it not only 
regulates the number of licenseg but 
it discriminates as between the licen- 
sees as to how many licenses shall be 
issued. It permits the storekeeper to 
have as many licenses ag they want, 
but the dealer—and there are now 
about 277 licenses issued to dealers, 
and this limitation would permit 300, 
which would leave 22 licenses in the 
reservoir to be issued, and it can read- 
ily be seen what condition may be 
created there is such a limitation is 
put on this. 


I think perhaps someone else may 
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want to say something. Senator Hol- 
linshed is here, representing the Unit- 
ed Milk Producers. I know that he 
wants to get away. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want to 
be heard now, Senator? 


Senator Harry H. Hollinshed (Sus- 
sex Courty): Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are you object- 
irg to the ordinance? 


Senatcr Hollinshed: Your Honor, 
Mayor Ellenstein, and members of the 
Commission. My name is Harry H. 
Hollinshed, general manager of the 
United Milk Producers of New Jer- 
sey, an organization of about 2,500 
producers within the State of New 
Jersey. It is not a cooperative in 
the sense that it markets and sells 
the milk of its members but the pro- 
ducer-diary man sells to the dealers, 
and the remarks that I have to make, 
your Honors, are addressed to that 
part of the ordinance which would, in 
the application or in the issuance of 
these licenses, show a discrimination. 
For instance, within the State of New 
Jersey we have possibly seventeen or 
eighteen handlers of milk who are 
commonly termed processors. They 
buy this milk almost entirely from 
New Jersey producers. They don’t 
retail the milk, in the sense that they 
have no milk routes. Their business 
is entirely through sub-dealers. Now, 
then, in that category, as I say, we 
have perhaps yeventeen or eighteen. 


I know that about a thousand of the 
members of the organization of which 
X am manager, these dairy farmers, 
sell through that medium of outlet. 
Those processors, as I say, who per- 
haps would handie anywhere from 
500,000 pounds to 1,000,000 pounds of 
milk a month, dealing to several deal- 
ers, would perhaps require anywhera 
irom 20 to 30 or 49 licenses, depend- 
sng on the volume of milk and the 
number of such dealers they might 
have, whereas, in contrast, the one 


dealer maintaining his own distribut- 
ing route would only need one li- 
cense. 


It might be interesting but I do not 
wish to go into the question of New 
Jersey milk as aga nst out of state 
milk. That is not ihe point. I was 
very much interested a moment ago, 
speaking about this interdependence 
of agriculture and the needs of the 
farmer in New Jersey, I was also in- 
terested, when the question of relief 
came up, because the poor farmer 
can't go up. He is just stuck with 
his relief and cows. 


I can see that in the course of time 
there will be some need of the in- 
dividual farmer to sell his own milk. 
He can", make a profit by selling to 
the dealer; he is going to create his 
own little route. I can see in the 
imitation of the number of licenses 
that it might be, under these circum- 
stances, disastrous for these people 
who want a different outlet than they 
have now. It is especially discrimin- 
story in relation to the dairy pro- 
cessors in contrast to the dealer, who 
markets his own milk. 


There is one point that I might 
speak about. I am zlmost tempted to 
congratulate your Department of 
Public Works in its effort, at least, 
Zo recognize the interdependence of 
the economic as well as the health 
angle on this question of milk. I be- 
lieve it is the first zime in the State 
of New Jersey tha; this has been 
brought out in the consideration of an 
ordinance. [have maintained that be- 
fore our State Board of Health time 
sut of mind, and I believe—whether 
this is 'egal, this attempt on attempt 
on your part, is not the question, but 
i do want to point cut this, that New 
Jersey with its 6,125 producers sup- 
plying 65 per cent. of the milk and 
cream requirements of the State. has 
issued for out of state producers li- 
censes, to more then 39,000 out of 
State producers who supply the 35 
per cent, and we wonder why the 
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milk indestry is haywire. It is top 
heavy, rc doubt. I am not going to 
call your attention to the large vol- 
ume of out of state milk sold in the 
City of Newark, in comparison o that 
produced in the state. I think the fact 
is that something like 65 per cent. of 
milk and cream supplied in the City 
of Newark are produced outside of the 
State of New Jersey. I am not sure 
on that. I don’t want to make an 
affidavit on that, but these have been 
given to me as facts. 


Mr. George Rosenbaum: I represent 
the Lincoln Food Stores. There is 
only one question in my mind that I 
would like to ask the City Commis- 
sion, and that is, if these licenses are 
to be granted whether or not a clause 
can be put in these restricting the 
license to the sale of milk only, be- 
cause we find that these distr butors 
carry today anywhere, almost as 
much as 53 articles pertaining to the 
food line and other lines or their 
wagon. 


Mayor Ellenstein; You couldn't do 
anything like that any more than to 
legislate that you deal only in a cer- 
tain type of clothing. 


Mr. Resenbaum: In other words, 
under the milk license they can han- 
dle anything on their wagons? 


Mayor Ellenstein: So long ag it 
does not affect the health of the gen- 
eral popviation of the City. 


Mr. Rosenbaum: It will affse; the 
care of the milk, the proper care on 
the wagons. 


Mayor  Ellenstein: Of course, if 
they had a wagon carrying milk on 
one side and sewerage on the cther it 
would affect the health, but auything 
thet would not affect the healt! cf the 
general population of the City they 
could not legislate on. It ha: to do 
with the police powers of th» City. 
You can't pass any ordinance beyond 
the police power, and the police pow- 


er is limited to the health, safety, and 
morals, and as Mr. Vail points out, 
you can’t regulate the economics. You 
"re limitd to the police powers, 
which only affect the health, safety, 
and morals of a community. 


Mr. Rosenbaum: And nothing else ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Nothing can be 
done. 


Mr. 
you. 


Eosenbaum: All right, thank 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition ? 


Mr. S. M. Schearman: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the City Council, I 
represent the New Jersey Cattle As- 
sociation of New Jersey, which con- 
sists of about 65 members, and also 
the Jersey Creamline, Inc., which is 
a sales institution for the purpose of 
selling Jersey milk. 


I am opposed to this particular or- 
dinance for the reason that I am op- 
posed, and we are opposed, to any or- 
dinance which would tend to restrain 
the milk industry, which I believe this 
ordinance would. All regulations are 
made for the purpose of doing some- 
body some good, and yet the culmin- 
ation of all the small details and regu- 
lations that are brought into the milk 
industry finally become grinding 
among each other to such an extent 
that the milk industry and the per- 
son whom it is supposed to help—it 
acts as a direct boomerang to him and 
reflects right back on their industry, 
and that has been the effect of a great 
many regulations. 


I am also opposed because those 
already licensed amount to approxi- 
mately 277, and they already have 
their licenses. We have got few over 
up Dec out of the 300 as of the 
present time that might be licensed. 
That would give a very good oppor- 
tunity for some live individual in the 


course of years to corner the licenses 
in the City of Newark and perhaps 
buy and sell them as they saw fit. 
That could be very reasonably expect- 
ed. 


Another thing; I, for instance, live 
in the town of Chatham. Suppose that 
the town of Chatham, which is a small 
town, has a great many merchants 
coming in with dehvery trucks and 
droppinz products in our small town, 
suppose they should say “We have 
enough of this. We have enough 
laundry men. We have enough bak- 
ery men. We will limit the licenses. 
We have enough milk dealers. We 
will limit those licenses.” There you 
have your boomerang. We could do 
the same thing. We each depend on 
cne another. This thing mainly af- 
fects the independent milk dealer, as 
Mr. Vail has said, inagmuch as he 
has a number of such dealers to whom 
he sells milk and who have licenses 
to sell in the City of Newark, where- 
as the big company can place as many 
routes on the road as they see fit by 
holding only one license. 


Therefore, I am opposed to this or- 
dinance for that reason. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are any of the 
proponents here, those in favor of the 
ordinance ? 


Mr. James E. Bryan, 571 Haw- 
thorne Avenue, Newark: I represent 
the Independent Milk Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation who, by and large, are resi- 
dents of the city and they are actual- 
ly distributing in the city, and pay- 
ing taxes and trying to make a liveli- 
hood in the city. We are very much 
in favor of restricting the number of 
licenses that have been issued, and 
we have several reasons why we think 
that would be beneficial, not only to 
the milk dealers but to the inhabitants 
of our city as well. 


We have at the present time a great 
abundance, a real oversupply of deal- 
ers and distributing interests here, 


You can readily appreciate the fact 
that the volume distributed by the in- 
dividuals, to a large extent sets the 
cost of distributing the commodity. 
We have so many dealers in town 
and so many routes running, that 
there are very, very few operating on 
anything like a volume basis ‘that 
makes it profitable. We also have a 
milk control act that sets the prices 
to be paid by the consumer, and it 
makes it mandatory on the part of the 
Milk Control Board to take into con- 
sideration the cost of distributing. 


You ean readily see that by lower- 
ing the volume of each distributor 
you naturally increase the cost to the 
consumer, because the average route 
is only putting off 200 quarts of milk, 
and that must be taken into consid- 
eration in allowing for a profit. On 
the other hand, if they operate on a 
maximum basis of 400 quarts it would 
quickly cut the delivery costs and 
that saving would be passed on to 
the consumer. 


We certainly appreciate the assist- 
ance that we have had through the 
Department of Healsh and the Com 
missioner here in endeavoring to lim- 
it these licenses and keep them some- 
what in bounds, and rather select the 
people to whom licenses have been is- 


sued, after he has been greatly handi- 
capped by the ordinance which gave 
him practically no discretion, and we 
certainly feel it would be a benefit to 
everyone if some power would be 
granted to the department to allow 
them to issue the licenses. 


On the few remaining issued, we 
can very readily go aiong on that. 
The amount can be made so as to 
make it on the basis of 200 or 250 
rather than 309 licenses that would 
be issued, and as licenses are dropped 
don’t issue them, and that would be 
an imvrovement over the basis of the 
present ordinance. However, if it has 
already been drafted your basis is 
better than nothing. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Your objection is 
an economical one? 


Mr. Bryan: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You say ‘hat if 
more licenses are granted it cut; down 
the profit. There is a certain amount 
of milk to be delivered in th» City 
of Newark. 


Mr. Bryan: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The more li- 
censes the less each one will celiver. 


Mr. Bryan: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Every time a li- 
cense is granted somebody take; some 
of the existing dealers’ business. 


Mr. Bryan: I might say that our 
Íriends, the processors, who are op- 
posed to this ordinance, practically 
everyone is from out of the city. They 
are willing to come in here and start 
every Tom, Dick and Harry in the 
business. He goes with twenty quarts 
of milk and starts building up a route. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Suppose tle gro- 
cers came in and said that we cught 
to limit the grocers for the sanie rea- 
son, that we have too many grocery 
Stores? 


Mr. Bryan: I believe that you have 
a different situation there. Speaking 
as a taxpayer of the city, I believe 
every grocer that goes in business 
here is at least putting in a ¿ertain 
amount of stock. He is going to con- 
tribute to the city. On the othe: hand, 
the milk dealer license is only $2. 
and I know that you appropriate a 
large sum of money to the dealth 
Department to supervise this distribu- 
tion, and the more licenses you put 
out the greater the cost of suoervis- 
ion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I do not think 
that the City Commission has any 
authority to regulate the eco icmics 


of it because they open the door wide 
and next week the grocers or gaso- 
line station owners may come in and 
say that we have too many grocery 
stores or gasoline stations, and they 
can come in and ask that we limit 
them or stop people from selling from 
a wagon. That is something that the 
City Commission has to consider. 


Mr. Bryan: I believe that it is al- 
ready a practice in certain instances, 
taxicabs and saloons, and a number 
of other things. 


Mayor Ellenstein: On saloons it has 
a different aspect. There it is pro- 
tecting the morals of the people of 
the city. A person cannot get drunk 
with milk, unless there is a punch in 
the milk. 


Mrs. Minnie Eisenberg, 129 Wain- 
wright street: Your Honors, in refer- 
ence to licenses being restricted, T 
would say the same as grocers and 
others could be restricted, the milk 
dealers’ license couid be restricted, 
provided it was under the control of 
the New Jersey Milk Control Board. 
Without any regulation our existence 
is taken away. When boys twenty 
and twenty-one enter our line with 
new licenses it takes away the exist- 
ence of unfortunate peddlers. My hus- 
` band and I have been working prac- 
tically for twenty-one years, hand in 
hand, and we cannot go on paying 
our bills because of the boys who 
take up the milk business temporarily 
until they get new jobs, and we can- 
not maintain our homes and keep up 
our children in our homes and pay 
our bilis. 


The grocers sell 100 articles and 
we only sell milk. We have no means 
of existence today with what is going 
on today, being controlled by the milk 
regulaticns on one hand and by the 
underse!lling by those new boys on the 
other hand, who take away our exist- 
ence. We want to be respectable 
citizens and pay our bills but we have 
no way of doing it, Thank you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else? 


Mr. Herbert Harrison, Caldwell, 
New Jersey: I represent the Shef- 
feld Farms. 


As a matter of record, I want to 
say thas we are in favor of this ordi- 
nance. If the Department of Health 
feels that this amendment is to the 
good of the publie health, we do not 
wish to oppose it. I just want to say 
that I do not think anybody from the 
Northern New Jersey Milk Council 
was authorized to speak here today. 
We are a member of that organiza- 
tion, and as far as I know, it was de- 
cided that each member would speak 
for himself and nobody would speak 
for the group. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Wasn't there any 
unified action by the Northern Newr 
Jersey Milk Council? 


Mr. Harrison: Not as far as I know. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who represented 
the Northern New Jersey Milk Coun- 
cil? 


Mr. Vail: Mr. George Bailey ap- 
peared Jast week representing the 
Milk Council, and he spoke against 
the ordinance in the same tenor I 
did, that it was an unconstitutional 
thing. 


He called me this morning and he 
said that he couldn’t be here and he 
asked me to represent him here, and 
I received no contrary instructions. 


Mr. Harrison: I would like to check 
that am?) notify the Board at some 
time whether Mr. bailey had author- 
ization to make any statement or if 
anybody made any statement for the 
council. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else ? 


Dr. Charles V. Craster, Health Of- 


ficer of the City of Newark: Mr. 
Mayor ard Members of the Commis- 
sion, the control of milk, of course, 
is up to the Health Department, which 
is supposed to see that the milk de- 
livered in the city is pure, clean, and 
fit to be used and safe to be used by 
the children of the city and adults, 
too. 


Ever since the depression we have 
bad a coatinuous inerease in the num- 
ber of people who seem to feel that 
the peddling of milk is the easiest 
thing they can think of in the way of 
getting work of some kind, so that it 
has beeu difficult for the Health De- 
partment to contro! the issuance of 
licenses because, if you really ander- 
Stand the promiscuous handling of 
milk by al] kinds of people who do 
not know the danger of milk, from the 
voint of view of cortamination, keep- 
ing it clean and refrigerated at ali 
times, that that is an important thing 
in the handling of milk, so that the 
Health Department has been extreme- 
ly put to, to try and arrange a meth- 
od of controling the necessary dis- 
tribution of licenses. 


We formerly, a few years ago, re 
fused to issue a license to a person 
whom we thought was not mentally 
able to take care of the milk they 
were going to handle, so we refused 
those licenses and then they went on 
2nd got some lawyer who came and 
ihreatened us, if we did not issue a 
license they would go to the Court of 
Chancery and have a writ of mandam- 
us sworn out, making us do so. Well, 
for some time we went along, and 
when they went to the Court of Chan- 
cery we, rather than have a fight, is- 
Sued the license, bat the practise of 
going to the Court of Chancery was 
frequently used as a club over our 
heads. We finally decided to allow a 
case to go to the Court of Chancery 
to discover what was the attitude of 
that court with regard to the control 
of the licenses. 


The case came up and it was duly 
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heard, and the Judge in his decision 
stated, ‘Well, you have nothing in 
your Milk Ordinance which puts any 
safeguards around the issuanc: of li- 
censes. It simply says that the li- 
censes shall be issued, and the name 
and address and the place where the 
person is going to get the milk 
trom,” 


He said, “Now, until you cun sur- 
round your ordinance with some 
method of requirements, I am ob- 
liged to make a devision giving this 
man a license,” so we issued the H- 
cense, but we took the advice of the 
‘Chancery Court as something which 
was worthwhile considering, whether 
we couldn’t place around the issuing 
of licenses any protective measures, 
and in the course of our deliberations 
we decided that the best thing: would 
Le to have a mild, simple exan.ination 
of the applicant from the point of 
view of contamination, whether he 
knew the laws relating to milk, 
whether he realized the danger and 
the possible contamination of the ar- 
ticle he was going to sell, anc in our 
judgemert, with the director’s ap- 
proval, we appointed a small board, 
an examining board and the questions 
that were asked by that board were 
so simple that I think any Eighth 
grade child could answer them, and 
yet they were considered too string- 
ent, too difficult for the appl.cant to 
answer. The result was that we 
again had a Chancery Court; action 
threatened, we were going to be tak- 
en to the Chancery Court fcr the 
Judge to decide whether we lad ask- 
ed the proper questions with regard 
to milk supply. 


Rather than have another Chancery 
Court action, which costs ‘he city 
money, the Director said that the 
test thing to do would be to arrange 
another type of control on the li- 
censes, and this was the establish- 
ment of a maximum number of li- 
censes we should issue. That has 
been done. It was done anc. adver- 
lised, and we considered the num- 


ber of licenses existing in the city 
were sufficient to supply the needs 
of the rity at the present time. We 
did not feel that there were going to 
be many more conditions arising 
which would demand a greater num- 
ber of licenses, so the ordinance was 
finally drawn making a population 
standard of one license for every 1,- 
500 population. 


That did not indicate we would nat 
change the ordinance if there was any 
requirement, but it did keep down the 
possible flood of applicants. 


You are quite right, Mr. Mayor, 
when you say that the Board of 
Health is not interested in the econ- 
‘mics of the situation, It is very 


much interested in the control of the 


licenses because if they get too many 
and they are in the hands of irre- 
sponsible persons we cannot control 
them, and we have a very definite du- 
ty to the city to see that the milk 
that they get is safe and delivered 
in a proper way on their doorsteps in 
the morning. 


We do not feel that the ordinance 
as drafted at the present time is at 
all drastic. We think it is very, very 
fair, and I do not think that any of 
us have any idea of interfering with 
the milk as a business, but we do 
feel that the conditions surrounding 
the issuing of milk licenses should 
not be allowed to be so easy that it 
becomes simply a traffic in licenses. 


Mr. Samuel G. Sahrwell, Chief, 
Food & Drug Inspector, Department 
of Health: The only thing, your Hon- 
or, it is true that we have had our 
troubles the last five or six years, 
particularly since depression. Every- 
body thinks there is profit in the milk 
business. They reaJ the papers about 
the Control Board having a bill for 
selling at the prices fixed by the Con- 
trol Board and they get all worked up, 
and they think that all they have to 
do is to get a license to make a good 
living. A man cannot go out today 
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and pick up a trade. 
have some money. 


He has got to 


We figured up before I left, if this 
ordinance passed, out of 275 that 
would only allow 220 quarts for each 
customer, and with milk sold at grade 
how can a man make a living, when 
he pays automobile license fees and 
they have this thing and this thing. 


Another thing, I have heard some- 
thing mentioned here about the peo- 
ple they represent. The people they 
represent, I don’t believe they are 
here. We have quite a number here 
that really represent themselves. 
They arc independent dealers of the 
City of Newark, and I would like the 
privilege of calling on them to stand 
up. 


Will you all stand up that repre- 
sent retail dealers in favor of this 
ordinance ? 


(A group of persons stood up). 


Those people that come and talk to 
you and tell us it is unreasonable, they 
don’t realize what trouble there is in 
this license business. Everybody 
wants a milk license. They would 
kill a man for a milk license. 


Anton Schieferstein, Somerville, N 
3.: Gentlemen, I represent the New 
Jersey Grade A Milk Dealers’ Asgo- 
ciation. 


Statistics show that the average 
consumption is about a pint per per- 
son, and if these retail licenses are 
limited it would only amount to 250 
quarts delivered retail, and the rest 
would be in the stores. These li- 
censes might be applied to stores. The 
stores could not supply the milk. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are speaking 
against the ordinance now? 


Mr. Schieferstein: Yes, I am speak- 
ing against the ordinance now. You 
see, Mr. Vail had spoken for the as- 


sociation I represented and I thought 
3 would like to say that I am here in 
person. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all right. 
I just want to make that clear, 


Mr. Sehieferstein: Mr. Sharwell 
tells us that he doubts whether half 
the people he represents are here. I 
am appearing in rebuttal. I repre- 
Sent that association. 


Mr. Sharwell: 1 will have to apolo- 
gize, your Honor. ] didn't know who 
was here but I will speak for the rest. 
He is the only one. = talked to him 
yesterday on the telephone. 


Mr. Schieferstein: There is another 
representative, of the Holstein Asso- 
ciation. 


Mr. Peter B. Van Nuys: Gentlemen, 
Í represent the New Jersey Holstein 
Association and Dairy Council. I 
simply want to make a statement 
representing the producers in this 
state, that we are opposed to any re- 
striction that may keep any produc- 
er’s milk out. We “eel this ordinance 
would be unfair, and the fact that you 
limit the number of dealers and don’t 
limit the number of stores would 
probably be discrimination to them. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You object on the 
ground that it limits the number of 
cealers without taking into consider- 
ation the stores? 


Mr. Van Nuys: Right. 


Mr. E. St. John Baldwin: I am from 
the Borden Company. Your Honor 
and Gentlemen, I am going to go on 
lecord as in favor of this ordinance, 
inasmuch as the meeting has simmer- 
ed down to a voting proposition. We 
have no objection to it and I would 
like to vote in favor of it. 


Mr. L. T. Woodraff: I represent the 
Independent Milk Dealers’ Associa- 
tion of Essex County. Mr. Mayor and 
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Commissioners, I am here to speak 
for our association in favor of this 
ordinance for the simple reason that 
we believe there are ample dealers in 
the City at the present time to take 
care of the current needs. Each li- 
cense issued makes a hardship upon 
those who are presently in the busi- 
ness, and for that reason we are in 
favor or this measure. 


Mr. Philip Borak: Mr. Mayo: and 
Commissioners, I represent th» Su- 
preme Milk and Cream Company. We . 
want to be on record that we are for 
that bill for the limitation >f li~ 
censes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are in favor 
of it? 


Mr. Borak: We are in favor of it, 
the Supreme Milk and Cream Com- 
pany. Thank you very much. 


Mayor Lllenstein; Is there aiyone 
else? 


Mr. Vail: I don't want to bor: shis 
Commission but this thing seems to 
have simmered down, as sombody 
said, to a vote proposition, which has 
nothing to do with it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Commission 
is not concerned about that. We are 
not inviting numerical strength. If 
that is the impression somebedy has 
gotten, that is their own. 


Mr. Vail: I am surprised thet the 
Health Department has taken sn ac- 
tive interest and paying attentior. to 
the economical situation rather than 
what it should do, and that is the 
health situation, and I am also very 
much surprised to have questions as 
to whether or not I represent the peo- 
ple that I appear here for. I happen 
to be a lawyer. I am not in the milk 
Lusiness, and I propose to get paid 
for representing my clients. 


Mayor Ellenstein; And not in milk. 
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Mr. Vail: And not in milk. My ca- 
pacity is a little bit limited, but all 
«f-those who spoke in favor of this 
amendment to the ordinance touches 
upon only one topic, and that is the 
economical situation. 


The Board of Health is annoyed be- 
cause it has to be troubled to do its 
iob of granting license to people who 
want to come in and get a license 
that they have a right to get. It is 
none of its affairs as to whether or 
not it disturbs somebody in the milk 
business. Its function is to regulate 
the health and to prescribe such rules 
as may be requisite to protect the 
health of the people that use the 
milk. 


Now, these questions that Dr. Cras- 
ter speaks about as being simple, he 
did not produce them here and I 
woud like him to do it. So far as be- 
ing simple, it is my understanding 
that before a person can pass this ex- 
amination they have to take a course 
down in Perth Amboy or some other 
plaee, in a school. 


Commissioner Franklin: You don’t 
mean to say that we send them to 
school ? 


Mr. Vail: I didn’t say anybody in 
the City of Newark sent them there. 

Commissioner there 
such a school? 


Franklin; Is 


Mr. Vail: There is somebody that 
teaches them how to answer these 
questions, because it is impossible foi 
anybody to answer these questions 
that are asked, and it costs each one 
of the applicants who comes in for a 
license money. The Department of 
Health in this city has made it as dif- 
ficult as it possibly can for anyone 
who wants to go into a legitimate 
business, legitimate at common law, 
and the courts of this state and oth- 
er states have said that it cannot be 
regulated economically. 
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Commissioner Franklin: Except 
that economics has a bearing on the 
ability to conduct it in a healthful 
manner. In other words, if the door 
is opened and there are another 100 
or 150 who get licenses then it is go- 
ing to be a cut-throat proposition 
where probably a persón cannot make 
a living. He has twenty or thirty 
quarts on his route and he cannot 
make a living out of it. Then the 
health of the community will be en- 
dangered. He will put water in the 
milk, and in that the Health Depart- 
ment is interested to see that the con- 
sumer gets a proper bottle of milk. 
That is the one element that enters 
beyond the economics. The economics 
has a basis that might lead into a 
deterioration of the health conditions. 
That is a possibility, isn’t it? 


Mr. Vail: I respectfully disagree 
with vou. Commissioner. There is 
nothing to prevent any licensee in the 
City of Newark today from putting 
water in the milk if he wants to. 


Commissioner Franklin; There is 
less reason for him to do it if he is 
making a reasonable profit out of the 
legitimate business that he has. 


Mr. Vail: It comes right back to 
the same thing, and that is regulating 
the economic situation, and the regu- 
lation of health is just incidental. 


The question that should be pro- 
pounded to these dealers is whether 
or not they know how to handle milk 
and whether they keep it in a sani- 
tary condition. 


I think that any further argument 
is just cumulative, and I respectfully 
urge this Commission not to adopt 
this amendment to the ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission. 


Mr. Snarwell: I conducted those ex- 
aminations, and it is pretty true from 
what the counsel has said, that they 


have opened up a school in New 
Brunswick, but I want to tell you that 
out of 86 examined there were 13 
passed, and I can safely say and any- 
body else can safely say, if they 
know something about the milk busi- 
ness you get it up there. You have 
to have a license to sell liquor. There 
js a restriction on liquor licenses in 
the City of Newark, and I think that 
this is more important than liquor. 
Thirteen passed out of 86, and they 
are intelligent people. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Written or oral? 


Mr. Sharwell: Oral. This gentle- 
man represents, as I understand, the 
Northern New Jersey Processors’ As- 
sociation. Those people that he rep- 
resents raise milk and distribute milk, 
and they have to have somebody to 
sell the milk, and I have known them 
to go to work and pay another man’s 


tire ordinance. That is really aot 
the subject matter of this amendment, 
The amendment is very simple. 


As to the legality of that amend- 
ment, it is my firm opinion that be- 
cause of the absence of definite law in 
the State of New Jersey, notwith- 
standing what Mr. Vail said, this 
amendment can be upheld. I want to 
call your attention to the fact that in 
New York City there is such an 
amendment. Of course, it i; an 
amendment to the sanitary code, and 
according to the sanitary code in New 
York City no new license can be giv- 
en to anybody and no license can be 
issued to anyone, and no one nas a 
right to sell milk except those li- 
censed as of September 1, 1939. The 
matter vas brought twice t» the 
courts in New York. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you mean to

tion. I can prove every statement I 
make. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move the 
adoption of the amendment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It depends on 
the disposition of the Commission 
whether it be introduced on first read- 
mg or not, or whether it be referred 
to the Law Department. 


Commissioner Byrne; I move that 
it be referred back :o the Law De- 
partment. 


Commissioner Franxlin: Mr. Mayor, 
Í would like to get some action on it 
because v/e are faced with these man- 
damus proceedings. Let us have it 
one way or the other. If it is going 
to be opened, let it be opened. 


Mr. Blank, Assistant Corporation 
Counsel: Mr. Mayor, with reference 
to the legality of this amendment, I 
want to say that there was much 
said today with reference to the en- 
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dinance which arbitrarily sets the 
number of licenses to sell milk? 


Mr. Biank: Yes, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How about the 
question raised, about the dealers and 
Storekeepers who sell milk? 


Mr. Blank: I spoke with Mr. Vail 
about the matter and I think i: was 
Mr. Vaii who called my attention to 
that, that the storekeepers shoulc be 
excepted, and I am sure that Mr. Vail 
should remember that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He takes «excep: 
tion to that. 


Mr. Veil: I don't want to say ex- 
actly no. Mr. Blank and I discussed 
this but I didn't know that we came 
to any definite conclusion about. any- 
thing except one section of the ordi- 
nance which had to do with the ex- 
amination. There was a lot o! talk 
but we got absolutely nowhere.

The decrease in anticipations from

.Section 2. Such appropriation shall 
be met in part from moneys amount- 
ing to $15,000 which have been ap- 
propriated for such purposes in the 
budget heretofore adopted for said 
City for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1940.

Section 1. That Section 4, of an 
Ordinance entitled: “An Ordinance to 
amend Section 4 of an ordinance en- 
titled ‘An Ordinance regulating the 
sale and distribution of Milk, Cream 
and Milk Products, t the City of 
Newark,, adopted July 1, 1931,” 
acopted September 14, 1938, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 4 Governing the Sale and 


Distribution of Milk, Cream and Milk 
Products. 


SUBDIVISION I: LICENSE. 


(a) No person, firm or corporation 
shall pasteurize, process or produce 
or sell or offer or expose for sale, or 
have in possession for sale or deliv- 
ery in the City of Newark, any milk, 
cream or milk products, without first 
having obtained a license for such 
sale or delivery. The number of such 
licenses to be issuec in the City of 
Newark by the Department of Health 
shall not exceed one for every 1,500 
residents of the City. Licenses for 
sale of milk, cream or milk products 
in stores are excepted from this lim- 
itation. 


(b) Said license shall be issued in 
tae name of such applicant by the De- 
partment of Health of the City of 
Newark only after ard upon full com- 
pliance with the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and for the calendar year or 
remainder of the year wherein the 
said license is granted, and shall ex- 
rire on the last day of said year. Said 
license shall not be transferable un- 
less a written request is filed with the 
Department of Health and the written 
consent to such transfer is given by 
the Department of Health. 


(c) Every applicant obtaining a li- 
cense for the sale oz distribution or 
pasteurization of milk, cream or milk 


produets in the City of Newark shall 
pay a fee of two dollars ($2.) for such 
plant, store, station, vehicle or wagon, 
used for the sale or distribution of 
milk, cream or milk products in the 
City of Newark, by said applieant. 
Said license shall ertitle the holder 
thereof to sell or deliver the particu- 
lar grade of milk, cream or milk prod- 
uets for which it is issued, Should 
the licensee desire to sell or deliver 
other grades of milk, cream or milk 
products, from such plant, store sta- 
tion, vehicle or wagon, additional li- 
censes shall be obtained for each ad- 


ditional grade of milk, cream or milk 
products, and an additional fee of fif- 
ty cents (50c) shall be paid for each 
different grade of milk, cream or milk 
product, before any such additional li- 
eense is granted; provided, however, 
all provisions of this ordinance are 
fully complied with. Only one such 
additionai fee of fifty cents (50c) 
shall be charged for each additional 
grade of milk, cream or milk product 
regardless of the number of plants, 
stores, stations, vehicles or wagons 
of such licensee. 


(d) Upon the granting of every 
such license, the Department of 
Health shall furnish to the licensee 
one sign for each plant, store, sta- 
tion, venicle or wagon used by such 
licensee upon the payment of a li- 
cense fee of two dollars ($2). Not 
more than one such sign shall be is- 
sued to an applicant except upon the 
payment of an additional fee of two 
dollars ($2.) for each sign in excess 
of the one issued as aforesaid. Such 
sign shall be conspicuously placed 
vpon the right hand side of each wag- 
on or vehicle, and in the case of a 
store, plant or station, shall be placed 
conspicuously above the counter and 
such siga shall not be removed there- 
from uatil the expiration or other 
termination of said license. 


(e) No plant, store, station, vehicle 
or wagon shall be operated for the 
sale or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk produets in the City of Newark 
except under the license required by 
this ordinance. 


SUBDIVISION 2. APPLICATION 
FOR LICENSE, PROCEDURE. 
REFUSAL. 


(A) No license shall be granted for 
ihe sale or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products within the City of New- 
ark, unless there shall be first filed 
with the Department of Health of the 
City of Newark a written application 
setting forth answers to the follow- 
ing questions:

. Whether or not the applicant is 


familiar with the laws of the State 
of New Jersey, Ordinances of the 
City of Newark and rules and 
regritations of the State and the 
City of Newark, pertaining to the 
sale or distribution of milk, cream 
milk products. 


. Whether or not the applicant has 


a storage place for storing of 
milk, cream and milk products at 
50 degrees Fahrenheit, or lower, 
before its delivery; and state lo- 
cation thereof. 


Whether or not the applicant has 
a delivery plant, store, station, ve- 
hicle or wagon, so constructed as 
to prevent dirt, dust, flies, bugs, 
or any unhealthful or injurious or 
foreign matter from contacting or 
contaminating such milk, cream or 
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milk products, or containers 
wherein the same are contained.. 


JÍ. Whether or not the apvlicant has: 
a plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon, so constructed that ice or 
refrigeration can be at all times 
provided in and on said milk, 
cream and milk products to keep 
the temperature of such milk, 
cream and milk products, while- 
being delivered or sold at 50 de-. 
grees Fahrenheit. 


12. State the name and place of busi- 
ness cf the person, firm or cor- 
poration to furnish the applicant 
milk, cream and milk products, 
during the period of said license. 


(B) The written answers of the 
applicant as more particularly set 
forth in subdivision 2, Paragraph (A) 
of this ordinance, shall be filed with 
the Department of Health of the City 
of Newark, and examined by said De- 
partment, and subsequently forwarded. 
to the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, who is hereby author-. 
ized to issue or refuse said license. 
Tt shall be the duty of the Director of' 
Public Works, in order to safeguard 
the public headth, to carefully inquire 
into the fitness, experience, require- 
ments and qualifications of each appli- 
cant and to determine whether or not, 
in his opinion, the license may be 
granted. Nothing in this ordinance 
shall be construed as authorizing the 
Board of Health to question the ap-. 
plieant as to the chemistry of milk. 


(C) In the event the Director of thes 
Department of Public Works, shall re- 
fuse said license, he shall so notify 
the applicant by letter addressed to 
ihe applicant's address, giving the 
reason for such refusal The appli- 
cant may apply to the Director of the 
Department of Public Works for a. 
Learing on such refusal, providing 
such application is made within ten 
(10) days of mailing of notice of the. 
refusal. At said hearing the appli- 


‘cant may produce such testimony or 
information to disprove any facts 
which may be the basis of the refusal 
of said license. 


fB) In no event may the license be 
granted for the sale or delivery of 
milk, cream or milk products within 
the City of Newark, where the fol- 
lowing circumstances exist: 


1 Where the number of licenses al- 
ready issued (stores excepted) are 
equivalent to one for every fifteen 
hundred (1500) residents of the 
City of Newark, according to the 
Zast Federal Census;

. Where the applicart is not a resi- 
dent of the City of Newark or does 
not maintain a place of business 
in the City of Newark or does not 
maintain any of his business in the 
City of Newark or is unable to 
furnish a written reference of a 
citizen of the City of Newark 
recommending applicant insofar as 


as honesty, character and financial 
responsibility is coacerned. 


. Where the applicant does not have 
a sanitary place for storage of 
milk, cream and milk products at 
50 degrees Fahrenheit, or lower, 
adequate for a necessary supply 
before sale or delivery. 


. Where the applieant’s delivery 
plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon is not so constructed as to 
prevent dirt, dust, flies, bugs or un- 
healthful or injurious or foreign 
matter from contacting and con- 
taminating such milk, cream and 
milk products or containers where- 
in the same are kept. 


. Wher» applicant’s plant, station, 
vehicle or wagon is not so con- 
structed that ice cr refrigeration 
can be at all times provided fo" 
said milk, cream and milk products, 
or the containers thereof, while be- 


ing stored, sold or delivered, at 50 
degrees Fahrenheit, or lower. 


. Where the applicant's vehicle or 
wagon is not equipped to carry 
properly milk, cream and milk »ro- 
ducts during inclement or warm 
weather. 
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, Where the place from which ap- 
plicant is to obtain a supply of 
milk, cream and milk products dur- 
ing the period of said license, does 
not meet with requirements of the 
State Board of Health, local Board 
of Health, and any State law, or 
ordinance, regulations, rales, gov- 
erning and regulating sanitary con- 
ditions. 


CO 


. Where the applicant shall obtain 
milk, cream or milk products from 
sources other than those approved 
by the Department of Health, or 
other prover authorities. 


. Where the licensing of an applicant 
will impose upon a market already 
adequately served a supply of milk, 
cream or milk- products which 
would tend to create conditions ad- 
verse to sanitary standard and 
maintenance of the public health, 
or disruot the orderly marketing 
condit‘ors requisite for the market- 
ing of perishable food products. 


SUBDIVISION 3: REVOCATION: 


(A) Whenever any license shall 
Lave been issued under and by vir- 
tue of this ordinanee, and amendments 
thereof, said license may be suspend- 
ed or revoked by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, for any 
of the following reasons: 


1. Where the licensee shall have vio- 
lated any of the provisions of thia 
ordinance and the amendments 
thereof;

. Where the licensee shall have 
been convicted of a crime involv- 
ing moral turpitude; 


3. Where the licensee shall fail to 
have a storage place for the stor- 
age oz milk, cream and milk pro: 
ducts at 50 degrees Fahrenheit, 
or lower, before the sale or de- 
livery of same or shall refuse, 
"pon request, forthwith to allow 
the Department of Health or any 
of its inspectors, to inspect said 
Storage place. 


. Where the licensee’s delivery 
plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon becomes unsanitary, dirty 
and unhealthful, and its construc- 
iion does not prevent dirt, dust, 
flies, bugs or any unhealthful or 
injuricus or foreign matter from 
contacting and contaminating 
such milk, cream and milk prod- 
ucts, and the containers wherein 
same are contained; 


. Where licensee’s plant, store, sta- 
tion, vehicle or wagon does not 
provide a temperature of 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, or lower, for 
said milk, cream and miik prod- 
ucts, while being stored, sold or 
delivered, or where licensee’s ve: 
hicle or wagon is not properly 
equipped to earry milk, cream and 
milk products during inclement or 
warm weather. 


. Where licensee exposes for sale or 
delivery milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts obtained from a person, firm 
or corporation, other than a per- 
son, firm or corporation represent- 
ed in the applieation for said li- 
cense, unless the consent of the 
Board of Health is given to the 
licensee to accept for sale or de- 
livery such milk, eream or milk 
products of such other person, 
firm or corporation. 


. Where the licensee obtains one 
grade of milk from more than one 
source without first obtaining per- 
mission of the Department of 
Health. 
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8. Where the licensee changes his or 
her scurce of milk, cream or milk 
products supply, or accepts any 
additional supply without having 
first obtained the permission of 
the Board of Health. 


. Where any licensee selling or de- 
livering milk, cream or milk pro- 
ducts in the City of Newark, shall, 
upon notification by the Depart- 
ment of Health, or its officers, 
fail immediately to withdraw any 
source of said licensee’s milk, 
cream or milk products supply, 
not produced, handled or distribut- 
ed in compliance with the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, or the laws 
of this State. 

10. Where any licensee shall fail to 
allow the Department of Health, 
or any of its officers, to examine 
the place wherein said milk, cream 
or milk products are stored, sold 
or kept during delivery, and 
where any licensee shall refuse to 
furnish the Department of Health, 
or any of its officers or employees, 
with a sample or samples of the 
milk, cream or milk products, fer 
analysis. 


SUBDIVISION: 4: 


Nothing contained in this ordinance 
shall be construed to require a license 
for the sale of condensed or evaporat- : 
ed (preserved) milk or hermetically 
Sealed cans. 


Section 2. If any section, part of 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this ordinanee shali be held to be un- 
constitutional or invalid, the remain- 
ing provisions thereof shall, neverthe- 
less, remain in full force and effect. 


Section 8. All ordinances and parte 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

ment of Public Safety, and particular- 
ly the Police Department, and I think 
I am maxing some headway, at least, 
So there isn't anything—I don’t know 
of any suggestion you have that will 
be an improvement upon it. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would just 
like it s; we have it agreed today 
that one of the commissioners be plac- 
ed in charge of the department of 
Public Safety, be made director of 
rublie Safety. 


Mayor Ellenstein; What would hap- 
pen to the department he is in? 


Commissioner Byrne; Put an act- 
irg director in there. 


Mayor Ellenstein; As what? 


Commissioner Byrne: Whatever de- 
rartment it is. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I offered that sug- 
gestion to you a long time ago, offer- 
ed the suggestion and it was turned 
down by you and Director Murphy. I 
offered to leave your deputy in the 
department of Parks and Public Prop- 
erty and that I would supervise that. 
and that was turned down. It seemed 
tc me the most logical thing to do, 
because the Department of Parks and 
Fublie Property certainly is no wheres 
near as important as the Department 
of Public Safety. I was not locking 
Tor this job. 


Commissioner Byrne: Can't we 
transfer one of the present commis- 
sioners to the Department of Public 
Safety? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You can do a lot. 
of things; you can shake all the com- 
missioners up in a bag and have: 
somebody blindfolded to pull one out. 
What is to be gained by it? If you. 


have anv suggestion to make as to 
filing of the vacancy,—fine. 


I have offered six names. Certainly, 
there ought to be one man among the 
six—-I oifered Democrats and Repub- 
licans as well, even though I am a 
Democrat. There should be one man 
among those six who is qualified to 
administer the affairs of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to have my motion put. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What motion do 
you want to present? 


Commissioner Byrne: My motion 
that the Department of Public Safety 
by filled.

Mayor Ellenstein: 


what? 


that 


Commissioner Byrne: Motion that 
we transfer one of the commissioners 
to the department. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Which one of the 
commissioners ? 


Commissioner Byrne: Any one, to 
the Department of Public Safety, Di- 
rector of Public Safety. 


Mayor Ellenstein: No. That is cer- 
tainly a very indefinite motion. 


Commissioner Byrne: We can agre: 
on one after. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don't know— 
you mean transfer one commissioner 
from one department to another? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is the very 
proposal I made, except I specified 
who should be transferred. I sug- 
£ested ycu go into Revenue and Fin- 
ance and Director Murphy go into 
Publice Safety, and I was turned down 
Now you are just making a motion 
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that one of the commissioners be 
transferred, without stating which one 
of the commissioners it would be. I 
may want to vote for Director Frank- 
lin being transferred and may not 
vote for somebody else being trans- 
ferred. I would not vote, for example, 
if the motion was made that you be 
transferred from Farks and Publis 
Property to Safety. I can say to you 
now that I would vote against it. 
So if you will make it specific, we 
can do it intelligently. 


Commissioner Byrne: If we vote 
on this and it is passed, we can de- 
cide among ourselves. 


Commissioner Franklin: I won't 
teke it unless I can get band concerts 
and the dog pound with it. 


Acting Director Keenan: Before 
that motion is put, might I say a 
word? 


I would like to ask whether or not 
there in any question with regard to 
my honesty or my ability to fill that 
position in the seven months I have 
been temporarily filing it? 


Commissioner Byrne; I don't think 
so, 


Acting Director Keenan: I want it 
understood, and clearly understood, 
when I took that position I took it at. 
the request of the City Commission 
hy resolution number 5277, dated Sep: 
tember 13, and I feel I have served, 
and served honorably, and served well 
in the seven months I have been in 
there. 


Now, there is apparently a contro- 
versy on, a controvery upon which one 
ran gave two different opinions upon 
one point at issue, and I do not feel 


that that point is thoroughly settled 
even as yet. 


Mayor Ellenstein 
that?

Acting Director Keenan: As to the 
decision here today. I just got my 
copy; I was not even extended the 
courtesy of having received a copy 
until I requested it here this after- 
noon. But it seems to be two opin- 
iens, in accordance with the news- 
raper reports, on one point.

points ? 


Acting Director Keenan: I want to 
know whether or not there is any 
question about my honesty in serving 
during those seven months, or my in- 
ability to serve. I want it understood 
when I did go down there I entered 
what was surely a mess. 


Mayo: Klengsten: 
asking that of, me? 


Who are you 


Acting Director Keenan: Of the 
Coramission as a whole, that put me 
in there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is no ques- 
tion about your integrity, I did not 
hear anybody question your integrity. 
I do not think that enters into it at 
all. 


Acting Director Keenan: Is there 
any question then about anything? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes, there is a 
question in my mind about something 
or I wouldn't supervise the depart- 
ment now,

Acting Director Keenan: 


learn what that is? 


Mayor Ellenstein Yes. The question 
iz this: Deputy Chief Brex was put in 
as Deputy. He made certain recom- 
mendations to you that were not fol- 
lowed out. 


Acting Director Keenan: They don’t 
necessarily have to be. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course they 
con't. 
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Acting Director Keenan: That is 
the point. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just a minute. 
Wait until I finish. You asked for my 
reasons, [ will give them to you. The 
Folice Department was falling into 
disrepute, the morale was low. 


Acting Director Keenan: Only dur- 
ing those seven months? 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
until I finish? 


Will you wait 


Acting Director Keenan: Only dur- 
ing those seven months it fell into 
disrepute ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Will you wait 
until I finish? You just talked ubout 
the courtesy not being extended to you 
by not sending you a copy of the 
opinion. Now, you might wait until 
I finish. 


I heard it from all sides. From all 
sides. It was common gossip on the 
street that there was lack of disci- 
pline. 


Acting Director Keenan: For years 
tkat has been gossip. 


Mayor Dllenstein; Are you going 
to let me finish or do you want to 
talk? 

Acting Director Keenan: Go ahad. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, if you 
&re going to insist on interrupting 
me there is no need of my answering 
you, I have been very courteous to 
vou at every turn. There is no reflec- 
tion upon you at all as to your integ- 
rity. But the fact remains that Dep- 
ity Chie? Brex was put in there for 
the purpose of administering the Po- 
lice Department properly. 

Acting Director Keenan: That 
wasn't my understanding. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, now, that 
is at variance— 


Acting Director Keenan: You can- 
not have two Directors in one diviə- 
jon. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, you under- 
stood when you put Deputy Chief 
Brex in as your deputy, the tacit un- 
derstanding we had was that he would 
run the Police Department. 


Acting Director Keenan: Oh, no; he 
would assist. I thought Brex being 
the oldest deputy, there could have 
something learned through Brex, some 
assistance. There cannot be two di- 
rectors. Nor would I have accepted 
the position under those conditions. 
I am fully capable of carrying out the 
provisions of that division. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Are you going 
to let me finish or do you insist on 
interrupting ? 


Acting Director Keenan: I thought 
£pparently you were finished. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Apparently I am 
not. And when I am finished, I wili 
tell you. : Now, will you please keep 
ouiet until I finish? I have asked 
you now three times. 


Acting Director Keenan: Go ahead. 
Don’t stop to ask me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Deputy Chief 
Brex was put in there. He made cer- 
tain recommendations to you. There 
were no uniform men out at night. 
And those recommendations having 
been made to you, you didn’t follow 
them out. 


Acting Director Keenan: Never put 
uniformed men out at night? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you persist— 


Acting Director Keenan; I am just 
trying to follow you there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I know you are 
trying to follow me. Don’t be cute 
about it. This isn’t supposed to be 
funny, if you think it is. I am not 
laughing about it. Now, you asked 
for this «nd you are going to get it, 


Acting Director Keenan: Go ahead, 


Mayor Ellenstein: So that instead 
of taking the guidance of a man who 
is respected as being a good police 
official, you took the guidance of none 
other than Durkin, Tom Durkin, who 
was president of the P.B.A., and you 
know it as well as I. Instead of 
helping the policemen—I am talking 
about the policemen, every single po- 
liceman that is on the force in the 
city, because when they fall into dis- 
repute it affects every man in the de- 
partment. And while some of them 
may not agree with me, eventually 
they will find out that it is to their 
interest that this is being done. When 
& policeman is held in high regard it 
reflects credit on every man on tho 
force. If on the other hand, if some- 
thing happens in the Police Depart- 
ment, it reflects to the discredit of 
the men that are doing an honest job 
and are willing to do an honest job; 
they are discredited. 


Now, you were in there for seven 
months, and conditions became worse 
and worse. Any recommendation that 
Deputy Chief Brex made was not fol- 
lowed. You never consulted any su- 
perior officers like is being done now. 
You know; you are in attendance. I 
don’t know anything about police 


work, bat I am willing to take the ad- 
vice of all divisional heads. You have 
cbserved during the period that I su- 
pervised the Police Department, that 
1 have called all divisional heads in; 
each one has made recommendations; 
we then discussed them; and when we 
arrive at a conclusion, that each di- 
visional head, men who have had 
years and years of experience in the 
Police Department, agree that this is 
the best procedure to follow, then 


q7 


such an order goes out. That is the 
way it is being conducted now. That, 
I believe, is a practical way that will 
insure to the benefit of all police- 
men, all superior officers and to the 
Lenefit or the city at large. 


Now, when I undertook to super- 
vise the Police Department and said 
l wanted a conference, and it was 
publicized that there would be some 
changes in the Police Department, 
there would be a replenishing of the 
night patrol force, which was sorely 
needed, you then got busy the day 
before and you hurriedly brought in 
& report on it you were going to put 
160 men cut on night patrol. 

Acting Director Keenan: 130. I 
gave you a copy of the survey. 


Mayor Ellenstein: 130. I am mis- 
taken, then. 180 men. For seven 
months you didn’t put one man out on 
night patrol, but when I started to 
supervise it, then you hurriedly got 


busy and threw together a report;. 


and, as Police Commissioner Kaas 
zaid himself, that resort was not com- 
plete. When I asked him, “What do 
you mean by ‘not complete?’ do you 
mean it has not been given carefui 
thought and consideration?” and he 
Said yes. That is what Commissioner 
Kaas said. 


You said that you had just confer- 
red with Commissioner Kaas and that 
‘8 what you based the report on. 


On the other hand, I undertook to 
Confer with all those men, the divis- 
ional heads, who, as I have said, have 
had long years of experience. 


You cannot raise a question when 
you sat back placidly for seven 
months when it was common gossip 
on the street that the Police Depart- 
ment was shot as to its moral, as to 
ciscipline; when there was newspaper 
publicity about the effect. And when 
it was tc the effect that Mr. Durkin, 
president of the P.B A, was dominat- 
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ing you and you were looking after 
his advice. Now, I have never men- 
tioned this before, either; I can show 
you letters in my office directing it 
to my attention that policemen would 
go out and sell tickets to tavern own- 
ers throvghout the city, and in sev- 
eral instances they were told, “I don’t 
know where the orders came from.” 
They threw a bundle of tickets on the 
Lar and said, "I will be back for the 
money later." Now, those tickets, of 
course, carried your name. They pur- 
ported to be tickets being sold by an 
organization which carried you name. 
Now, surely, those things did come to 
your attention. You know that there 
js a state law against anything like 
that in the Police Department. That 
didn’t help the moral of the depart- 
ment; that didn’t help the discipline; 
and it didn’t reflect any credit upon 
you, either, to do that; and it didn’t 
help any policeman in the department 
and it didn’t help any of the Com- 
missioners, because if aything hap- 
pened in the Police Department, a 
scandal, it would be a reflection not 
so much on the rest of the Commis- 
sioners, but particularly upon me, be- 
cause under the Walsh Act I am 
charged with supervising the depart- 
ment, And while the law is not clear, 
certainly the Legislature must have 
had in mind that it was in a conting- 
ency like this, an emergency, that the 
Mayor of the City was to supervise a 
cepartment. So Í had no other alter- 
native. It was no reflection upon you, 
You sat by placidly for seven months, 
and all of a sudden you woke up and 
found 130 men that could be put out 
on night patrol. Of course, the other 
divisional heads disagreed with you, 
or most of them. Up to date we have 
put out 76 men from the radio cars, 
end other patrols and details, and we 
put them on nights, And I have tak- 
en the recommendation of the divis- 
ional heads, not my recommendation, 
ae to who goes out there. And I made 
each divisional head responsible for 
everything that occurs under him. 


The Police Department is a quasi- 


military organization; and when the 
time comes that our citizens cannot 
have faith in the Police Department 
we are not going to have a city very 
leng, not a city that we can look to 
with credit, as we should. 


Those are the things that I have 
done. And I did it because I had to, 
not because I wanted to. I wanted to 
preserve myself, and J went in there 
end did those things. 


Now, there is no reflection on your 
integrity; we all have our own views. 
But the fact remains that for seven 
months you did nothing. Something 
had to be done. The reports were 
coming that you were dominated by 
Mr. Durkin, that you were not listen- 
ing to the advice or suggestion of su- 
perior officers; and for that reason I 
had to step in to preserve the situa- 
tion. And I am trying to do the best 
l ean under the circumstances with- 
out hurting any man, and without any 
vindictiveness towards any person in 
the Police Department or anywhere 
else. I am leaving it to each divisien- 
al head. If any of those divisional 
heads are vindictive towards any man, 
I will endeavor to correct it by giv- 
ing everybody a fair and square 
shake. Now, I cannot be expected to 
do any more. I am doing all I can 
under the circumstances, but particu- 
iarly I am relying and leaning upon 
the advice of the Chief of Police, the 
Deputy Chiefs, the inspectors who 
control all these divisions. Further 
than that, in order to properly disci- 
pline, not by any tactics that would 
be repulsive to any policeman whe 
wants to do his duty, I have restored 
the power to the Chief of Police so 
he has the authority to suspend a 
man. Now, that was not aimed at 
any man in particular. 


If we are going to have discipline 
in the Police Department we must 
give the power to those men under 
whose charge these men come, and 
in that way I believe we will get dis- 
cipline and 1t will be to the advant- 
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age of everybody, policemen and citi- 
zen alike. 


Acting Director Keenan: Now, are 
you through? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am through. 


Acting Director Keenan: All right. 
Now, you say for seven months I 
Set baek placidly. Let me tell you, 
end I think it is well understood by 
you, that when I took over that pro- 
position over there there were some 
forty or forty-two members of the 
department mixed in what was called 
the towing racket scandal. I inherit- 
ed that condition and I inherited all of 
the supposed low morale, and I in- 
herited all of the supposed lack of 
Giscipline, and I inherited records in 
the office of the Director of Public 
Safety which showed that there are 
164 patrolmen. And I did not sit 
tack placidly, because I was only 
there week to week. I am only there 
now week to week. I didn't know 
what jurisdiction I had until that was 
questioned by the Prosecutor with 
my right then to proceed with the 
hearings in the supposed towing 
scandal, which I did do, and I went 
through all of those hearings which 
were left by my predecessor, Leo 
Ciuesmann; and I did not hesitate to 
sit and hear those cases. 


And then, while they are not clean- 
ed up yet, there is no delay on my 
part. The delay is now on the lawyer 
that represented the defendants in 
the trial. So that was not sitting 
back placidly. And if we had 164 
men on our records, as can be verified 
Ly the Executive Clerk, Sam Finkel- 
stein, why weren’t some of those 164 
patrolmen patrolling? And we had 
one of the ingpectors in charge of the 
precincts under whose jurisdiction 
that responsibility rested. So if that 
condition existed it existed not 
through any fault of the Acting Di- 
rector; and it was not within a day 
ot two before the conference was held 
that we went on with the survey. 
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And with refererce to your remarks 
about Tom Durkin, I say this to you, 
and through you tc the City Commis- 
sion, and through the Commission to 
anybody, that I was not being in any 
way dominated by Tom Durkin or 
anyone else in the Police Department. 
Tom Durkin never tried to dominate 
me, seek a favor or seek a transfer 
cz seek anything else; and I defy you 
or anyone else to prove that. Tom 
Durkin may have his enemies from 
whom these anonymous letters may 
eminate. We all got them. I have 
gotten them for years, and so did my 
predecessors on the job. That does 
not say there is any basis of fact 
for those particular letters. Because 


somebody may not like Tom Durkin, 
he is the elected representative of the 
rank and file of the Police Depart- 
ment known as tbe P.B.A., and as 
Such I gave him nothing more than 
ihe kind word the elected representa- 
tive of the patrolmen is entitled to. 
I said the same to Captain Dory Mc- 
Naly, the elected representative of 
superior officers, neither of whom at 
any time made any attempt to domi- 
nate me, regardless of any accounts 
that appeared in the press. 


Then during the course of all this 
I issued orders to my Police Commis- 
sioner, who is the rznking head of the 
cepartment, and I said to him, 
“George, with rega-d to all of these 
remarks and all of these rumors on 
the streets, and all of this newspaper 
Stuff about low mcrale and lack of 
discipline," I said “George, what is 
there to this? I was born and raised 
in Newark, and we haven't got a Po- 
lice Department like that. And if we 
have, we want to know it and know 
why; and if there is any condition 
that can be rectified, we will rectify 
it." 


And I issued order to Kaas to is- 
Sue orders to the department that at 
least twice a week the captains wiil 
patrol their precincts, which at 
that time had not been done. Now, 
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there is uo harm in issuing an order 
to a captain to patrol his precinct at 
least twice a week. 


Then an another occasion I said to 
Kaas, with regard to the suposed 
lack of morale and lack of discipline, 
I said, “Let us see if we cannot recti- 
fy that. And I want you to get re- 
forts either monthly, semi-monthly or 
at least some period of each month as 
to what each man is doing.” Then lo 
and behold, on the Saturday after that 
crder was issued, the police captains 
appeared in the office of Acting Chief 
Haller. He called Commissioner Kaas 
down, and they protested. And one 
cf these inspectors was there with 
him, and his remarks were, “It looks 
to me like a Durkin order,” when 
My God! poor Durkin did not know 
we had the order in mind. But you 
cannot help a guy making those kind 
of remarks. It had nothing to do 
with Durkin. They resented the fact 
a report would come in as to what 
each one was doing. 


Then I said to Kaas before we ever 
creamed of that conference on April 
16, I said, “We will prepare a sur- 
vey and see what everybody is doing, 
why patrolmen are not patrolling.” 
The survey showed some 120 patrol- 
men in some precincts not patrolling. 
None at night. Now, why was that? 
It was a condition I inherited, and in 
ail probability the condition has been 
going on for years. That I know noth- 
ing about. But w2 made an attempt 
te rectify that through this survey. 
And I showed you on that survey 
rames and ages. The thought behind 
night patrolmen was younger men on 
the street. And I gave to you a com- 
plete survey. That first day you had 
the conference, on April 16, I gave 
you names and I gave you ages and 
l gave a record of the duties they 
were doing other than patrolling, and 
recommended that they be put oat for 
patrolling. And what did you do with 
this survey? You had some notes. I 
was never given the survey. I was 


never shown this survey by the tem- 
porary Acting Deputy. Anything to 
the contrary notwithstanding, I never 
saw the survey that was supposed to 
lave been made by bim. The only sur- 
very or only: recommendation he 
might have made was to manipulate 
things over here in headquarters, and 
that was proven to you, yourself, on 
Tuesday, the 16th of April, when you 
didn’t have a complete survey and I 
did, and when you only had notes 
about this building across the street. 


You said to these different division- 
al heads, “I want you and you and you 
to survey your divisions to see wheth- 
er we cannot get men or patrol.” 


And I said to you, “My survey is 
there complete in detail.” And I have 
a copy cf it here with the same 
names, the same ages and the same 
Cuties that they were doing. Now, 
it wasn't a day or two before that 
conference was called—but the most 
significant feature of this whole thing 
apparently is overlooked. On Friday, 
April 12, in the presence of three 
News reporters, when there appeared 
ir the Newark News of that day an 
editorial that in one line in a sense 
criticized me for delaying the clean- 
up of the trials, I took exception to 
that one sentence in the editorial. 


Otherwise, it had nothing to do that 
was in a derogatory way. I was told 
then that was not the inference, but 
I took it to be the inference. And I 
Said to the three members of that 
particular paper thai I defied them,— 
&nd in the presence of those three 
men was Kaas, the Police Commis- 
sioner and Haller, the Acting Chief. 
And I said to them, “What are my 
orders to you? Raid anything that is 
raidable. We will raise the morale, 
we will raise the supposed ]ack of dis- 
cipline.” And thai appeared in the 
News on Friday, April 12. With what 
hasty results? On the next morn- 
ing, Saturday, April 13, I, with the 
other heads, received a letter that you 
were gomg to take over Monday, the 
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15th—follow the dates in sequence— 
Friday night, I said, “Raid anything 
iaidable." Saturday morning a letter 
you are going to take over Monday, 
and you are going to have a confer- 
ence Tuesday at 10:30. We were 
there. There must be some signifi- 
cance attached to that particular type 
of action when that statement was 
made. And I mean it: as long as 1 
am going to be head of that depart- 
ment they can raid anything that is 
raidable. The lack of morale, if it 
dces exist, might be due to the fact 
that the members of the police force 
are afraid to make certain arrests. 
And under my jurisdiction they never 
need be afraid to make any arrests. 


I was born and raised in Newark, as 
wag my wife, daughter and mother 
end father and sister, and my wife’s 
mother ard her four sisters and broth- 
ers, and we are not afraid. 


Mayor Ellenstein: í don't know why 
you have to inject that. I wasn’t 
born in China. 


Acting Director Keenan: It is one 
means of trying to raise the morale. 
Lon’t be afraid to raid anything that 
is raidable, was my statement that 
brought it all about. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Nobody is ques- 
tioning your integrity, I am talking 
about your inactivity. 

Acting Director Keenan: There was 
no inactivity; I have just proven it 
to you. I had to complete the trials 
first. I went into the survey and I is- 
sued orders prior to your taking over. 


Mayor Ellenstein, Now, here is 
where we disagree. You know—I 
think you ought to know, if you don’t 
know, that you would be closeted with 
Mr. Durkin in your private office 
while Deputy Chief Brex, who was 
your deputy and who was certainly 
familiar with police work, and who is 
respected for his police ability, sat 


outside in your outer office. Now, 
Eeputy Chief Brex told me that on 
a number of occasions. You and Mr. 
Lurkin would be closeted there, and 
you completely ignored Deputy Brex 
for that entire period. Now, you say 
you had these police trials. Of couse, 
it did take some time, but it certain- 
3y didn’t take seven months. 


Acting Director Keenan: They are 
Tot over yet. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, please don’t 
interrupt. 


Acting Director Keenan: Don't say 
it didn't take seven months. They are 
zot over yet. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Please don't in- 
terrupt nie. Please. Please. 


-Acting Director Keenan: Go ahead. 


Mayor Kllenstein; You told me 
:about your being born in Newark. 
“That is fine. Please don’t interrupt 
me. Now, during thet entire period 
xou know you completely ignored 
Deputy Chief Brex. I believe the 
Deputy Chief when he says that. I 
iknow he was at one point on the point 
«æf resigning and going back to his 
post and I induced him to stay there. 
Notwithstanding what you might say, 
-4 tak his word for it, because I know 
-he did come to me and said, "It is im- 
possible for me to stay there. Mr. 
Heenan is in the inner room with Mr. 
Durkin and they confer there for 
hours at a time and I sit outside." 
That was Deputy Chief Brex's com- 
plaint. You talk about activity and 
Ao inactivity, I point this out to you 
AS being a significant fact; ever since 
you went in there during the time you 
had been Fire Commissioner you were 
a member of the Safety Board. Now, 
tke Safety Board is a group of which 
30u are a member. Who is the chair- 
aman of that? 


Acting Director Keenan: The Dep- 
aity is always the chairman. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: You were a 
member of that during that entire 
period that that has been in existence. 
"They act like the business committee 
of a grana jury; any complaints that 
come in as to infraction of the regu- 
lationg by policemen and firemen are 
sent to this Public Safety Board. 
That Board met every week, and ‘fin- 
aly every two weeks; but during the 
entire period you were in there it 
did not meet once. So that police- 
men who were cited for infractions 
of the rules and knew that they were 
being cited, not having heard of any 
disposition of it for seven months, 
felt as though they needn’t pay any 
attention to their superiors. Ana 
even though you were Acting Deputy 
in the department, even though you 
were a member of the Public Safety 
Board, you didn’t see that there was 
any meeting called a member of the 
Board or as Acting Director. Cer- 
tainly that is inactivity. When I went 
and supervised the devartment and in- 
sisted that the Board meet, there had 
been an accumulation of fifty or more 
complaints. 


Acting Director Keenan: No, there 
wasn’t. 


Mayor Isllentsein: Now, you didn’t 
dispute it the day I said there were 
fifty or more complaints. Well, any- 
way, there were a number of com- 
piaints, weren't there? 


Acting Director Keenan: Yes, 


Mayor Ellenstein: And the Board 
Zound time immediately to go into 
those complaints, didn’t it? 


Acting Director Keenan: Sure. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why didn’t you 
do it during the seven months you 
were there? Now, it must have come 
to your attention that tickets were 
being sold. That was common knowl- 
edge. Don't you think you should 
have put a stop to it as the Acting 
Director? 
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Acting Director Keenan I issued a 
statement. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want to 
wait until I finish? 


Acting Director Keenan: You asked 
a question; you said, “Don’t you 
think—” 


Mayor Ellenstein: You can wait to 
answer. I know you issued a state- 
ment. But, however, you certainly 
knew who was behind the tickets; you 
knew the organization that was be- 
hind it. You know and I know, at 
least nobody ever sold tickets under 
the name of any director who was the 
head of the Department of Public 
Safety, because it is contrary to the 
law, Those are the things that put 
the Police Department in a bad light. 
And if the Commissioners sat around 
and did nothing about it, it would put 
the entire Commission, say that we 
countenanced it. I never had any ob- 
jections—I don't care and I have no 
quarrel with you whether you have 
political ambitions or not. It didn't 
make any difference to me. But cer- 
tainly, I want to protect myself. 


It was only when the Public Safety 
Board did not meet for seven months, 
it immediately found time to meet 
after I went in there, and disposed of 
all these cases. And it was after 
Deputy Chief Brex had made ail 
these recommendations to you severa: 
times during the period of seven 
months, ‘there was no survey, no re- 
port by you; it was only when I went 
ir. there and undertook to supervise 
the department that you came out 
with a report, as you yourself ad- 
mitted, as the result of a conference, 
not with Deputy Chief Brex—he was 
il the latter part, the last six or 
eight weeks he has been ill—but five 
months before that he wasn't ill and 
you never conferred with him once. 
You never conferred with the Acting 
Chief of Police, you never conferred 
with the divisional heads to determine 
what was wrong with the Police De- 
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partment, to seek their advice. All 
vou did, as you say yourself, you 
sought the advice of Police Commis- 
sioner Kaas. Now, í have no quarrel 
with Commissioner Kaas, the Police 
Commissioner. He hasn’t had the ex- 
perience of these other men. Certain- 
iy, his experience cannot match the 
cumulative experience of all these di- 
visional heads. And everything works 
cut very well, I think you will admit 
now, by the manner in which we do 
it, leaving it to each individual head 
to make recommendations, and then 
we ask each one if they have any sug- 
gestions or advice to give or any ob- 
jections, and we finally arrive at an 
crder which meets with the approval 
of all divisional heads. And while 
you do not agree with me, I know, 
and I am willing to take Deputy Chief 
Brex’s word for it, that he did make 
recommendations to you, that he did 
sit outside while Mr. Durkin was in- 
side conferring with you for hours, 
asd that is the reason he wanted to 
go baek to his old job of Deputy Chief. 
And I induced him to stay, believing 
he would be able to work in coopera- 
tion with you to put the Police De- 
partment on a plane where it right- 
fully belongs in the City of Newark, 


Acting Director Keenan: Are you 
through again? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. And that 
coneludes it after you are through. 


Acting Director Keenan: Well, it 
don't conclude it until I answer it. 


Mayor Ellenstein; After you are 
through. 


Acting Director Keenan: With re- 
gard to my closing the door on Brex, 
I had more visitors in the seven 
months in that office than any of you 
other four, because I am here all day 
every day. And not only Durkin, 
but any other citizen, man or woman, 
was admitted into that office. And 
I want lo tell you, I was kept pretty 
busy. And I never closed my door on 


Prex or anyone else. His door was 
closed more often than mine. He has 
an office there, not just adjacent to 
mine, which I wanted to have him at 
the start. I said, “Frank, why don’t 
vou put your desk here where Whalen 
is?” But he preferred to be in the 
rear. My door was never closed to 
anybody. If there ever was an open 
door policy it has been in that office 
in the last seven months. 


And with regard to Commissioner 
Kaas, he is the ranking head of the 
department, being the Commissioner. 
and he has some thirty-seven years 
€xperience, during which time he must 
have learned something about the Po- 
lice Department. And again I will 
say with regard to Kaas and the 
crew under Kaas, that was the only 
real crew that made any real raids, 
but that was smashed. All right, 
that is all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right, we will 
proceed with the meeting. Now, what 
is your motion? 


Commissioner Byrne: I move we 
transfer one of the present commis- 
sioners to the Director of Public 
Safety.

“In compliance with Section No. 5 
cf the Walsh Act (R. S. 40: 72-11. 
Mayor: Duties. The Mayor shall be 
president of the Board and shall pre- 
Side at its meetings, supervise all de- 
partments and report to the Board 
for its action all matters requiring 
the attention of the Board or any de- 
partment.) JI am herewith submitting 
& report of policies invoked since su- 
pervising the Department of Public 
Safety. 

“On April 16, 1940 I called a con- 
ference at my office of division heads 
of the Police Department. The fol- 
lowing officials attended this confer- 
ence:

“As a result of said meeting and 
with the approval of all present Gen- 
eral Order No. 1 was issued, copy of 
which is attached hereto. 


“On April 17, 1940, in General Or- 
der No. 2, it was estimated that six- 
ty-nine (69) men could be released 
for night patro! duty, it being the 
unanimous opinion of the division 
heads of the Police Department that 
one of the necessary things to be ac- 
complished was the placing of as 
many foot patrolmen on the streets 
&s possible. By said order, special de- 
tails at the Post Office, Federal Beild- 
ings, Newark Airport and State 
agencies were eliminated and five (5) 
men released for night foot patrol 
duty. The Emergency Division, 
which consisted of two complete units 
was decreased to one unit, thus re- 
leasing twenty-four (24) additional 
men for night foot patrol duty. Po- 
lice officers who are performing me- 
chanical, electrical and clerical work 
will be released from duty at such 
time when it is possible to replace 
them with civilians. This will replace 
Patrolmen and release them for police 
duty and will add to the efficiency of 
the Police Department as well as 
prove a decided economic measure. 


“General Order No. 3 was issued as 
a result of a conference held on April 
17th and called for the compilation of 
statistics and for a survey of various 
units in the Police Division. 


“On April 16, 1940 I wrote a letter 
to Acting Director John B. Keenan 
bringing to his attention the lack of 
meetings held by the Board of Pub- 
lie Safety and suggesting that the 
Board meet as soon as possible to 
dispose of approximately fifty (50) 
complaints which had accumulated. 
4 issued on 


“General Order No. 
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April 17, reduces the Arson Squad 
by half. as I was informed that the 
three (3) Firemen attached to this 
Squad ar¢ unnecessary to properly 
carry out its functions. Therefore, 
because cf the claims made that the 
Fire Department is undermanned, 
said three Firemen were returned to 
active fire duty in the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


“General Order No. 5, issued on 
April 22, called the attention of Act- 
ing Director Keenan to the fact that 
since July 1, 1926 no Police Depart- 
ment Manual had been published and 
that many police officers in service 
had never received a copy of the de- 
partmente] rules and regulations. The 
order directs that a revision by prop- 
erly qualified persons in the Depart- 
ment, be made and a new manual 
printed and distributed to every mem- 
ber in the Department. 


“In order that vetter morale and 
discipline be maintained General Or- 
aer No. 6 was issued which restored 
to the Chief of Police the power to 
suspend any member of the Police 
Department for violation of depart- 
mental rules. 


“On May 7th another meeting was 
held with Police Department division 
heads in my office and in compliance 
with a recommendation made by Chief 
Harris, discussed and approved by all 
present, General Order No. 7 was is- 
sued, This order empowers the Chief 
of Police to transfer any member of 
the Department from one division or 
command to another at the request 
of a commanding officer, and further 
ieassigns several units in the Police 
Department. 


“General Order No. 8 was also is- 
sued as à result of the conference 
held on May 7th and provides for the 
ietiring of three (3) Radio Cars. The 
Gistricts formerly served by said cars 
have een taken up by other cars in 
adjoining ‘areas 

| 


The retirement of 
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these three cars released twenty-one 
(21) additional men for night patrol 
duty. 


“General Order No. 9, issued omn 
May "th. 1940, calls for report to ba 
made on the service performed by the 
Financiai District Squad of the De- 
tective Bureau. 


“General Order No. 10 issued on 
May 10th, instructs Police Commis- 
sioner Kaas to notify all superiors and 
ranking officers in the Police Depart- 
ment to disregard any orders issued 
ty Acting Director Keenan and that 
only such orders as may be issued by 
me shall be effective, in accordance 
with a legal opinion given by Cor- 
poration Counsel O'Brien. This or- 
der was issued by me after a confer- 
ence with all division and precinct 
heads of the Police Department. 


“On May 1ith, 1940, a communica- 
tion was sent by me to Inspector 
John A. Brady, of the Police Depart- 
rient, notifying him that pending the 
recovery of Deputy Chief Frank E. 
Brex, Acting Deputy Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, and un- 
til further notice, that he is assigned 
as Assistant Supervisor in the Depart- 
ruent of Public Safety, at the same 
time giving him a temporary leave of 
absence “rom his present duties of 
supervising the precincts in the Po- 
lice Department. This communication 
was sent in compliance with Section 
5 of the Walsh Act, and in concur- 
rence with a legal opinion of Corpora- 
tion Counsel O'Erien. 


In compliance with this communica- 
tion to Inspector Brady, General Or- 
cers No. 12 and 13 were issued to 
the Department notifying it that 
John A. Brady was designated as As- 
sistant Supervisor in the Department 
cf Public Safety. 


“Tt is my belief that for the present, 
ut least, and until further develop- 
ments that Inspector Brady with his 


vast experience in all phases of po- 
lice work will carry out contemplated 
changes which will place the Police 
Department upon the high plane it 
should be. The Inspector has been a 
member of the Newark Police Depart- 
ment since 1907, filling the ranks of 
Tatrolman, Sergeant, Lieutenant, 
Captain and Inspector. During this 
period he has had wide and detailed 
experience in all phases of police ac- 
tivity ard he is constantly on the 
alert for new methods of police ad- 
ministration and is well known 
taroughout the United States for his 
oustanding police work. He is a 
member of the International Associa- 
tion of Police Chiefs, a graduate of 
Rutgers University Scientific Crime 
Detection Course, a lecturer on police 
methods at the same University, and 
has taken a deep interest in social as 
well as crimina! problems. 


“I am attaching hereto copy of 
letter of resignation received from 
Acting Director John B. Keenan and 
a copy of my letter of acceptance 
thereof, both dated May 18th, 1940. 


“On May 8th I issued General Or- 
cer No. 1 to the Fire Department in- 
iorming Chief Engineer Peter Kier- 
nan that as of April 16th I assumed 
Supervisory charge of the Department 
ef Public Safety in accordance with 
Section 5 of the Walsh Act, and in 
concurrence with legal opinion of 
Corporation Counsel O'Brien, I noti- 
fied Chief Engineer Kiernan that ‘It 
‘is my hope to place the Newark Fire 
Department on a high plane as re- 
gards its efficiency, discipline and 
economy. You are, therefore, re- 
Gaested to forward to me, at your 
carliest convenience, any recommend- 
ations you have to suggest which 
would. tend to increase the efficiency 
and discipline of your Department, of 
course with the thought in mind of 
resulting costs to the citizens and 
taxpayers of the city.’ 


‘As a result of this notice to the 
Chief Engineer I received recommend- 
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ations and thereupor called a confer- 
ence for Tuesday, May 14th. This 
meeting was attended by 
Chief Engineer Peter Kiernan.

“At this conference the following 
recommencations were received, con- 
curred in by all of the above, and are 
now being carried out: 


"i—In 1980, when the last firemen 
was appointed, there were 726 fire- 
man in the Department. Today, there 
are 529 firemen, a loss to the Depart- 
ment of 199 firemen through, retire- 
ments, deaths, ete. The National 
Board of Fire Underwriters recom- 
mends that the Department be man- 
ned by no less than 578 firemen, 49 
more than we have at the present 
time. The Board of Engineers of the 
Newark Fire Department recommends 
588 firemen. The reason for this 


quota is to properly man the several 
two-piece companies in the Depart- 
ment. The Board of Engineers quota 
is ten (16) more than that of the Na- 
tional Board cf Fire Underwriters. 


“2—It was recommended that the 
various captains and ten firemen do- 
ing clerical work in Headquarters and 
the Bureau of Combustibles and those 
doing utility work in the repair shop, 
ke replaced by clerks and utility men. 
This will increase the fire-fighting 
personnel of the Department and wil! 
cut the operating expense due to the 
fact that captains receive an annual 
salary of $3,200 and firemen $2,500. 
All this work can be done by clerks 
and utility men at salaries in ac- 
cordance with Civil Service gradings. 
At the present time we are short 
three (3) captains in the fire-fighting 
personnel, These vacancies can be 
filled by the above mentioned cap- 
tains who at present are on special 
detail. 


*3. It was urgently recommended 
that additional and necessary firemen 
be appointed as soon as possible to 
maintain the maximum of efficiency 
in the Fire Department. 


“4__The immediate revision of the 
Department's book of rules and regu- 
lations was ordered. The last revis- 
ion was made in 1926. 


*5—]t has been ;commended that 
the fire prevention code, last amend- 
cd in 1916, be revised and amended 
under the supervision of the Chief 
Engineer. 


*6— It was further recommended 
that when revisions of the Depart- 
ment’s hook of rules and regulations 
and the fire prevention code has been 
completed that a copy of each be giv- 
en to evdry member of the Depart- 
ment. ! 


«n. Thé abolishment of several fire 
companies has resulted m many al- 


ilerations and corrections to the pres— 
ent running schedule book with the- 
result that it is now confusing. ft. 
has been recommended, in the inter- 
est of efficiency, that a new running: 
schedule book be compiled immediate— 
ly unde» the supervision of the Chief 
Engineer. 


*8—]It has been recommended that: 
conferences of the heads of the vari— 
ous divisions of the Department of 
Fublic Safety be held periodically as 
it is my beliief that such conferences 
wil work for increased cooperation. 
und efficiency.

C. Supplemented Cases— 


W. P. A. cases supplemented by 
the Department of Public Welfare 
assistance shall, for the purpose 
of food stamp participation, lose 
their status as W.P.A. cases and 
shall be classified as Department 
of Public Welfare cases. The 
minima and maxima shown in 
III-A. above, shall apply to all 
such cases. 


D. Cooperative or Consolidated Cases 


All familieg receiving more than 
one type of public assistance or 
employment from W.P.A. should 
be treated as cooperative consoli- 
dated cases. In setting up these 
cases, the following method 
should be employed.

¢3) The sum of $273,000 for major 
alterations, improvements and re- 
pairs to the existing Belmont 
Avenue School building, to con- 
vert the structure to meet with 
high school requirements, includ- 
ing major alterations and im- 
provements, such as structure 
Steel work, remodeling the build- 
ing practically throughout, includ- 
ing new lavatories, kitchen, cafe- 
teria, home economics room, stock 
room, principal's office, nurse's 
. and teachers' rooms, an entirely 
new gymnasium, ete., including 
` Architects fees and contingen- 
cies. 


The sum of $25,000 for new 
equipment required for such Bel- 
nont Avenue school building. 


To, secure ihe repayment of said 
sum so borrowed, there shall be issu- 
ed pursuant to said Article 8, bonds 
of the aggregate principal amount of 
$585,000, in the corporate name of the 
City of Newark. 
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Section 2. Pursuant to said Article 
8 of the Revised Statutes of New Jer- 
sey, it is hereby determined that said 
new building to replace the existing 
Dayton Street School is to be a build- 
ing of fireproof construction, as de- 
fined in said Article 8 of the Revised 
Statutes, and that said existing Bel- 
mont Avenue School Building is a 
building of non-fireproof construction, 
as defined in said Article 8 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and that the avevage 
of the different periods assigned by 
Said Article 8 of the Revised Statutes 
to the several purposes for which said 
bonds are to ‘be issued, taking into 
consideration the amount of bonds to 
be issued on account of the several 
purposes, is thirty years. 


Said bonds shall be desig- 
nated “School Bonds" and shall be 
coupon bonds, registerable at the op- 
tion of the holder as to principal 
alone, or as to both principal and in- 
terest.

funds available for emergency relief,

WHEREAS, by the provisions of 
this Bill, a number of municipalities 
with a light relief burden will receive 
from the State for the year, 1940, 
sums in excess of $900,000.00 more 
than they received in 1939, and 


WHEREAS, by the terms of this 
Bill, other municipalities, whose re- 
lief burdens and obligations are great 
and oppressive, will receive from the 
State of New Jersey a small percent- 
age of local relief costs than was 
paid in 1939, and 


WHEREAS, the same group of mu- 
nicipalities, where the relief load is 
greatest, will, under the provisions of 
this Bill, be required to submit to un- 
fair, discriminatory and unworkable 
restrictions as a condition to the re- 
ceipt of even the reduced percentage 
of state aid, and 


WHEREAS, there is likelihood and 
danger that many of the municipali- 
ties affected will be unable to comply 
with these restrictions, and, as a re- 
sult, will forfeit a substantial amount 
of their already reduced share in state 
relief funds, and 


WHEREAS, the reduced percentage 
of state aid and the imposition of 
the restrictions as a condition to re- 
ceipt of the reduced amount of state 
aid threaten to demoralize and disrupt 
the administration of emergency re- 
lief in the City of Newark, and in 
most of the large communities of the 
State of New Jersey where the relief 
problem is most acute, and 


WHEREAS there is no justification 
in reason or fairness at a time when 
relief costs are declining, for the pay- 
ment to a group of municipalities of 
approximately $900,000.00 ‘of state 
funds for emergency relief over and 
above what was paid to these munici- 


palities during 1939, when their re- 
lief load was greater than it is in 
1940, and 


WHEREAS the program expressed 
in Senate Bill No. 280 constitutes in 
most cases a contrioution to munici- 
palities which do not need it, and a 
reduction in the case of municipali- 
ties which cannot afford it, and 


WHEREAS, the restrictions im- 
posed upon the municipalities placed 
in the less favored group, as a con- 
dition to the full receipt of their re- 
duced share of state funds, are un- 
democratic and political, and tend to 
humiliate and degrade relief recipients 
whose misfortune it is to reside in 
communities having a great relief 
burden, and 


WHEREAS, these restrictions dis- 
criminate between the unemployed re- 
Siding in municipalities whose relief 
problem is great, and the unemployed 
who happen to reside in more for- 
tunate municipalities, 


AND WHEREAS the Bil, by ar- 
bitrary classification of municipalities 
on the basis of ratables, with contri- 
butions from the state, which the 
State cannot at this time afford, to 
the more fortunate municipalities, and 
the imposition of deductions and re- 
strietions in the case of the "have 
not" communities,—is un-American 
&nd serves to encourage antagonisms 
among the various sections of the 
State, and to divide the state against 
itself.

2: No plenary retail consumption li- 
censee shall permit, allow, or suffer 
any female employed on the licensed 
premises to accept any food or drink, 
alcoholic or otherwise, at the expense 
of any customer or patron. 
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8: No employee of a plenary retail 
consumption licensea shall permit, al- 
low or suffer any female employed 
on the licensed premises to accept 
any food or drink, alcoholic or other- 
wise, at the expense of any customer 
or patron. 


4: No employer of any female em- 
ployed on premises licensed under a 
plenary retail consumption license, or 
his employee or employees, shall per- 
mit, allow or suffer any female em- 
ployed on the licensed premises to 
accept any food or drink, alcoholic or 
otherwise, at the expense of any cus- 
tomer or patron. 


5: No female employed on premises 
licensed under a plenary retail con- 
sumption license shall sit at any 
table or stand or sit at any bar, with 
any customer or patron. 


6: Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordin- 
ance shall upon conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or be 
imprisoned for a period not exceeding 
thirty (30) days, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court imposing the 
same.

WHEREAS, the Board of Commis- 
sioners has heretofore, by an ordin- 
ance duly adopted on the 29th day of 
May, 1940, appropriated the sum of 
$600,000 for said purpose, and desires 
to provide for the issuance of bonds 
as hereinafter authorized, to meet 
said appropriation: NOW, THERE- 
FORE, 


The Board of Commissioners of tha 
City of Newark DO ORDAIN as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. The sum of $585,000 
Shal be borrowed by The City of 
Newark pursuant to Article & of 
Chapter 6 of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes of New Jersey for the pur- 
pose of meeting the following appro- 
priations made by the ordinance en- 
titled “An Ordinance appropriating 
$600,000 for School Purposes and pro- 
viding for the issuance of notes to 
meet such appropriations,” adopted 
by the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark on the 29th day of 
May, 1940, for the following purposes 
respectively, viz.: - 


(1) The sum of $285,000 for the erec- 
tion of a new building to replaze 
the existing Dayton Street 


School, tentatively consisting of 
two (2) stories and basement, 
containing ten (10) classrooms, 
kindergarten, auditorium, gym- 
nasium, shop, home economics 
room, principal's office, health of- 
fice, teachers’ rooms, lavatories, 
etc., including the acquisition of 
necessary land, Architect’s fees 
and contingencies. 
(2) The sum of $17,000 for the orig- 
inal equipment required for such 
new Dayton Street School build- 
ing. 


The sum of $273,000 for major 
alterations, improvements and 
repairs to the existing Belmont 
Avenue School building, to con- 
vert the structure to meet with 
high school requirements, includ- 
ing major alterations and im- 
provements, such as structure 
steel work, remodeling the build- 
ing practically throughout, in- 
cluding new lavatories, kitchen, 
cafeteria, home economics room, 
stock room, principal’s office, 
nurse’s and teachers’ rooms, an 
entirely new gymnasium, etc., in- 
cluding Architect’s fees and con- 
tingencies. 

(4) The sum of $25,000 for new 
equipment required for such Bel- 
mont Avenue School building. 


To secure the repayment of said sum 
so borrowed, there shall be issued pur- 
suant to said Article 8, bonds of the 
aggregated principal amount of $585,- 
0C0, in the corporate name of the 
City of Newark. 


Section 2. Pursuant to said Article 
& of the Revised Statutes of New Jer- 
sey, it is hereby determined that said 
new building to replace the existing 
Dayton Street School is to be a build- 
ing of fireproof construction, as de- 
fined in said Article 8 of the Revised 
Statutes, and that said existing Bel- 
mont Avenue School Building is a 
building of non-fireproof construction, 
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as defined in said Article 8 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and that the average of 
the different periods assigned by said 
Article 8 of the Revised Statutes to 
the several purposes for which said 
bonds are to be issued, taking into 
consideration the amount of bonds to 
be issued on account of the several 
purposes, is thirty years. 


Section 3. Said bonds shall be desig- 
nated "School Bonds" and shall be 
coupon bonds, registerable at the op- 
tion of the holder as to principal alone 
or as to both prineipal and interest. 
Said bonds shall consist of five hun- 
dred and eighty-five bonds of the de- 
nomination of $1,000 each, numbered 
from 1 to 585, inclusive, in the or- 
der of their maturity, and shall be 
dated July 1, 1940 and shall mature 
in annual installments or series on 
July 1st in each year as follows, viz.: 
Fifteen bonds in each of the years 
1941 to 1943, inclusive, and twenty 
bonds in each of the years 1944 to 
1970, inclusive. Said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not ex- 
ceed six per centum (696) per annum. 
Such interest shall be payable semi- 
annually on each January 1st and July 
Ist subsequent to the date of said 
bonds. 


Section &. The principal of and in- 
terest on said bonds shall be payable 
in lawful money of the United States 
of America at The National State 
Bank of the City of Newark, in New- 
ark, New Jersey. Each of said bonds 
snall be signed by the Mayor of said 
City and countersigned by the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Revenue and 
Finance of said City. The corpor- 
ate seal of said City shall be affixed 
to each of said bonds and such bond 
and said seal shall be attested by the 
City Clerk. The interest coupons to 
be attached to said bonds shall be 
authenticated by the fac-simile signa- 
ture of said Director of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance. 


Section 5, The principal of any 
promissory notes issued pursuant to 


said ordinance adopted on the 29th 
day of May, 1940, shall be paid from 
the moneys raised by the issuance of 
bonds pursuant to this ordinance. No 
promissory notes shall be issued pur- 
suant to said ordinance adopted on 
the 29th day of May, 1940 after bonds 
shall have been issued pursuant to 
this ordinance. 


Section 6. This ordinance shall take 
effect at the time and in the man- 
ner provided by law.

Any 
time one looks out the window there 
it sort of kills the Lappy feeling that 
he is in at the time. I know that my 
tenants all disagree on having such 
a business put up there. They are 
all for a residential district, and I 
know that the property and every- 
thing will be depreciated.

Dear Mayor: 


I am grateful to you and sincere- 
ly appreciate the fact that on Wed- 
nesday, June 12th, 1940, you sponsor- 
ed my appointment to the Tax Board 
of the City of Newark and were sup- 
ported by Commissioner Franklin, 
whose action I also appreciate. I was 
perfectly willing to serve the City of 
Newark to the best of my ability and 
to justify your confidence in me and, 
therefore, I was sworn in on June 
18th, 1940, and appeared at the meet- 
ing of the Tax Board on Friday, June 
14th, 1940, to assume my duties. 


I had hoped that therewould be no 
further opposition from Directors 
Murphy and Byrne, and was very 
much surprised when I was served 
with papers indicating that proceed- 
ings hac been instituted. 


While it is probably the fact that 
my appointment was perfectly legal 
and would probably be sustained by 
the Supreme Court, nevertheless, the 
situation, as it appears, is that tha 
matter could probably not be argued 
before October and would, in all prob- 
ability, not be decided for several 
months thereafter. I would, therefore, 
be unable to serve on the Tax Board 
with full confidence on the part of 


the public that my acts are legal for 
many months to come, and further, I 
would not desire to collect a salary 
for services which I did not render. 


Under the circumstances, a mem- 
ber of the Tax Board should be one 
whose acts are not legally in ques- 
tion, and deprecating the fact that my 
appointment has become a bone of con- 
tention between the Commissioners, 
I feel that I ought not to allow my- 
Self to become the subject of further 
htigation between the City and its 
Commissioners and, therefore, deem 
it for the best interests of all con- 
cerned that I do not continue as a 
member of the Tax Board. I, there- 
fore, hereby resign as a member of 
the Tax Board.

a contract for the benefit of said work- 
ers, laborers and mechanics upon 
which said laborers, workers and me- 
chanics shall have the right to main- 
tain action for the difference between 
the prevailing rate of wage and the 
rate of wage actually received by 
them; and all euch contracts shall con- 
tain the further provision that in case 
any dispute arises as to the amount 
of the prevailing rate of wage, said 
dispute shall be referred to the Com- 
missioner of Labor of the State of 
New Jersey or to such person as will 
be designated by said Commissioner 
of Labor as an arbitrator to settle said 
dispute, the parties to be bound by 
the decision of such arbitrator. 


2. This ordinance shall apply to ali 
contracts ag defined in Section 1 
hereof, whether oral or in writing. 


$. All advertisements for bids and 
all specifications in pursvance of any 
law requiring the advertisement for 
bids shall including specific reference 
ta this ordinance and shall contain a 
copy of section 1 hereof. 


4 This ordimance shall take effect 


immediately upon final passage and 
publication according to law.

J received your letter of August 
15th, relative to the plant of the Tube 
Reducing Corporation, and as in- 
structed by the City Commission, I 
respectfully submit the following re- 
port: 


On Monday afternoon, by appoint- 
ment, I went to 24 Grafton Avenue, 
and met Mr. Campbell, Vice President 
of the Corporation, and one of hig as- 
sistants, who conducted me through 
the plant and gave me such inform- 
ation as I requested. Unfortunately 
there was no plan of the proposed new 
construction at hand for my examina- 
tion. I also toured the neighborhood, 
once in the morning and once late at 
night, so that I might weigh alone 
the worth of the somewhat conflicting 
opinions of record. 


It appears to me that the burden of 
proving the absence of a possible nu- 


sance rests with the applicant, and 2s 
only a seismograph can present the 
“acts relative to treriors in the earth. 
AX might be asked “hat they submit 
this type of record preliminary to set- 
tling this part of the controversy. 


It is admitted, and it is also evident, 
that there is a varied amount of of- 
fensive noise emanating from the 
plant. Consequently this industry is 
a non-conforming zoning use and may 
not be enlarged, unless an exception 
to the rule is confirmed by the City 
Commission. 


When it comes to' sound, I am not an 
expert; however, my text books and 
my experience lead me to believe that 
this item in dispute can be largely 
and sufficiently eliminated, but not in 
an everyday factory structure. 


If the City Commission wishes io 
assure reasonable cuiet in granting 
an exception to the Code, then the 
conditions of approval would of nec- 
essity be: That money must be spent 
for solid masonry walls with natural 
light admitted only tnrough glass 
brick panels; insulation of roof decks 
and positive ventiletion; that there 
be a minimum of doorways, and that 
shese remain closed a night, except- 
‘ng in case of emergency; and that 
trucking and car loading be limited 
to specific hours. 


Respecfully submitted, 
Frederic Bigelow, 
Superintendent of Buildings." 


I agree with Mr. Bigelow that the 
burden is on the other side. At the 
last meeting you asked the question 
whether this plant would be operated 
at night. I suppose the Commission 
ought to be told now whether it will 
be. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are you prepared 
to answer that question? 


Mr. Foosaner: Yes. And I would 


like to make a statement that will 
take three minutes, after which time 
I would lixe to close the applicant's 
case. 


On the side of the objectors we find 
approximately twenty-five individuais 
have come in before this body and 
they object to excessive noise ard vi- 


. bration, to moving refrigerators and 
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cracked walls. They say the Tube 
Reducing Corporation does not be- 
long here, it is a bonton area. 


On the other side we have twenty- 
nine affidavits and petitioning letters. 
We have affidavits of four engineers 
in a ealm, practieal way as to what 
might be done remedially. There are 
112 employees at the plant and over 
$100,000 a year payroll; that we are 
te build a $100,000 extension necessi- 
tating further employees and commen- 
surate payrolls. There are other 
Newark firms wholly or partially de- 
pendent on the applicant corporation; 
and finally and primarily we empha- 
size that you gentlemen have a Board 
of Adjustment, who, heard these ob- 
jectors on July 16, and as much in 
detail because we did not leave here 
until after seven o’clock in the eve- 
ning. It was only after they heard 
cach individual objector that this Zon- 
ing Board went out to personally ex- 
haustively investigate this situation, 
and they came back with a two or 
three page typewritten report in 
which they voted unanimous approval. 
They examined these thing personally, 
ond it was a unanimous approval. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The impressionn 
I had when you folks left here last 
Wednesday was that you were going 
to try to get together with the engi- 
neers to determine whether or not 
there would be a reduction in the 
noise as a result of the construction 
of this plan. And whether they 
would consent to not operate those 
two machines that produce the great- 
er portion of the noise, between cer- 
tain hours. Have you consultec your 


chent to find out whether or not they 
could operate the plant with those 
two machines that produce the great- 
er portion of the noise not operating 
between certain hours of the night? 
lt would be specifically upon that con- 
dition and that condition alone. Ii 
any of those machines were operated 
at night, then the permit could be 
revoked. 


Mr. Brams: You mean the sawing 
&nd reducing machines to be stopped 
at nine o'clock. Yes, the people here 
seem to feel satisfied. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That would give 
the people relief. We are all agreed 
that the reduciag machines and saw- 
ing machines are the causes of the 
noise largely, and then the falling of 
these pipes. I understand this build- 
ing is to have a crane which will avoid 
that noise. 


Mr. Foosaner: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Can you make it 
nine o'clock? 


Mr. Campbell: Yes. It will be very 
inconvenient, but if you want it— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You folks would 
rather have it nine o'clock. Does 
that seem to meet with the approval 
of your clients? 


Mr. Beers: Yes, your Honor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Will you state 
for the record—either one of you—I 
would rather either one of you do :t 
with the acquiescence of the other, 
the condition on which the permit is 
to be granted? That the two reduc- 
ing — that any reducing machine or 
any sawing machine will not be in 
operation between the hours of nine 
P. m. in the evening and eight a. m. 
in the morning. 


Mr. Beers; Will you repeat that? 
Mayor Ellenstem That this permit 
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is granted only on the condition that 
none of the reducing machines or 
sawing machines will be in operation 
between the hours of nine p. m. in 
the evening and eight a. m. in the 
morning. There is a stretch there cf 
eleven hours. 


Mr. Foosaner: May I ask whether 
or not seven o’clock would suffice? 
The shifts run eight hours. It means 
merely cutting down the employment 
of employees. 


Mr. Campbell: I want it understood 
correctly on what grounds the per- 
mit will be granted. There has been 
& lot of talk and I just want to have 
it understood clearly. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will state it. 
and if any of the Commissioners have 
anything to add or detract from it, 
or if you have any objections, you 
may state them. The permit will be 
granted on condition, first, that the 
applicant makes the representation 
that the noise will be very much de- 
creased in the operation of the new 
plant, and it is based upon that rep- 
resentation that the City Commission 
grants the permit on condition that 
there won't be sufficient noise made 
between the hours of nine in the eve- 
ning and seven in the morning so as 
to disturb the sleep of those living in 
that locality. If the noises are suffi- 
cient to disturb their sleep, then the 
permit in so far as the operation of 
the plant between the hours of nine 
in the evening and seven in the morn- 
ing is revoked, and the permit con- 
tinues for the operation of the plant 
between seven in the morning and 
nine in the evening. And the City 
Commission shall be the judge of 
those noises, if such noises do arise. 


Mr. Foosaner: Your statement, in 
so far as it appears verbatim on the.: 
record will suffice.

I am wondering whether 
the Law Department can give us a 
legal opinion whether or not the In- 
surance Fund Commission has the au- 
thority to handle Workmen’s Com- 
pensation cases. All I know is that 
they forward a bill to my department 
for this man who injured himself 
working in one of the windows, and 
was in the hospital and operated on. 
Now, have they got that authority? 
Or is that empowered in the directors 
of the different departments? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think it ought 
to be referred to the Law Department. 


Mr. O'Brien: I will answer that. We 
have been checking into that, and f 
have mentioned it to either you o 
Mr. Costello— 


Commissioner Murphy: Mine just 
came in today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Schaeffer 
spoke to me about the matter where 
I think it was John McGeehan’s office 
about to settle a case, the city had 
expended $900 in medical fees in 1934. 
There apparently isn't any liability— 
or the liability is very questionable, 
so Mr. McGeehan said if the city will 
concede—under the Act the city will 
be entitled to, I think it is, $700. Mr. 
MeGeehan— 


Mr. O'Brien: That would not come 
within the purview of Director Mur- 
phy’s question, because his deals with 
compensation. 


Mayor Ellenstein It applies to an 
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employee in Director Murphy’s de- 
partment. 


Commissioner Franklin: That is a 
particular case he is talking about. 


Mayor Ellenstein: A question arose 
as to whether the Insurance Fund 
Commission should accept that and 
make a settlement by resolution, but 
since the Department of Revenue and 
Finance had paid the Insurance Fund 
Commission for the amount of the 
doctor’s bills expended, then the reso- 
lution ought to come from the Direc- 
tor of Revenue and Finance, before 
the City Commission, to accept it in 
settlement. The Law Department 
recommended the settlement, 


Mr. O'Brien: In other words, is this 
a matter in which there was a negli- 
gence action brought against a third 
party but because we had paid com- 
pensation-—the city had paid compen- 
sation as a result of this same injury, 
we filed a claim against any settle- 
ment or judgment that might be 
made? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Correct. 


Commissioner Franklin: This isn't 
for salary, this is for a medical bill. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
right, ihe doctor and the charge at 
the hospital. 


Mr. O'Brien: Whether it be medical 
bills or anything else, the answer to 
the question is, just as you mentioned, 
it was charged against the Director 
of Revenue and Finance, and that 
point alone would not entitle him to 
determine whether or not that action 
should be taken and whether we 
should accept that settlement. There 
are other reasons as indicated by him 
which were beyond the scope of this 
particular one we are checking into, 
and he can have an answer on that 
if he wants it; but on this there cau. 
not be any question as to the right of 


the Director against the Insurance 
Fund Commission to determine wheth- 
er this settlement or adjustment will 
be made, whatever the terms are. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think at 
the present time employees working 
for the city are under the impression 
that as soon as they are injured they 
are to report to the Insurance Funi 
Commission and that they handle 
their case. That appears to be the 
understanding I think with a number 
of them, because this just came to 
my attention now after the man has 
been in the hospital and operated on. 
And while I certainly have no objec- 
tion to meeting the necessary finan- 
cial obligations he was put to on it 
from the city's end of it, I am won- 
dering if there is any legal authority- 


Mayor Ellenstein: Whether you 
paid it direct or whether the insur- 
ance fund— 


Commissioner Murphy: What au- 
thority has the insurance fund com- 
mission got to handle these workmen 
ecinpensation cases under tbe law? 


Mr. O’Brien: We are checking into 
that now. I will give you an answer 
on that now, because we have gone 
into it far enough as a result of the 
case—it was Mr. Costello I spoke to 
—in connection with that Insurance 
Fund Commission, for a great num- 
ber of years running back, I guess, 
Since it has been here, has taken and 
essumed jurisdiction over compensa- 
tion cases in the city, but I do not 
believe that the Insurance Fund Com- 
mission as it is set up in this city has 
any jurisdiction over these cases. And 
while it has done that long before this 
Commission or the preceding Commis- 
sion or even the one preceding that. 
it has nevertheless done that, I sup- 
pose in an endeavor to be useful in 
connection with the work of the City. 
But so far as legal authority goes, it 
is our tentative opinion, and I believe 


‘it wil be confirmed when we ‘finish 
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our checking into the setting up of 
the fund, that the fund has no juris- 
diction over compensation cases and it 
should not handle them, and the direc- 
tor of each department should handle 
them, make his investigation, and 
after he has his investigation refer 
the matter to the Law Department for 
handling. I think that will be our 
recommendation to the Commissioners 
after we have completed our check-up 
in the matter. 


I spoke to Mr. Costello about it— 


Mayor Ellenstein: I spoke to Mr. 
Schaeffer about this case. 


Mr. O'Brien: Well, I did not speak 
about any case to Mr. Costello, but 
just procedural matters. 


Commissioner Murphy: That might 
be so, the proper course— 


Mr. O'Brien: It means the employee 
should not go to the Insurance Fund 
Commission on that basis. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 


what I am trying to get at. 


Commissioner Byrne: Are we self- 
insurers? 


Mr. O'Brien: We are. 


Commissioner Byrne: One hundred 
per cent? 

Mr. O’Brien: On compensation, I 
think so. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think that 
ought to come before the whole Com- 
mission. 


Mr. O'Brien: I don't know whether 
—I would have to check in to see 
whether we have set up any separate 
fund for compensation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I spoke to Mr. 
Schaeffer as to the amount actually 


expended each year and the amount 
it would cost the city for compensa- 
tion insurance. I have forgotten the 
figures, but it was a very much larg- 
er amount saved than I thought could 
have been saved. 


Mr. O'Brien: Oh, I imagine your 
. Saving is very big. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Self insurers on 
compensation there is a larger sum of 
money saved. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think the 
Act does give us the right for the 
City Commission to set up a separate 

. fund. Now, just the legal angle of 
it I àm not clearly familiar with, but 
that may be a point with the City 
Commission after we get a recom- 
mendation as to whether we should 
set up a separate fund in treating 
with this whole thing or whether each 
Director should handle his own cases. 


Mr. O'Brien: Presently I would say 
that each Director has the right to 
handle such cases. 


Commissioner Murphy: You wil 
clarify that for us. 


Mr. O’Brien: I will clarify it in the 
opinion. It just came up and we 
checked into it ourselves. 


Commissioner Murphy: I just hap- 
pened to get this bili downstairs on 
this man, and I thought it was a good 
time, being there was so much talk 
about the other cases, to get it clear. 


Mr. O’Brien: I think that is some- 
thing for your determination, Direc- 
tor, rather than for the Insurance 
Fund Commission. 


Commissioner Byrne: If we are 100 
per cent. self insurers for compensa- 
tion we are liable to a large series of 
suits, that the city should be protect- 
ed to the fullest extent by coming be- 
fore the Commussion or by having the 
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Insurance Fund Commission, if we are 
liable 100 per cent. for any claim, 
there ig the responsibility that can 
come in at any time, and I think we 
should take every means to protect 
that. 


Mr. O’Brien: I think so. 


Commissioner Byrne: And won't 
that come before the City Commission 
as a whole? 


Mr. O'Brien: Not necessarily; but 
you certainly should have the fund 
properly set up with proper investiga- 
tors, and so on, to handle these cases. 
After all, things are sent to the de- 
partment, we get the file and we act 
upon the file. We make some check- 
ups in the file, but we depend on the 
information given by the client plus 
what we may check down as it ap- 
pears necessary. But the insurance 
companies in handling the thing will 
have their investigators make thor- 
cugh ivestigations before they hand 
the claim file over to their lawyer or 
adjuster, as the case may be. And 
I think that same procedure should be 
very definitely followed here. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, we

Mayor Ellenstein: What do you say 
about that? 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, 
contention is—

Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Ward. 
Commissioner Murphy: Pardon me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This resolution 
alleges that Mr. Ward made a mis- 
take in representation to the City 
Commission. 


Mr. Ward: In the first place, the 
opinion was and is that there is a 
50 year lease; that the tenant com. 
plied with the requirements by erect- 
ing a two-story building, and upon 
that condition having been met the 
50 year lease came into existence. 


Before I refer to the matter of the 
resolution I want to direct the atten- 
tion of the members of he Commis- 
sion that the words “immediately to 
erect a building” are contained not 
only in relation to the two-story 
building but also the one-story build- 
ing; and if Director Murphy is 
making his determination upon the 
immediate erection of a building, 
then he has to read that “immediate” 
as it might relate to the one-story 
and the two stories. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then the tenant 
has no lease at all? 


Mr. Ward: Under those circum- 
Stances, he never erected a one-story 
building or a two-story building, so 
he has no lease. ` 


In the matter of the resolution, , 


the question which came up which 
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was raised by Director Murphy: 
Mayor Ellenstein asked me if there 
had been any extension of time, and 
I said I thought there had been. And 
the Mayor asked me if it was by 
resolution of the City Commission, 
and I said I thought it had been. 


I immediately went back—Commis- 
sioner Byrne turned to me and said, 
“Is this a legal matter for the city 
to pay?” And I said yes. On my 
saying so, Director Byrne signed that 
resolution, and upon the same say-so 
the other Commissioners signed it. 


Now, I did go back and I found 
this resolution in my papers which ap- 
peared to be a copy of a resolution 
adopted on December 29, 1936. I im. 
mediately made a copy of that resolu- 
tion and sent it to Director Murphy, 
and subsequently— ; 

Mayor Ellenstein: Is that a certi- 
fied copy, but it has the appearances 
of a copy of a resolution which I re- 
lied upon. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You don't know 
whether that resolution was actually 
passed by the City Commission or 
not? You don't now know? 


Mr. Ward: The record so far has 
failed to disclose it. We have not 
been able to find. the conference min- 
utes. 


Mayor Ellenstein; But you have a 
lease properly executed by the City? 


Mr. Ward: Yes, we have a lease— 


Mayor Ellenstein: A 50 year lease, 
I am talking about. 


Mr. Ward: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Would it make 


any difference whether this was ac- 
tually a certified copy of any resolu- 
tion passed prior :o the execution of 
the lease or not? 


Mr. Ward: It would not make any 
difference because there would be ac- 
quiescence on the »art of the city by 
acceptance of the rent. 


Commissioner Murphy: In other 
words, in your opinion this has no 
bearing on the situation whatsoever, 
is that right? 


Mr. Ward: Not now, no. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Not after the 
lease is properly executed. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
there isn't any such resolution now, 
according to the rekord ‘that they 
have investigated. 


Mr. Ward: Mr. Stanton has search- 
ed the records in the City Clerk's of- 
fice. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That wouldn't 
make any difference? 


Mr. Ward: That wouldn't make any 
aGiuerence. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then it is the 
position of the Law Department now, 
your legal opinion, that the money is 
due. Is that what you are advising 
the City Commission? 


Mr. Ward: My Opinion is the ten- 
ant has a 50 year lease and the com- 
mission is due the broker. 


Commissioner Murphy: I would like 
to state, Mr. Mayor, I have been 
served by counsel McGlynn, who has 
applied for à writ of mandamus, so, 
of course, if the position of the Com- 
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mission is just the same and it hasn't 
changed, I told him I was going to 
bring it up before the City Commis, 
sion, my position. Of course, in the 
meantime he went into Court and ap- 
plied for a writ of mandamus and 
served me yesterday afternoon, Í 
think it was, if I am nct misteken,— 
late yesterday afternoon, So, of course 
1 will just simply have to defend the 
position I have taken on being served 
by counsel, unless the City Commis- 
sion wants to instruct the Law De- 
partment— 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is silly and ri- 
diculous when the Law Department 
gives the City Commission an opin- 
ion that the money is due and owing, 
to ask the Law Department to go in 
and defend it. If you have had ex- 
pert legal advice that you are not 
obliged to pay the money by order of 
the City Commission, why, go in and 
get your expert legal adviser to de- 
fend it. But how can you ask the 
Law Department of the City to go in 
and defend your action when their 
opinion is what prompted the City 
Commission —~ the majority of the 
City Commission to sign the resolu- 
tion? It is ridiculous. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
everything I do is ridicuolus in your 
opinion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is still their 
opinion. You uncovered that there is 
no such resolution— 


Commissioner Murphy: I am getting 
their opinion now just like you are. 
After  uncovering this resolution, 
nothing was adopted by any City 
Commission and was still made part 
of the Law Department files. I still 
believe and am legally advised that 
the city is in a good position in order 
to contend that there is no 50 year 


lease there, and I, as Revenue and 
Finance Director, certainly do not in- 
tend to pay out $26,000 in fees as 
long as I am being advised that way. 


Now, the Law Department is ad- 
vising the City Commission otherwise. 
I have been served by counsel repre- 
senting the company involved. As 
far as I am concerned as Revenue and 
Finance Director, J am goig to con- 
test into Court this case here. And 
if it is necessary I will carry it right 
in there with my own counsel. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right; 
that is what you should do. 
Commissioner Murphy: It isn't 


right, but I will say it is right for 
me to carry on. 


Mr. O'Brien: May I say, Mr. Mayor, 
if Director Murphy has any suit in. 
stituted against him in his official 
capacity and he feels he has any de- 
fense to that action, why, the Law De- 
partment at his request will certainly 
present all of his views, such as are 
pertinent, of course, to the case, and 
will represent him if he wants us to. 
That is our job, and we are glad to 
do it, We have been in that position 
before where we had approved mat- 
ters and the question came up, we 
told the Court what our opinion was 
and what we had done, and the Direc- 
tors had certain other views which 
they desired to present, and we pre- 
sented them. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want the 
Law Department to contest that man- 
damus proceedings started against 
you? : 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t know 
whether the opinion given now is all 
right or not. The position taken by 
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the City Commission is they can't. 
He says he can. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I say it is an in- 
consistent position, I don't say they 
cannot. If you ask the Law Depart- 
ment to represent you, they will rep- 
resent you. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
tc make this request, that I went 
along on this resolution on the as- 
surance of Mr. Ward. In view of the 
fact there is no resolution on record, 
J would like to ask Mr. McGlynn if 
he would stay that mandamus pro- 
ceeding to enable me to look into 
this, for one week. Otherwise, I 
would have to move, on your opinion, 
to have this resolution rescinded, if 
there is no resolution. I think you 
must have a resolution. "That is the 
way I have been advised hurriedly. 
But in order to solve the whole prob- 
lem, I would ask Mr. McGlynn, as 
counsel for the plaintiff, if he would 
delay the mandamus proceeding. 


Mr. McGlynn: Commissioner Byrne, 
I have been delaying this since June 
at everybody’s request. Commission. 
er Murphy told me Monday afternoon 
at 5:30 on the telephone he would noi 
give me a check. He mentioned noth- 
ing about this resolution. Earlier in 
the afternoon he gave us a personal 
reason why he wouldn’t give us a 
check, and they have no legal status 
whatsoever.

Is 
that right? Instead of that, you 
didn't say anything further to me at

this whole thing. 


Mr. McGlynn: I told you at three 
o’eluc’x Monday afternoon when I was 
in your oifice there was only one thing 
left for me to do. You said you 
diun't ceace if it was pursued a hun- 
dred times. 


Commissioner ILTurphy: I told you 
as far ag the personal statement was 
concerned—it wasn’t a personal state- 
ment—ithe only thing I had to say 
was, 1 didn’t care what came up be- 
fore the City Commission upstairs, 
that insofar as I was concerned, I was 
going to carry cn my job. If you 
consider that personal, that is your 
business. 
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Mr. McGlynn: I asked you to give 
me a reason why you would not sign 
the check. You didn't give me a rea- 
Son— 


Mayor Ellenstein: What were the 
personal reasons? 


Commissioner Murphy: Because I 
had not denitely determined my full 
position, 


Mayor Elienstein: I would like to 
know while this is going on, what 
were the personal reasons. 


Mr. McGlynn: He told me he would 
do everything he could to inconven- 
icmce snd annoy the people upstairs. 


Commissicner Murphy: Oh, get out 
New you know that isa’t so. 


Mr. .ieGlynn: That is exactly what 
vou said. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That has always 
keen your attitude, just an obstrue- 
tionist. 


Commissioner Murphy: You know 
that is just because you are playing 
ba.l with these fellows here.

Mayor Ellenstein; Director Murphy 
didn’t give you any legal reasons— 


Commissioner Murphy: I would re- 
port to the City Commission where I 
am supposed to report. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am talking to 
Mr. McGlynn. 


Mr. McGlynn: I asked him for a 
legal reason why I couldn’t get the 
check. I telegraphed his home at 
Point Pleasant on Friday. I was here 
last Wednesday. I tried to reach him 
Thursday and Friday. Friday I wir. 
ed him at Point Pleasant asking him 
to please tell his department to give 
me the check because everything had 
been done that entitled me to the 
check. I went to this office Monday, 
he was in conference. I waited until 
one o'clock. At 2:15 I went back and 
I stayed there until I got in, which 
was about 3:15. I asked him to give 
me a legal reason why I didn’t get my 
check, and he gave me no legal rea- 
son. He told me that he would do 
everything in his power to annoy the 
people upstairs,—meaning, I suppose, 
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the other Commissioners, and he was 
sorry that I was in the middle.

I want to know 
how the coramissioners feel about my 
having a representative in the Tax 
Board. I think I am entitled to’ it. 
The taxing date is coming on, we are 
close at hand, and there is enough 
for, I believe, more than five Tax 
Commissioners, with the ramifications 
and everything attending present con- 
ditions, and 1 believe I should be en- 
titled to a representative on that tax 
board. And i not only urge, but I 
insist that the City Commissioners do 
full justice to every taxpayer in the 
City and permit me a representative 
on that Tax Board.

And I don't see 
any logical reason to your contention 
or your hiding behind the fact as to 
the legality of it. I am now putting 
it strictly upon a moral basis and for 


the protection of every taxpayer in 
this city. And I don’t like to quar- 
rel or anything like that, but I think 
it is my duty to direct it to your at- 
tention, and I think it is your duty 
to give credence to my request. 1 
can say this for a certainty, if that 
happened to your representatives in 
the Tax Board I would unhesitatingly 
take your recommendation for a mem- 
ber on that Tax Board, and you know 
that is true, too. I am not asking 
you to do any more than I would do 
under the circumstances if the situa- 
tion were reversed.

Mayor Ellenstein: Before proceed- 
ing further with resolutions, I have a 
letter here addressed to me which was 
received at my office at 9:50 this 
morning in which Director Murphy 
undertakes to appoint Anthony Pe- 
trone as a member of the Tax Board. 
I recall at the time that I introduced 
& resolution at the City Commission 
endeavoring to make the appointment 
of the vacancy that existed through 
the unfortunate death of Mr. Edward 
J. O’Brien, that there was an opinion 
from the Law Department that under 
existing resolutions and ordinances it 
‘wasn’t within the province of any one 
Commissioner to make any appoint- 
ment. In view of that opinion, as I 
recall it, I have instructed the City 
Clerk not to swear in Mr. Petrone un- 
til we have had a legal opinion from 
the Law Department. 


In some manner unknown to me 
when I had made up my mind to 
present the name of a representative 
American of Italian extraction this 
appointment by Director Murphy was 
suddenly made. The representative of 
one of the newspapers knew yester- 
day afternoon at twelve o'clock that 
I was going to introduce the resolu- 
tion. The letter that I received this 
morning at 9:30 is all very significant, 
So it must have been, I have a right 
to conclude, at least, that the repre. 
sentaive tof the Newark News’ had 


called it to the attention of Director 
Murphy and Director Murphy evident- 
ly thought he would sort of get otf 
the starting line first and present thia 
letter making the appointment. I 
want to call the attention of the Com- 
mission that I believe I am on fair 
and reasonable grounds when I insist 
that I be permitted to make an ap- 
pointment of a tax representative so 
that I can have direct communication 
as to what is transpiring in the Tax 
Board. I want to point out to the 
City Commission that ever since we 
have had the Commission form of 
government in this City, since 1917, 
throughout the time that Mayor Gil- 
len, Mayor Archibald, Mayor Ray- 
mond and Mayor Congleton were the 
nominal heads or chairmen of the 
City Commission that there was nevor 
that departure from the precedent ir- 
respective of majority or minority. 
When this Commission was organized 
on prior occasions, this Commission, 
particularly when Director Murphy 
refused to appoint a member of the 
Tax Board when there was every juz- 
tification for the City Commission to 
then fill the vacancy, we patiently 
held it open for almost an entire year 
until Director Murphy finally made 
the appointment. Always understand, 
a vacancy, a vacancy was permitted 
to be filled by the Commissioner who 
designated. that man. Now, Director 
Murphy in his letter says I am priv- 
lleged to go in and investigate. He 
knows as well as I do I haven't the 
time to investigate. He knows that 
that consideration was extended to 
every Commissioner. When this Com- 
mission.was organized even though 
there was what you might term per- 
sonal feeling among the City Com- 
missioners, still, in the best interests. 
of the taxpayers of the City of New- 
ark,'each one was permitted an ap- 
pointment on that Board. I am there 
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fore introducing this regolution which 
I will ask the City Clerk to read. 


Y might say in introducing this 
that I selected a man whom I con- 
sider and I think it is generally un- 
derstood one of the outstanding Amer- 
ican citizens of Italian extraction. I 
did it on the feeling that at least one- 
fifth of the citizenə of the City of 
Newark are Americans of Italian ex- 
traction. He has resided in the City 
for forty years. He has been a tax- 
payer for many years; he is Director 
of the Columbian Mortgage and Title 
Company; he is Chairman of the 
Real Estate Board of that company; 
he has also for a number, of years 
been president of the Roseville Build- 
ing and Loan Association. He is a 
man obviously wel! qualified, he is a 
man that would be an asset to the 
Tax Board. I ask that fair consider- 
ation only, at least the majority to 
give me that consideration that was 
given to them when this Commission 
organized, by allowing me a member 
of my own particular designation on 
the Tax Board. And the man’s name 
is Albert Del Viscovo. He resideg at 
259 Fifteenth Avenue. I thought I 
would tell you his name. 


Commissioner Byrne: Before the 
resolution is introduced, in view of 
the fact that Director Murphy has 
made this appointment, the legality 


of this question, I have been wonder-. 


ing about it myself, I would like to 
go on record that we should have an 
opinion as to the legality of that 
move.

al. I don’t know anything about any 
opinion of the Law Department that 
I haven't got any authority to make 
the appointment. I believe under the 
act I am legally right, there ig no 
question about it; I have that au- 
thority to make that appointment. I 
said very frankly that everything 
being equal, you certainly would be 
entitled to the appointment. Don’t 
think that you can expect me to con- 
tinue to take the kicking around I 
have been taking off you for the past 
three and a half years and then get 
to the point where you even stretch 
down right in my department and 
take away from the authority I have 
under the handling of the tax title 
lien certificates. I think it is just go- 
ing entirely too far. I don’t think 
that I have been treated fair. You 
can talk about the apportionment and 
representation, that has not been giv- 
en me since I have been coming into 
this Commission. I can see no justi- 
fication as to why where I have the 
responsibility under the law for this 
appointment, which I am advised I 
have and which I think I have, that 
I should allow you to make this ap- 
pointment. I have ‘therefore exer- 
cised my right, as I believe under 
the law, and made the appointment 
not on any information received 
from any News Company, the New- 
ark News or individuals, but since I 
returned from Atlantic City I was 


‘satisfied that something must be done 
‘about the situation. I acted on what 


I think is my authority in making 


- this appointment., The man has. been 


sworn into office, I think he is leg- 
ally sworn into office and as far as

I am concerned he is going to sit 
with the Tax Board and carry on. It 
is in my department. I believe it is 
my duty and my job and J am going 
to carry it out. I think it is fair. 
Naturaly you don't agree with me 
and I don't agree with the treatment 
I have received. I don’t intend in so 
far as I am concerned, where I have 
the authority, to let anybody else ex- 
ercise authority for me any longer 
where I have it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am going to 
show you how ridiculous your stand 
is. You are saying that I didn’t deal 
fair with you because I was one of 
the Commissioners that voted to take 
the forecloseures away from you. 
Without discussing that at all you 
know very well that long before that 
happened you prevented me from put- 
ting a member on the Tax Board.

Commissioner Byrne: No. 
The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Aye. The rego- 
lution having received two votes is 
declared not carried. 


You are changing your vote to no? 
Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: I want to 
present this regolution here rescinding 
the resolution which was passed a 
couple of weeks ago when the City 
instructed the payment of the Waring 
Realty Company fee. I think in all 
fairness to the cage that is coming 
before the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court—I believe the matter 
was up before Chief Justice Parker 
and he referred the matter to the 
court enbanc—as I understand it is 
sitting, all the Chief Justices, and 
the fact that counsel for the War- 
ing Realty Company is contending 
that the existence of the resolution 
passed by the Commission on August 
14 is enough to entitle them to pay- 
ment, I personally feel that that reso- 
lution should be rescinded so that at 
least the decks could be cleared for a 
fair clear-cut decision by the Court. 
I don’t think that resolution ought to 
stand in the way whatsoever if there 
is an opportunity on the part of the 
City to save $31,000 in commission 
fees or brokers’ fees, why, I think we 
ought not to have any resolution of 
that kind before the Court. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who drew that 
resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: That is the 
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same resolution that was presented 
here a couple of weeks ago and the 
resolution was drafted in my depart. 
ment. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Has the Law De- 
partment’ seen this resolution? This 
is a legal question. 


Commissioner Murphy: A couple of 
weeks ago they saw the resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: The Law 
Department, the Corporation Counsel 
was here at that time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Have they ap- 
proved that resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: I don't know 
whether he approved it or not. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It ought to go to 
the Law Department then on the 
legal question. Certainly the Law 
Department is protecting the interest 
of the City, they are charged with 
it. 


Commissioner Murphy: Right, they 
are charged with the duty. 


Mayor Ellenstein; This is a legal 
question. You say somebody in your 
department. Who in your Department 
drew that resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: A couple of 
girls, typewriters. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who dictated the 
resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: My private 
counsel, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who dictated the 
resolution ? 


Commissioner Murphy: My counsel. 
Mayor Ellenstein: Your private 
counsel ? 


Commissioner Murphy: Vinvent J. 
Murphy, right; get that in the rec- 
ord. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think the mat- 
ter ought to go to the Law Depart- 
ment for approval, 


Commissioner Murphy: I move for 
the passage of the resolution. 


Commissioner Byrne: What is the 
resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: The resolu- 
tion rescinds the action of the Com- 
mission. I move the reading of the 
resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I would want to 
know the legality of the resolution. 
What is the position of the City? 


Commissioner Murphy: The only 
thing that this does is rescind the 
last City Commission action and leave 
the case in the position it was prior 
to then. I even remember the Cor- 
poration Counsel saying here in the 
course of the debate, he said, “Well, 
I feel that the best thing for you to 
do, McGlynn would be apt to bring 
suit against the City if he finds out." 


Mayor Ellenstein: What has that 
to do with this resolution? 


Commissioner Murphy: Because 
now McGlynn is contending before the 
Court that this resolution entitles 
them to payment; on the basis of this 
resolution they should not prove the 
case any further than the recent ac- 
tion of the Commission. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That may be so. 
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On the other hand the Law Depart- 
ment may decide that it is prejudicial 
to the City's interests. It certainly 
is not any harr in referring it to the 
Law Department. 


Commissionez Murphy: It is impos- 
sible for it to be prejudicial tc the 
City's interests. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You have two 
impossibilities. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
right, because I am the one moved 
in order to protect the City's inter- 
ests, isn't that so? 


Mayor Ellenstein; You moved as 
Mr. MeGlynn said, just to do every- 
thing you possibly could to protect the 
fellows upstzirs. 


Commissioner Murphy: You are 
getting in sarcasm. 


Mayor “lenstein: Didn't Mr. Mc. 
Glynn say that? 


Commissioner Murphy: You are 
talking about not being fair. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Did Mr. Me- 
Glynn say that? Do you deny that 
Mr. McGlynn said it? 


Commissioner Murphy: Lots of 
things are said about you and if they 
are repeated to you you would say 
they are a liar, but remember telling 
the men like a gentleman, I told him 
he was wrong. 

Mayor Zllenstein: Yes, 
right. 


you are 


Commissioner Murphy: How about 
this? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Very good. The 


matter should be referred to the Law 
Department. 


Commissioner Murphy: I move the 
resolution. 


Commissioner Byrne: I second it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Any resolution 
involving any legal matter in the past 
has always been referred to the Law 
Department. 


Commissioner Murphy: The case is 
cciming up on Tuesday before the Su- 
preme Court. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The case should 
be adjourned. 


Commissioner Murphy: I have the 
responsibility of the taxpayers, and 
it is urgent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The case should 
be adjourned and the City Clerk 
should be instructed to adjourn the 
ease until a legal opinion can be giv- 
en by the Law Department. 


Commissioner Franklin: I think 
this matter will be disposed of with 
the resolution as passed. If this reso- 
lution is rescinded then there is noth- 
ing to take before the Court. If this 
matter is going to be disposed of it 
can be disposed of as fairly with this 
resolution in existence, better than 
without it. With the resolution out 
of existence, there is no refusal on 
the part of the City to pay this fee. 
A demand would have to be made for 
Payment under the alleged bill and 
then the matter would have to ga 
again to Court. It is before the 
court now. I don’t see the necessity 
of rescinding the resolution. The 
whole matter is before the court now 
and the merits will be decided based 
on this resolution that was passed. 
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Commissioner Murphy: That is the 
question, Director, because Counsel 
McGlynn has contended with the 
Court in his case to the court that 
the resolution that passed the City 
Commission is all that should be con- 
sidered in this case by the Supreme 
Court. This is his contention. That 
is the reason why I am asking to 
have that barrier to be removed; then 
let them go ahead to proceed to de- 
mand that fee. 


Commissioner Franklin: The Court 
will take into consideration all the 
merits of the case. 


Commissioner Murphy: Counsel 
here representing me can explain that 
question. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Mr McGylnn is re- 
lying upon the case of American La- 
France. There are some distinguish- 
ing factors. It was held that the 
passage of the resolution required the 
payment of the money without regard 
to the merits of it. McGlynn is mak- 
ing that contention. The question is 
should the liability of the City of 
Newark be predicated merely upon 
the resolution or should it be predicat- 
ed upon the actual transaction itself. 
Wow, if McGlynn in his contention 
that the American LaFrance case ap- 
plies to the present facts, then the 
court would take the position that it 
is not interested in the merits of the 
case at all. 


Commissioner Franklin: If that is 
so then the suggestion that was made 
before that the matter be adjourned 
so we can get ən oipnion from the 
Law Department should be adopted. 


Mr. Parsonnet: The difficulty— 


Commissioner Franklin: You don’t 
have to say any more about ıt I 


say this resolution should be referred 
to the Law Department, get an ad- 
journment of your case before the 
Covrt and get an opinion whether or 
not this resolution should prevail. 


Mr. Parsonnet: The trouble with 
adjourning the case before the Court 
iz that Tuesday is the opening day 
cf the October Term of the Supreme 
Court. If it ts to be adjourned it 
will have to go over until the January 
term. I am sive that counsel for the 
Waring Realty will not consent to so 
long an adjournment. It connot be ad- 
journed to any other time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why can't it be 
adjourned to any other time? 


Mr. Parsonnet: Because the opening 
cf the term will be on Tuesday and 
zhe Court, the Supreme Court, will 
sit on Supreme Court matters for two 
weeks and then go to Court of Errors 
and Appeals matters. They won’t 
change the position on the calendar. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They have done 
it before. 


Mr. Parsonnet: They have, but not 
in many cases. 


Mayor Ellenstein: My knowledge is 
in many cases. 


Mr. Parosnnet: In respect to this 
Mr. McGlynn has served notice of 
taking depositions for Friday. The 
depositions will have to be done in 
order to bring in the completed case 
to the Supreme Court on Tuesday. If 
the state of case is not completed on 
Tuesday, it may perhaps be completed 
on Wednesday or Thursday. That 
would not give us time to adjourn 
this matter for one week and then 
get the state of case together in time 
for the Supreme Court. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Would you say 
the state of ease ean be completed by 
Wednesday or Thursday? 


Mr. Parsonnet: It would be hard to 
say. The testimony will be taken on 
Friday of this week. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are you familiar 
with this Waring Realty Company 
matter? 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 


Kane: No, I am not. 
Mayor Ellenstein: Who is? 


Mr, Kane: Mr. Ward. He is not in, 
he has gone. He was before the Tax 
Board all afternoon. 


Commissioner Franklin: In other 
words, the contention here is that the 
resolution was passed, the mandamus 
was obtained on the resolution on the 
refusal of Director Murphy to pay 
as per that resolution. The conten- 
tion of Director Murphy is that the 
issue in the case doesn't go beyond 
his refusal to pay, that any of the 
collateral issues surrounding this case 
would not be made part of the argu- 
ment and for that reason to give them 
the opportunity to have the merits of 
the case reviewed that we vote to re- 
scind this resolution and have the 
matter wide open so that the matter 
can be decided on all the merits? Is 
that so? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let tae merits of 
the case be gone into. 


Mr, Kane: Of course, I don't know 
that I can give an opinion now. I 
would be guessing. I don't think I 
Should give an opinion when it would 
be based upon a guess, not being fa- 
miliar with all the facts of this mat- 
ter. The matter has been before Jus- 
tice Parker on Monday afternoon and 
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somebody representing the Law De- 
partment was there. I don’t think it 
would be fair for me to give the Com- 
mission an opinion because of its im- 
portance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you think 
there would be any diffieclty in get- 
ting an adjournment on Tuesday from 
the Supreme Court? 


Mr. Kane: Well, that I don't know 
because as I say, not being familiar 
with that the phase that is before the 
court, it is a question of whether the 
resolution interferes with any other 
action to bring about, I might say, a 
positive disposition of the matter; I 
don't know; I would really have to be 
guessing at that, too, because not be- 
ing familiar with the facts, that is the 
difficulty. I would not attempt to ad- 
vise the commission because I might 
be wrong, without having al the in- 
formation. I 


Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t there a 
legal question involved here in the 
rescinding the resolution as to wheth- 
er it might be prejudicial to the City’s 
interests ? 


Mr. Kane: Offhand I would say 
there is a question on the resolution, 
because [ can make this general state- 
ment, the court has often said that 
bodies have no right to rescind reso- 
lutions in certain instances. Now, 
whether this is one of those or not 
would depend upon the facts of the 
issue. 


Commissioner Franklin: If this 
resolution is regcinded it might des- 
troy the suit. I 


Mr. Parsonnet: It would destroy the 
mandamus proceedings and require 
bringing of action at law instead. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The questions at 
issue would not be decided? 


Commissioner Franklin: All I am 
interested in is seeing that the mer- 
itorious matters are disposed of at 
cne and the same time. Why have 
two or three law suits if all these 
rights can be decided? 


Mr. Parsonnet: There is the ques- 
tion that on the mandamus proceed- 
ings the merits should not be gone 
into. 


Commissioner Franklin: If that is 
the case then we should have an 
opinion from the Law Department. 
Don't you think so, Director Byrne? 


Commissioner Byrne: I don't know. 
You were not allowing him to offer 
the resolution. I though that was 
within the right of any commission 
to offer a resolution, is that right? 


Mr. Kane: Oh, it is the right of 
the Commission; any Commissioner 
can offer any resolution here, it is 
certainly as legal as any other kind. 


Commissioner Byrne: If Commis- 
sioner Murphy introduced a resolu- 
tion, he moved it and J seconded it, 
did he have the right to have the 
resolution read? 


Mr. Kane: No question about it. 

Commissioner Franklin: If you 
want to dispose of it that way I will 
just vote no on the basis that I want 
to be sure that the material which 
is before the court will be affected 
detrimentally. I am entitled to an 
opinion from the Law Department to 
that extent. I am anxious to see that 
the thing be litigated thoroughly with 
fairness to both sides for the disposi- 
tion of everything, but nobody seems 
to be answering me. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes, in this request, 
Ict me bring the question up to date, 
and I think the Commissioners here 
will agree with my thought. The 
point is that the writ of mandamus 
was applied for to Justice Parker and 
the Justice has allowed a ruled to 
show cause returnable before the 
Court on Tuesday. We have been 
sent notice of the taking of devosi- 
tions on Friday afternoon. Mr. Mc- 
Glynn is contending in his mandamus 
proceeding that the court has no right 
to go into the merits of the claim for 
commissiong but has merely the right 
to Jook at the resolution and hold that 
it is a mechanical act on the part of 
the Director of Revenue and Finance 
merely to pay without questioning 
the propriety of the resolution. Now, 
shat may or may not be true. I don’t 
agree with Mr. McGlynn that you 
can’t go into the merits. If you re- 
seind that resolution you would des- 
troy the application for mandamus 
and Mr. McGlynn would have to go 
into a scit at law to determine the 
ability of the city, his mandamus 
proceedings would fail. In that way 
you would assure the city of securing 
à determination upon the merits of 
the transaction rather than merely 
the technieal point of the resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is 
guess? 


your 


Mr. Parsonnet: Ves. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are not a 
member of the Law Department? 


Mr. Parsonnet: I am not, sir. 
Mayor Ellenstein: You have differ- 


ed with the Law Department on oth- 
er occasions? 


Mr. Parsonnet: That is true. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is why I 


Say it Should be referred to the Law 
Depártment. 


Mr. Parsonnet: I believe Mr. Kane 
may be in a position to give some 
comments upon it. 


Mr. Kane: Well, I could go to this 
extent and say if a resolution had 
been rescinded, that is if this resolu- 
tion is rescinded it does not interfere 
with some rights that have been vest- 
ed in somebody else which is within 
the resolution, probably don't destroy 
the mandamus proceedings. If this 
resolution was adopted to pay the 
money and has vested in it some 
rights then any action by the Com- 
mission would be null and void. 


Mayor =llenstein; That is the sub- 
ject of a legal opinion. 


Mr. Kare: I would say yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: I believe the 
best interests of the City eoud be 
zerved by the disposition of the reso- 
lution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The resolution 
should heve taken the course that all 
resolutions do and have in the past 
and be referred to the Law Depart- 
ment. We would have the approval 
of the resolution before us and we 
could act later as reasonable people 
do. Instead of that it was held out 
until this minute. You were oae of 
the Comraissioners who insisted that 
every resolution be presented a week 
in advance so the Commissioners 
could study them and digest every- 


thing. That is brought here at the 
last minute. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is not 
à fair statement. 
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Mayor Ellenstem This is the first 
tme I have seen the resolution. 


Commissioner Murphy: No. I don’t 
know. I said no, but I don’t know. 
But it was presented here two weeks 
ago. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Read the reso- 
lution. 


Commissioner Murphy: Wait a min- 
ute. The resolution was presented 
here two weeks ago and the Law De- 
partment read the resolution over, 
and it was the subject of discussion 
about the rescinding of this matter. 
I wasn’t able to be here last week and 
in the meantime we are brought into 
court on this thing. Now that I am 
brought up to date on this thing, from 
the action of Justice Parker I am 
more convinced now that the resolu- 
tion passed by the City Commission 
in order not to jeopardize the City’s 
position in this matter should be re. 
scinded. The resolution was here. If 
you didn't see it I could not help it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I never saw the 
resolution. At any rate, you could 
have referred the resolution to the 
Law Department and have had a le- 
gal opinion from the Law Depart. 
ment. You refer other resolutions to 
the Law Department. Why didn’t 
you? 


Commissioner Murphy: I could have 
because they had read it, seen it here 
two weeks ago. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: You refer other 
resolutions to them. 


Commissioner Murphy: I will check 
into the records. Frobably it may be 
then that it was referred to them. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Clerk wi 
read the resolution 


Commissioner Murphy offered the 
following resolution: 


WHEREAS, by resolution No. 8308, 
dated August 28th, 1940, the payment 
of the sum of $25,349.90 was author- 
ized to be paid to the Waring Real- 
ty Co. as and for commissions alleg- 
ed to be due for the negotiation of an 
alleged fifty-year lease by the City of 
Newark to the 200 Washington Street 
Corporation; and, I 


WHEREAS, Prior to the adoption 
of said resolution, the liability of the 
City of Newark for the payment of 
said commissions was brought into 
question by Vincent J. Murphy, Di- 
rector of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance; and, 


WHEREAS, it was pointed out by 
the said Director that the aforesaid 
lease was not a fifty-year lease, ac- 
cording to the provisions of Para- 
graph 30 thereof, but was a 21-year 
lease, in accordance with the provis- 
ions of Paragraph 2 thereof, because 
the said tenant had not ‘immediately’ 
erected a two-story building as requir- 
ed by Paragraph 80, but had delayed 
for a period of one year and three 
months after the execution of the 
amendment to said lease, dated Octo- 
ber 17, 1935, and 


WHEREAS, Upon the presentation 
of said point by the sa:d Director to 
the Beard of Commissioners at its 
meeting of August 28th, 1940, the said 
Board was advised by Joseph A. Ward 
of the City Law Department that the 
Board of Commissioners had, in 1930, 
adopted a resolution extending the 
time to commence bailding operations 
until the 17th day of January, 1937; 
and, 


WHEREAS, The said Ward d'd 
further, present to the Board of Con. 


missioners a purported copy of said 
alleged resolutions, indicating that 
the same had been adopted by the 
Board of Commissioners upon the 
votes of Mayor Ellenstein and Com- 
missioners Franklin and Minisi, on the 
29th day of December, 1936; and, 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commis- 
sioners in reliance upon said state- 
ments of Joseph A. Ward, and upon 
the copy of said purported resolution, 
adopted the aforesaid resolution No. 
8308, dated August 28th, 1940, au- 
thorizing the payment of the said sum 
of $25,349.90; and, 


WHEREAS, pending subsequent in- 
vestigation, Director Murphy  with- 
held payment of the said moneys 
amounting to $25,849.90, and said in- 
vestigation revealed that there was 
never a meeting of the Board of Com- 
missioners on December 29, 1936, that 
no resolution such as that alleged to 
have been adopted on December 29, 
1986, was ever adopted at any time, 
that the City of Newark therefore 
never consented to any extension of 
time for the commencement of build- 
ing operations, and that the provis- 
ions of Paragraph 30 of the lease, 
creating a fifty-year lease, never took 
effect; and, 


WHEREAS, the said lease is 
therefore merely a 21-year lease; and, 


WHEREAS, since the said lease is 
only for a period of 21 years, for 
which the City of Newark has already 
paid brokers commissions in excess of 
$14,000 to Feist & Feist, brokers, and 
no brokers fees are legally payable 
for the renewal period of 29 years 
for which the tenants option has nev- 
er been exercised; and, 


WHEREAS Resolution No. 8309 
was adopted in error, by reason of the 
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erroneous belief that the Board of 
Commissioners had in 1986 granted 
an extension of time for the com- 
mencement of building operations; 
and, 


WHERZAS, the discovery of the 
true facts concerning the failure of 
the City of Newark to grant such ex- 
tension of time was made on Monday, 
September 9th, 1940, by Director Vin- 
cent J. Murphy, and immediately 
thereafter to wit, on September 10th, 
1940, the said Director was served by 
counsel for the Waring Realty Co. 
with a petition and notice of applica- 
tion for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the payment of said sum of $25,- 
349.90; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED By the Board of Commis- 
sioners of The City of Newark, that 
Resolution No. 8308, authorizing the 
payment of $25,349.90 be and it is 
hereby rescinded, set aside and re- 
pealed; and it is 


FURTHER RESOLVED, That the 
Corporation Counsel is hereby direct- 
ed to defend any action brought 
against the City of Newark or any of 
its officers by said Waring Realty 
Co. seeking the payment of the said 
commissions alleged to be due.

Mayor Ellenstein: Perhaps it was. 
There is not any reason why it should 
not be referred to the Law Depart.

Commissioner Murphy: Why haven't 
they got their opinion in here today? 
I am pretty sure you will find in the 
record it was referred to the Law De- 
partment. They certainly should have 
had their opinion here today.

Mayor Ellenstein: Let us declare 
the resolution lost. The regolution 
having received two votes is declared 
not carried. 


Commissioner Franklin Now, I 


move you that this resolution be re- 
ferred to the Law Department for an 
opinion as to whether or not the mat- 
ter before the court now can be dis- 
posed of by the merits of the case 
being reviewed as the matter is be- 
fore the court at the present time. 


Commissioner Byrne: May I ask 
then what in anyway has the City got 
to lose? What can we lose by it? 


Commissioner Franklin: Except tha 
matter is before the court now. It 
can be disposed of now in the same 
manner, it can be disposed of by ac- 
tion at law. If it could not be dis- 
posed of because of the narrowness 
of the proposition, that is another 
proposition. 


Mayor Ellenstein; The City of New- 
ark has put L. Bamberger & Co. 
in a position where they have gone 
into possession on a fifty year lease 
ana have engaged the basement on 
the corner of Academy and Washing- 
ton Street. Now, the City has put 
L. Bamberger & Company in that po- 
sition. I can see nothing but litiga- 
tion arising out of this entire thing. 
L. Bamberger & Company has already 
expended money in building a tunnel 
from the Prudential Building over to 
this building and the merits of the 
case ought to be gone into on the mat- 
ter and have it referred to the Law 
Department. It is bound up with liti- 
gation. Certainly, no Commissioner 
wants it to be said we are responsible 
for L. Bamberger & Co. losing money. 
L. Bamberger & Co. have a fifty year 
lease. There are so many ramifica-- 
tions in the thing. 


Commissioner Murphy: Who has: 
any objection to that? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then it ought to, 
be referred to the Law Department. 
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Commissioner Murphy: If there is 
rcthing else to do now, if you want 
to rescind the resolution, the ques- 
tion is, is it too late for the Law 
Department to give us an opinion be- 
tween now and the time the case is 
heard? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I could correct 
that, the matter should be referred to 
the Law Department with the resolu- 
tion, and if the Law Department be- 
lieves that it would be prejudicial to 
the interests of the City that Mr. 
O’Brien is to inform me and I will 
call a special meeting on Monday 
morning. That will take care of the 
situation where we can have the reso- 
lution passed. Is there any objection 
to that?

by map dedication and resolution 
adopted by the Board of Commission- 
ers, March 13, 1928, extending from 
ihe northerly line of Roanoke Avenue 
northerly thence easterly to the west- 
erly line of Lentz Avenue; and ali 
that part of Lentz Avenue as the 
same was opened 50 feet in width by 
ordinance passed by the Board of 
Street and Water Commissioners and 
approved by the Mayor of the City of 
Newark, May 17, 1907, extending from 
tne southerly line of Horatio Street 
Southerly to a point 18.68 feet north 
of the northerly line of Roanoke Ave- 
nue, SHALL BE VACATED AS PUE- 
LIC STREETS OR HIGHWAYS, re.

Serv- 
ice upon any partner, if the owner is 
a partnership, or upon any officer if 
the owner is a corporation, will con- 
stitute service as required by this 
ordinance. 


8: For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, the names and addresses of 
property owners may be those shown 
on the most recent city tax lists. 


4, The two hundred feet shall be 
measured in a direct line from the 
nearest point on the premises sought 
to be licensed to the nearest point of 
the other premises, and any other 
premises falling within such distance, 
in part or in whole, shall be deemed 
within the said two hundred feet for 
the purpose of this ordinance. 


5: Proof of such service shall be 
made to the Municipal Board of Alco-

2: That section 483 of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, 
(Revision of 1913), be amended to 
read as follows: 


SECTION 483: No person, firm or 
corporation shall mutilate, disfigure, 
loan or sell or otherwise dispose of 
any plate or plates so furnished as 
aforesaid. 


Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof be fined for each offense a sum 
not exceeding $10.00, or be imprisoned 
in the county jail for a term not ex- 
ceeding 30 days, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court. Each day that 
such violation continues shall consti- 
tute a separate and distinct offense. 


3: That section 485 of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, 
(Revision of 1913), be amended to 
read as follows: 


SECTION 485: No person, firm or 
corporation shall play upon or use for 
the purpose of making music any in- 
strument called or commonly known as 
a “hand organ,” on the streets, ave- 
nues or publie places in this City, 
without having first procured a license 
for that purpose. All such licensees 
shall be called “organ grinders” and 
licensed as such. 


Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be fined for each offense a sum not 
exceeding $10.00, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a term not exceed- 
ing 30 days, or both, in the discretion 
of the Court. Each day that such vio- 


lation continues shall constitute a 
separate and distinct offense. 


4: That osection 487 of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, 
(Revision of 1913), be amended to 
read as follows: 


SECTION 487: It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
playing a hand organ or any other 
musical instrument to employ or use, 
for the purpose of collecting or solicit- 
ing money for such playing, any fe- 
male child under the age of eighteen 
years, or any male child under the 
age of fourteen years. 


Any person, firm or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, upon conviction there- 
of, be fined for each offense a sum not 
exceeding $10.00, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a term not exceed- 
ing 30 days, or both, in the discretion 
of the Court.

Said measure or 
measures used in said business shall 
be sealed and marked by the Super- 
intendent of Weights and Measures, 
whose duty it shall be to so mark and 
seal the same. 


Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined for each offense a 
sum not exceeding $10.00, or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a term 
not exceeding 30 days, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court.

SECTION 490: Any person, firm or 
corporation who shall pursue or carry 
on the business or occupation of cart- 
man, hawker, junkman, owner or 
driver of any car, truck or vehicle 
used for the transportation of baz- 
gage, merchandise, goods and articles 
of any kind within the limits of this 
City shall first procure a license there- 
for, as provided by this Ordinance. 


Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined for each offense a 
sum not exceeding $10.00, or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a term 
not exceeding 30 days, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court.

ark, without first being licensed by the 
Director of the Department of Public

bitions, or roller skating, or any cir- 
cus, or any curiosity or curiosities of 
nature or art, or any motion pictures 
or photographic representations, or 
any shows or exhibitions of any kind 
whatsoever, without first having ob- 
tained a permit for that purpose, as 
hereinafter mentioned. 


Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined for each offense a 
sum not exceeding $10.00, or be im- 
prisoned in the eounty jail for a term 
not exceeding 30 days, or both, in the 
diseretion of the Court. Each day 
that such violation continues shall 
constitute a separate and distinct of- 
fense. 


20: That section 575 of the Revised

WHEREAS, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the United States of Amer- 
ica, pursuant to the authority vested 
in him by law, has promulgated cer- 
tain regulations for the purpose of en- 
couraging the consumption of surplus 
aricultural commodities by means of 
the Food Stamp Plan administered by 
the Surplus Marketin Administration 
and the distribution of orange and 
blue food stamps in the manner pre- 
scribed by the regulations; and 


WHEREAS, the regulations define 
“food” as commodities sold in retail 
food stores for internal human con- 
jsumption, not on the premises, but 
exclusive of wines, liuors, beers and 
other alcoholic beverages; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commis- 
sioners has been requested by the 
Chairman of the Food Industries Com- 
mission to prohibit the exchanging of 
alcoholic beverages for food stamps; 


NOW, THEREFORE, 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of ‘Newark do ordain: 


1: No person shall, directly or indi- 
rectly, accept food stamps, either or- 
ange or blue stamps, or both, in ex- 
change for alcoholic beverages. 


2: Any person violating the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall be sub- 


ject, upon conviction, to a fine of not 
more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) or imprisonment for not, 
more than sixty (60) days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 


3: All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance be and the 
Same are hereby repealed. 


Section 3: This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately upon final’ passage 
and publication according to law.

and squares, said vacation to extend 
from the easterly line of Hawkins 
Street to 425.76 feet easterly; and the 
VACATION OF ROANOKE PLACE 
AS the sarne was opened 50 feet in 
width by map dedication and resolu- 
tion adopted by the Board of Commis- 
sioners, March 13, 1928, said vacation 
to extend from the northerly line of

They wanted to swap property. 


Mi. Swain; We could advertise it 
next Saturday, but we don't know Di- 
rector Murphy's attitude at the end.

This makes a total in the ordinary 
typical suit of $114.50 per suit. 


The disbursements will vary in that 
the subpoena fees to be paid to the 
Sheriff for service, and the United 
States and Supreme Court searches 
depend upon the number of defend- 
ants, and may be more or less than 
the above figures. 


Where personal service cannot be 
made upon defendants, and it is nec- 
essary to have an order for substitut- 
ed service, there will be additional 
charges for the newspaper advertis- 
ing, which is required in such cases. 


Additional compensation may be 
allowed in suits where more than one 
tax lien is joined in the one action, 
or where parties having interest in à 
number of liens are joined in the 
foreclosure of all of those liens. This, 
of course, while constituting addition- 
al compensation per case, wil mean 
a reduction below the cost if each lien 
were separately foreclosed. 


Also, where the searches require 
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unusual work in that a number of 
titles must be searched in connection 
with one foreclosure, similar allow- 
ance must be made. 


A certain and substantial amount 
of investigation is necessary in each 
foreclosure case, but where unusual 
investigation is required, some rea- 
sonable allowance to cover disburse- 
ments made therefore should be pro- 
vided. These cases should be few in 
number. 


In case of settlement after institu- 
tion of suit, a reasonable fee will be 
allocated for the services rendered 
up to the time the settlement is made, 
the allocation being based upon the 
fees above set forth. 


In the event that the efforts of the 
Special Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel acting as Supervisors of this 
work should be successful in obtain- 
ing payment from the taxpayer be- 
fore the making of search and the 
institution of suit, then they are to 
receive one-half of the fee which 
would be paid them for supervision 
if the search and suit had been made 
and instituted, provided that the 
amount of tax collected from the tax- 
payer be not less than $100.00, and, 
where less than $100.00, they shall 
receive one-third of the amount 
which would have been paid them for 
supervision if the search and suit had 
been made and instituted. 


All taxed costs in proceedings in- 
stituted shall belong and be paid to 
(this is the general law) the Cor- 
poration Counsel of the City of New- 
ark, James F. X. O’Brien, and the 
attorney of record, who will transmit 
the same to the Treasurer as hereto- 
fore, to be deposited for the benefit 
of the City. Thus the City will re- 
ceive the benefit of the taxed costs, 


jnetead of the individual attorney 
keeping them for himself. 


Instead of paying to each attorney 
the necessary disbursements in order 
that ke might make payment to the 
Chancziy Court Clerk, the Essex 
County Register, the Sheriff, etc., the 
City will epen up Special Foreclos- 
ure Accounts with the Clerk in Chan- 
cery, the Essex County Register, the 
Sherifi, and any other parties to 
whom disbursements will be regular- 
ly made in connection with the fore- 
closures, and the fees and disburse- 
ments of the same will be charged 
mgainst such account. The attorney 
will be given an authorization in each 
case permitting charges to be made 
against the account for that particu- 
lar foreclosure case. 


There will also be certain forms 
prepared, the printing of which wil! 
be provided for out of the budgetary 
appropriation relating to foreclosure 
work. 


The Master’s fees in cases going to 
decree will be paid directly to them 
by the City out of the budgetary items 
covering this work. These fees can- 
not be set by us since they are fixed 
by law. 


Monthly itemized statements 
should be requested from the Auditor 
of the City covering all of the above 
mentioned accounts.

Mr. Mayor, the original ordinance 
--this is for twenty-seven years—ap- 
pears to me to be a pretty good ordi- 
nance to enforce and continue, but 
there are certain difference between 
the old and the new that I would like 
to call your attention to. The old 
provides for control by the municipal- 
ity of one foot from the curb or one 
foot beyond the curb where the side- 
walk ceases that the owner or occu- 
pant shall keep clear for the purposes 
of free passage of water by the ac- 
cumulation of ice and snow, and the 
new ordinance eliminates that. I 
think the old ordinance is better for 
that. 


The new ordinance provides a new 
theory after the snow hag been re- 
moved from the street by the munici- 
pality, the owner or occupant whose 
duty it is to remove the snow from 
the sidewalk shall not throw that 
Srow or slush or ice into the street 
after the City has removed it. Now, 
the question arises: What shall the 
property owner do with that surplus 
«r that snow that has fallen upon the 
sidewalk ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: He is permitted 
io throw it within three feet of the 
curb. 


Mr. Shankreff; I don't see it in this 
ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I read it, it 
is within three feet of the curb. 


Mr. Swain: Pile it between the side- 
walk and the curb.

Acting Supervisor Brady: That is 
the concensus of opinion of traffic 
engineers all over the nation, men 
who have jualified and spent the 
greater part of their years in that 
service. And that is the recommend- 
ation of Inspector Bolger of the Traf- 
fie Division, who is well qualified to 
determine what should be done re- 
specting snow removal, in so far as 
it interferes with traffic. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is permitted 
to be thrown within three feet be- 
yond the curbline. 


Mr. Shankroff: Does it say that in 
ihis ordinance? 


I am sorry, Mr. Mayor, I don't no- 
tice it. 


Acting Supervisor Brady: They 
throw it between the curb and the 
sidewalk where you would ordinarily 
pile it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It leave a path; 
it leaves the sidewalk with the ex- 
ception of three feet. 


Mr. Swain: Or whatever that width 
might be. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The width of the 
sidewalk with the exception of the 
three feet btwn th curb and the build- 
ing line. 


Mr. Swain: Between the curb and 
the outer edge of he walk; the curb 
then the walk, then the other end of 
tbe walk, then the building line. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The width of the 
sidewalk is ciminished by three feet 
from the zarb to the building line by 
piling three feet of that with snow. 


Mr. Shrankroff: I beg your pardon, 
but I don't see that provision. 


Mayor Elienstein: It permits the 
piling of snow three feet from the 
curbline. 


Mr. Shaukruft: I do not object to 
that statement, but I do not see that 
in this ordinance. I am reading from 
the printed copy. 


Mr. Swain. The ordinance tells you 
what you shall not do. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is in here, be- 
cause I read it this morning. 


Mr. Shankvoff: Well, here is the 
printed copy. I didn’t notice it. This 
the printed copy. 


Mayor lenstein: I saw somewhere 
a reference io three feet. Unless it 
was in the letter that was submitted 
with the ordinance, that the Chief 
Engineer submitted. At any rate, 
they can pile the snow on the side- 
walk, 


Mr. Shankroff: But this prohibits 
it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, it does not. 
lt prohibits throwing the snow out in 
the middle of the road. It doesn’t 
prohibit the piling of the snow on the 
sidewalk. 


Mr. Shankroff: But the ordinance 
doesn’t say chat. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It doesn’t pro- 
Libit that. So you can do the next 
best thing, pile it up on the edge of 
the sidewalk at the curbline. 


Mr. Shankroff: Of course, you are 
increasing the penalty. Then it.be- 
comes a question here about the pow- 
cre of. the engineer to, enforce. the 
cleaning of sidewalks if it isn't clean- 
ed. I don't question the power of the 
engineer, or T don't question the pen- 
elty— 


Mayor Elienstein: There is a pen- 
alty for that if it isn’t removed in a 
certain length of time, the City re- 
moves it and then charges the actual 
cost, which becomes a lien on the 
property. That is contained in the 
old ordinance. 


Mr. Shankroff: I agree with that. 
Whereas the old ordinance provides 
for a $5 penalty, but all I question 
is the enforcing of the ordinance. 
‘There is nothing to prevent enforcing 
the old ordinance. If it was properly 
enforced it would be no trouble at 
all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, the old or- 
dinance permits the throwing of the 
snow out in the middle of the street, 
which, as wag explained to you by 
Inspector Brady, impedes traffic, and 
the traffic engineers have determined 
it, the traific engineers all over the 
country. 


Mr. Shankroff; Then the purpose 
«f this ordinance is merely to pro- 
vide for something that is not men- 
tioned in the ordinance. 


Mayor El'enstein: That is right. 


Mr. Shankroff: So far as this pro- 
vision, you advise that the traffic en- 
gineers— 


Mayor  Elenstein To prohibit 
things that are overlooked in the old 
ordinance. 


Mr. Shankroff: I don’t question 
that, but I simply say that from the 
question of passing an ordinance that 
is not enforced, that is the purpose 
of my objection. Why.pass an ordin- 
ance;— ` ! 


Mayor Ellenstein:.What makes you 
say they are not enforced? . ` 
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Mr. Shankroff: That is what I want 
to explain. I don’t know who has 
drect supervision over this feature, 
whether it ie the Bureau of Encum- 
brances or the Police Department or 
the Bureau of Highways, but com- 
plaint has been made that this ordin- 
ance is not enforced, the old ordin- 
ance for removal of snow and ice 
from the sidewalk. Now, we bring 
in the question of the Chief Engineer 
who can enforce the old ordinance as 
well as the new, but I do question— 
I complained to the Bureau of High- 
ways about a condition on a certain 
street where they built a new step 
right into the highway. Now, they 
say the step has been built, although 
the complaint was made in time, and 
they cannot do anything about it. I 
Say a lot of ordinances are constantly 
passed, a lot of new laws are passed, 
which you have a right to do, but 
they are not enforced properly. What 
is the use of passing laws which are 
not enforced? That is my question. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What ordinance 
is not enforced? 


Mr. Shankroff: Well, I complained 
to the Bureau of Highways. I have 
written letters to the Chief Engineer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Bureau of 
Highways? 


Mr. Shankroff: Originally my com- 
piaint was made to the Bureau of 
Highways, that particular bureau 
which is charged with encumbrances 
and they have charge of the building 
of stoops ic the highway,—that is, 
on the sidewalk. Now, my complaint 
was made at the time the stoop was 
being rebuilt. It was an old wooden 
stoop and they went and encroached 
further into the street on 101-106 
16th Avenue. I filed my complaint 
in time. Through some error in the 


department an inspector did not go 
that week, but went the following 
week when the stoop was completed. 
I said, “You have law enforcing of- 
ficers and when the permit was asked 
for it was given by the Bureau of 
Highways." I was ther sent upstairs, 
and he sent me up to the Building 
Department which has no jurisdic- 
tion. 


Then I have been writing letters 
every month, and this is the first 
month II did not write a letter. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, this month 
you write a letter to me. 


Mr. Shankroff: Well, I don’t want 
to bother the Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all right. 
You write a letter to me and I will 
see if there is any way of enforcing 
it, and it wili be enforced. You write 
a letter to me and address it to me 
personally. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move the 
public hearing be closed.

WHEREAS the program of State 
uid for the relief of the unemployed, 
as expressed by this bill, is inadquate 
and objectionable in many respects,

and will impose upon the taxpayers 
of the City of Newark and many 
other municipalities of the State more 
than a fair or reasonable share of 
the relief costs, now therefore be it 


RESOLVED by the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark 
that the said Board is opposed to 
Senate Bill No. 361, and the formula 
for State aid for the relief of the 
vnemployed proposed thereby, for the 
following reasons: 


l. The bill proposes to pay to mu- 
nicipalities for the year 1941, for re- 
Hef purposes, a maximum sum equal 
io 40 per cert of the amount spent 
in the municipality for unemployment 
relief durinz 1940, exclusive of ad- 
ministration costs. Proponents of the 
bili estimate that local relief costs 
for 1941 will be 80 per cent of the 
1940 costs. Thus the amount to be 
contributed by the State of New Jer- 
sey for 1941 relief will not in any 
cage exceed 50 per cent of the esti- 
mated cost for the year. This repre- 
sents a radical reduction in the per- 
centage of local relief costs hereto- 
fore borne by the State and imposes 
upon many municipalities an exces- 
sive tax burden. 


2. During the year 1940 there was 
a marked reduction in the cost of fin- 
ancing unemployment relief, and the 
State Relief Administration estimates 
that the 1941 costs will be further 
reduced. ` Notwithstanding this re- 
duction in costs, the proposed form- 
uia requires the City of Newark to 
appropriate for relief purposes in the 
year 1941 more money than the City. 
was required to appropriate in pre- 
vious years, when relief costs- “were at. 
their, peak.. In practical effect, in the 
case pf. the City of Newark,:the form- 
ule permits the absorption .by. the 
State of New Jersey of the entire 
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amount of the reduced costs, and fails 
to pass on ty the taxpayers of the 
City of Newark, and of other munici- 
palities, any of the savings resulting 
from the reduced relief load. 


3. By reason of the fact that 1940 
State aid was based on estimates, 
rather than on the actual 1940 relief 
costs, many municipalities received 
an excessive amount of State aid, and 
many municipalities received an in- 
aaequate amount of State aid, during 
the year 1940. The result is that 
some municipalities will be required, 
in 1941, to make appropriations to 
cover 1940 deficits in addition to the 
increased proportions required by the 
formula for the new current year; 
whereas other municipalities have 
surpluseg in their 1940 relief account 
in an amount sufficient, with 1941 
State contributions, to cover the en- 
tire 1941 costs. This results in dis- 
criminatory treatment among the 
municipalities, based on the mere ac- 
cident of differences in estimates of 
1940 relief costs made by municipali- 
ties for that ear. 


4. The total amount to be appro- 
priated by the State of New Jersey 
for unemployment relief in 1941, un- 
aer the formula proposed by Senate 
Bill No. 361 is less by several millions 
of dollars than the amount appropri- 
ated by the State for the same pur- 
pose in 1940, and is out of proportion 
to the actual amount by which total 
unemployment relief costs through- 
out the State has been reduced. 


5. Senate Bill No. 361 fails to make 
any provision for W.P.A. sewing pro- 
jects and t:ansportation costs. This 
will require either the abandonment 
of some W. P. A. projects with the 
iesulting increase in local relief 
loads; or additional appropriations by: 
the: municipalities in which these | pro=. 
jects have been maintained. 


3. The formula of State aid propos- 
&d by the bill is based on relief costs 
.zn 1940, instead of actual costs for 
the year to which the State contribu- 
‘tion is applicable. This is an un- 
scientific basis for distribution of 
‘Srate aid, which should be made to 
depend on actual costs. Because ac- 
ual costs were not made th» basis 
Zor State contributions in 1940, sev- 
eral municinalities received from the 
State more than 100 per cent of their 
total relief costs for the year. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by 
the Board of Commissioners of the 
icy of Newark that the said Board 
recommends that legislation provid- 
ing a formula for State aid for un- 
employment relief for the year 1941 
tuclude the following considerations: 


1. That municipalities which have a 
"balance in their relief accounts for

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employment relief in 1941 be in zn 
amount sufficient to effectuate the 
foregoing recommendations. 


6. That the Legislature of the Staze 
of New Jersey, in approaching the 
problem for State aid for unemploy- 
ment relief for the year 1941, give 
cue consideration to the fact that the 
munivipal share for direct relief, ag 
computed on the basis of State form- 
uiae, does not represent the full m3- 
nicipal burden in connection with the 
problem of  unem»loyment relief, 
since the m>nicipalities are required 
to absorb the full cost of administra- 
tion of direz: relief, as well as munici- 
pal support for W. P. A. projects. 


7. The Stste of New Jersey should 
continus to recognize the financing 
of unemployment relief 23 a problem 
of more than local concern. The city 
of Newark cannot maintain, and the 
taxpayers of the City and of other in- 
dustrial centers cannot support de- 
cent standards of relief for the unem- 
ployed, unless the major share of the 
cost of direct relief is provided by 
the State. 


8. Care for the unemployed is one 
of the most pressing problems in the 
State and should not be the subject 
of hasty action by the Legislature. 
In the interests of the beneficiaries 
of the State's relief policies, as well 
ae in the interests of home owners 
and rent payers who in the past have 
been required to bear more than a 
fair share of relief costs, no action 
should be taxen on legislation dealing 
with, financirg of unemployment re- 
lief, until a prblie hearing has been 
held op, the subject,.and at which my- 
nicipal pffieia]s and others interested 
may have an opport-nity to present 
their views.
